May it please Your Excellency, 

We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, submit to Your 
Excellency this, our Forty-first Annual Report, under the Statute 
35 and 36 Vie., chap. 69, entitled "The Local Government 
Board (Ireland) Act, 1872,” which deals with our proceedings, 
generally, during the year ended the 31st of March, 1913.

Local Government Elections, etc. 

No elections were held during the year save, those of 
rnembers of such Urban District Councils as retain the annual 
system of election. These elections passed off without any 
unusual incident. 

A return of the expenses and of certain other particulars of 
the County and District elections held in the year 1911 was 
ordered by the House of Commons on the 10th July, 1912, 
similar to that previously prepared in respect of the 1908 
elections. The return, which was completed during the year, 
shows that the expenditure in connection with the County 
elections over the whole country amounted to £14,706, or £360 in 
excess of that on the previous occasion, while the expenditure 
on the District elections amounted to £13,525, showing a 
diminution of £120. 

With the passing of the Local Authorities (Ireland) (Qualifica- 
tion of Women) Act, 1911, to which we referred in our last 
report, women now enjoy the right of being elected as members 
of all local government elective bodies. They have had this right 
since the Local Government Act of 1898 in respect of Urban 
District Councils, Town Commissioners, Rural District Councils, 
and Boards of Guardians, but until the passing of the Act of 
1911 they were prohibited in this country from being chosen 
as members of County Councils and County Borough Councils. 
The first occasion on which women can become candidates for 
election as County Councillors will not occur until 1914. The 
following return, showing the number of women who, according 
to the latest information furnished to us, are members of these 
bodies, may be of interest.

Rate Collection. 

In our last report we had occasion to refer to the dilatory 
manner in which some Collectors proceed with their work of 
collecting rates, and we then indicated that if these methods 
continued to be followed we should be obliged to consider the 
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Local Government ( Ireland i Acts. iii. 

question of adopting measures to ensure that these unsatisfactory 
officers fulfil their duties in accordance with the terms of their 
appointments. We accordingly issued a circular to County 
Councils pointing out that there could he no sufficient ground 
for such delay in the collection of the rates, and asking the 
Councils to remind the Collectors of their duty to proceed 
diligently with their work on receipt of their warrants. 
According to law the first moiety of the rate becomes payable 
on the service of the demand note, and the second moiety on 
the 1st October in each year, but some Collectors appear to 
neglect the work of collecting in the early portion of each half- 
year, and only make substantial lodgments towards the close. 
This practice, if allowed to continue, would cause great incon- 
venience, not only to the County Councils, but also to the Rural 
District Councils, Boards of Guardians, and Lunatic Asylum 
Committees dependent on the County Councils for supplies. A 
sufficient period has not yet elapsed to judge of the effects of 
this circular, but the progress of the collection for the year 
1913-14 will be carefully watched. 

Towards the close of August, and during September last, we 
received representations from the general body of Rate Collectors 
in several counties that they would be unable to close the half- 
yearly collections on the prescribed date. (30th September), 
owing to the difficulty experienced by agricultural ratepayers in 
selling their stock on account of the outbreak of foot and mouth 
disease, and these officers requested that they might be granted 
an extension of one month for completing their collections. 
We. did not feel warranted in acceding to this general request, 
which would have had the effect of hampering the financial 
administration of County Councils and other local bodies, and 
our decision was fully justified by the result, as the percentage 
of rates lodged, when the close of the half-year was reached, 
was very little below that of previous years. In a few isolated 
cases, where we were fully satisfied that the Collectors had 
worked steadily from the receipt of their warrants, but were, 
nevertheless, unable, owing to the exceptional circumstances, to 
lodge the full amount of their warrants before the close of the 
half-year, we allowed them additional time for the completion of 
their collections. 

The collection for the second half-year, ending 31st March, 
was fully up to the standard of previous half-years, and a 
gratifying feature is the increasing number of Collectors who 
lodged the full amount of their warrants before the end of 
February. In County Londonderry all, and in the Counties of 
Antrim and Down the great majority of. the Collectors closed on 
that date. This early completion of the collection is by no means 
confined to the prosperous Counties ; in County Galway 27 out 
of 37 Collectors,' and several Collectors in County Mayo, closed 
their collections in February. 

The collection for the year in the Urban Districts shows 
continued improvement, and compares most favourably with the 
results obtained a few years ago. A number of the Collectors in . 
these districts also closed at the end of February.

Roads. 

The operations of the County and Rural District Councils in 
regard to road administration disclose an increasing desire on 
then part to bring the roads in this country up to a higher 
standard. No less than forty new Orders were made by us 
during the year, on the application of the local road authorities, 
extending the previously authorised limit of expenditure for road 
purposes, as compared with twenty-eight in the previous year. 
The total amount of loans sanctioned for the improvement of 
roads likewise increased from £61,459 to £66,782, while the 
amount sanctioned for the purchase of steam rollers, and other 
modern appliances for road work, was £12,670, or £2,654 in 
excess of the amount of the previous year. Full particulars of 
these loans are given in the Appendices.* 

In only one case was it necessary for us to exercise our powers 
under Section 82 of the Local trovernment. (Ireland) Act, 1898, 
of holding a road authority to have made default as regards the 
maintenance of public works. The Kerry County Council 
complained to us that the Ivillarney Rural District Council had 
failed to formulate adequate proposals for keeping in good repair 
the bridge at Toomies, a public work in that Rural District, and 
after inquiry we made an Order directing the Rural District 
Council at their next quarterly meeting, to formulate the 
necessary proposals' The District Council, having neglected to 
comply with this direction , we appointed one of our Inspectors 
to perform the duty of the District Council. It is, however, 
only right to state that the attitude adopted on this occasion by 
the Rural District Council was largely, if not entirely, due to 
their dissatisfaction with the area of charge for the expenditure 
proposed by the County Council. 

The operations of the local road authorities have been aided 
by grants from the Road Board, as set forth in the following 
table, which is supplementary to that contained in our last

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A number of schemes for the maintenance of roads by direst 
labour lapsed during the year, owing to the expiration of the 
period fixed by Statute for their operation, but the necessary 
steps for making fresh schemes were in all cases taken. The 
system of maintaining roads by direct labour is being introduced 
for the first time in County Cavan and County Galway. 
Experience of the operation of the system throughout the country 
has enabled us, in confirming fresh schemes, to introduce the 
provisions which have been found to secure the most satisfactory 
results in other Counties, and the schemes are now gradually 
becoming standardised. In one or two Counties the experiment 
lias been tried, at the instance of the local authorities, of allowing 
the road stewards alone to vouch the workmen’s pay-sheets, but 
this system has been found to be open to abuse, and we are now 
insisting on its being abandoned, and requiring this responsibility 
to be undertaken by the Assistant Surveyors. 

The procedure to be adopted by local authorities in formulating 
proposals for public works, for which money is to be borrowed, 
has been the subject of a decision by Mr. Justice Ross, acting as 
the Judge of Assize, in the case of Weir v. Fermanagh County 
Council and Enniskillen Eural District Council. This decision 
was appealed against, and, in the course of the judgment 
given by the Court of Appeal, the opinion was expressed that in 
such instances it is mandatory on a Rural District Council, in 
formulating a proposal under Article 13 (2) of the Local Govern- 
ment (Procedure of Councils) Order, 1899, as amended, to state 
their decision as to the minimum number of years within which 
the money to be borrowed shall be repaid, and that if the Eural 
District Council omit to do so, the County Council should refer 
the proposal back to the Rural District Council for amendment 
in this respect before the proposal can be approved by them. 
As a consequence of this opinion, where the number of years 
proposed by the Eural District Council and County Council for 
the repayment of the loan in such cases is greater than the 
period that we may determine in the exercise of our powers 
under Section 60 of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, 
when the particulars of the proposals are subsequently submitted 
to us, we are precluded from sanctioning the loan until the 
Councils again carry out the procedure laid down in the Procedure 
of Councils’ Order so that they may arrive at a decision in 
conformity with our ruling. 

As we are constituted by Section 60 of the Local Government 
(Ireland) Act, 1898, the ultimate authority for determining the 
period for the repayment of loans applied for by County Councils, 
and as provision is made for inviting representations by rate- 
payers and owners of property to be submitted to us, the view 
hitherto acted on has been that, even though the period deter- 
mined by us might be less than that proposed by the. County- 
Council and Rural Distict Council, we might sanction the loan 
forthwith, and the County and Rural District Council could then 
take up the loan, if they so desired, without having again to go 
through the formal procedure laid down by the Order of 1899.'

Examinations. — Assistant Surveyors, etc. 

Our usual examination of candidates for qualification as 
Assistant Surveyors under the County Councils was held in 
March. Twenty-nine candidates, who were eligible under our 
Regulations, presented themselves for examination, and eighteen 
of these qualified in the prescribed subjects. 

At the request of the Monaghan County Council, we held a 
special examination of candidates nominated for a vacancy in 
the position of Clerk to the County Surveyor, and the candidate 
who obtained the highest number of marks in the subjects of 
examination was duly appointed to the position. 

A vacancy in the office of County Surveyor in County Donegal 
was filled during the year by the appointment of a candidate who 
had previously passed an examination held by the Civil Service 
Commissioners in connection with such appointments. 

.On consideration of the recommendations, referred to in our 
last report, for an alteration of the regulations governing the 
appointment of Assistant Surveyors, and of reports from the 
County Surveyors on the subject, we issued a new Order with 
respect to the qualifications required for the position, a copy of 
which will be found in the Appendices * Hitherto a uniform 
standard of qualifications has been prescribed for all such appoint- 
ments, but in view of the important developments which have 
taken place in the maintenance and improvement of roads, it 
has been deemed advisable to provide in the new Order for the 
appointment of Assistant Surveyors with special qualifications 
when the circumstances so require. 


Polling Districts. 

Several schemes prepared by County Councils under the 
provisions of the Polling Districts and Registration of Voters 
(Ireland) Act, 1908, for an alteration of existing polling districts 
and polling places, have recently come before us for examination 
and approval. Schemes formulated by the Wexford County 
Council, with respect to the Parliamentary Divisions of North 
Wexford and South Wexford, and by the Galway County Council, 
with respect to the Connemara Parliamentary Division, were 
approved by us before the close of the year. 

Section 3 of the Act provides that a County Council may, with 
our sanction, arrange to have the register of voters prepared 
alphabetically in townlands, and we consented to an arrangement 
of this nature being made by the Armagh County Council in 
connection with the Parliamentary Division of South Armagh. _ 

District Electoral Divisions. 


Consequent upon the constitution of Buncrana, County 
Donegal, as a town under the Towns Improvement Act, 1854, 
we made an Order dividing the original Buncrana District- 
Electoral Division in .Inishowen Rural District into two separate 
District Electoral Divisions, one comprising the town of Bun- 
crana, and the other the rural portion of the original electoral 
division.

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We also made Orders altering the Guilcagh and Gortahurk 
District Electoral Divisions of the Enniskillen Rural District, 
and the Eskey and Killinagh District Electoral Divisions of the 
Enniskillen No. 2 Rural District. 


Meetings of Public Bodies. 

Under the powers given to us by the Local Government (Ire- 
land) Act, 1902, we authorised changes in the day or hour fixed for 
the monthly meetings of the following public bodies : — Ballina, 
Cootehill, Naas, and Queenstown Urban District Councils. 

We also authorised the Donegal County Council, and the 
several Rural District Councils in that County, to hold half- 
yearly meetings, instead of quarterly meetings, for the trans- 
action of their business under the Local Government Acts. 


Town Com mission ers. 

In some seaside towns, which according to the Census Returns 
of 1911 have reached the qualifying population of 1,500, the 
question of adopting the Towns Improvement Act of 1854 has 
been under consideration. In Buncrana, County Donegal, the 
proceedings for the adoption of the Act have, with our approval, 
been already completed, and proceedings are being taken in 
Portstewart, County Londonderry, and in Bundoran, County 
Donegal. Inquiries on the subject have also been received from 
Howth, County Dublin, and Ballyeastle, County Antrim. 

A curious situation has arisen in the town of Tullow (County 
Carlow). This town was placed under municipal government 
in the year 1902, following a largely signed application of the 
local government .electors of the town, and a unanimous resolution 
of a public meeting held specially for the consideration of the 
question. Owing to different causes only four persons have been 
left who are qualified to act as Commissioners, out of a total of 
nine members, and as according to law there must be five members 
before any business can be legally transacted, the town adminis- 
tration has been at a standstill. When the Clerk communicated 
these facts to us we made representations to the Carlow County 
Council, in whose hands a remedy is placed by the special 
provisions contained in the Schedule to the Local Government 
(Application of Enactments) Order. 

Conferences. 

During the year a deputation, representative of the interests of 
urban sanitary districts, waited on us in connection with a project 
for the formation of an association for the consideration of pro- 
blems of local administration peculiar to urban areas. It was re- 
presented to us that the regulations made by us in 1894, and 
applicable to all sanitary authorities, whether urban or rural, 
Governing the pavment of the expenses of attendance of members 
of sanitary authorities at conferences or meetings under the 
Public Health and Local Government Conferences Act, 1385,

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would require some amendment., so as to include meetings of the 
association. After hearing the deputation, we considered that an 
association of the kind proposed would he useful, and likely to 
promote the interests of the various towns throughout the 
country, and accordingly we issued amended regulations, enabling- 
payment to be made from the rates of the expenses of members 
or officers of local authorities attending meetings of the associa- 
tion.* 1 

Extension of time for Payment of Accounts. — Section 51 (7) of 
the Local Government ( Ireland ) Act, 1898, and Section 4 
of the Local Government ( Ireland ) Act, 1902. 

The number of applications made to us for extension of time 
lor the payment by local authorities of accounts due out of the 
poor rate is somewhat greater than last year. The number of 
cases in which we refused to grant these applications has, how- 
ever, almost doubled. As the statutory provision limiting the 
period for the payment of such accounts has now been a consider- 
able time in force, we no longer, accept ignorance of the law, which, 
was the plea hitherto usually put forward, as of itself a sufficient' 
ground for exercising our powers of extending the time for pay- 
ment in such cases, more especially as arrangements are generally 
made .by the local bodies for specially notifying to each contractor, 
the statutory requirement. 

Disposal of Corporate Property. 

The transactions under this head show an increase, as compared 
with last year, chiefly owing to the larger number of applications 
for the renewal of expiring leases. In some cases we withheld 
our approval until more favourable terms to the ratepayers were 
arranged. In one application for the renewal of an old lease, 
which has not yet quite expired, it was found that the existing 
covenants for the repair of the premises had not. been properly 
observed. The terms of the new lease were framed without 
regard to this fact, and we intimated that we could not give our 
approval until the terms of the new lease were amended 
accordingly. 

We approved of the redemption of certain tithe rent-charges 
consequent upon the sale of corporate property under the Irish 
Land Acts. 


Motor Gars. 

lender the Expiring Laws Continuance Act, 1912, the Motor 
Car Act, 1903, was continued in force until the 31st December, 
1913. 

Since the issue, of the regulation referred to in our last Report, 
which prohibited the use on motor cars (other than motor 
cycles) of the apparatus known as “ a cut-out,” we further con- 
sidered the question of the practicability of applying the same 
regulation to motor .cycles, and we issued a new Order, -which 
came into operation on the 31st March, 1913, prohibiting the 
use on both motor cars and motor cycles of any apparatus or

device which would permit the exhaust gases from the engine 
to escape into the air without first passing through a suitable 
silencer. 

We also issued an Order under the Motor Car (International 
Circulation) Order, 1910, renewing for a further period the 
authority given to the Irish Automobile Club and the Automobile 
Association and Motor Union to perform the duties prescribed in 
regard to the examination of motor cars and drivers from Ireland 
travelling abroad, and the issue of International Travelling 
Passes in connection therewith. 

Under an Order in Council, dated 24th June, 1912, it is no 
longer necessary to pay a fee on the registration of foreign motor 
cars and motor cycles touring this country. 

According to the certified statement furnished to us by the 
Postmaster-G-eneral, the Motor Car Licence Duties levied in 
Ireland during the year ended 31st March, 1912, amounted to a 
sum of £15,826 9s." 3d., and five per cent, of this amount was 
duly paid over to the County and Borough Councils concerned, 
as required by the Finance (1909-10) Act, 1910. 

It would appear that the amount of Motor Car Licence Duties 
collected in Ireland is still very small, when compared with the 
number of motor cars and motor cycles registered throughout the 
country, but we are glad to observe that many County Councils 
are taking steps, by the appointment of special officers for the 
work, and by the' institution of legal' proceedings against 
defaulters, to secure a more satisfactory collection of the duties 
from motor car owners. Convictions in some cases have already 
been obtained, and it is hoped that in course of time the duties 
will lie promptly paid in all cases, and that a marked increase 
will be shown in the amount collected. 

New regulations were made in' November last by the Lords 
Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury under Section 86 (2) 
of the Finance (1909-10) Act, 1910, for determining the horse- 
power of motor cars for the purpose of the licence duty. These 
regulations came into force on the 1st January, 1913, and 
supersede the provisional regulations made on the 21st May, 
1910.

' In this branch there is nothing that is new in principle or 
practice to call for attention during the year under review. 

; In compliance with an order of the House of Commons, it 
was necessarv to compile certain statistics* relating to appeals, 
which have not hitherto appeared in our Annual Reports, and as 
we have thought it advisable that these particulars should always 
be readily available in future, we have brought them up to date, 
and included them in the statistics furnished below. 

.The total number of appeals received during the year ended 
31st March, 1913, was 7,835, made up of 6,998 appeals from 
Pension Officers, and 837 from claimants, pensioners, and other 
nersons aggrieved. Of these 6,981 were decided during the year, 
leaving 854 on hands on the 1st April, 1913. Of the 6,981

appeals on questions raised by Pension Officers or pensioners.

In addition to the foregoing, 1,368 appeals, which were on 
hands on 1st April, 1912, were determined, making the total 
number of cases decided within the year 8,349. 

The total number of appeals received from the passing of the 
Act of 1908 up till the 31st March, 1913, was 64,411, and the 
number decided was 63,557, leaving a balance on hands, as 
already stated, of 854 at the end of the year. 

Much dissatisfaction is almost invariably expressed whenever, 
in pursuance of our statutory powers, we are compelled 
to decide appeals against the views of the Local Pensions Com- 
mittees, and in such cases constant applications are made for 
sworn inquiry into the whole administration of the Pensions 
Act in the district. Any inquiry of this nature would 
necessitate an Act of Parliament and would be incomplete 
and impracticable unless it enabled an exhaustive examination. 
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to be made of the cases where pensions have been allowed as well 
as where they have been disallowed, and we believe that an in- 
quiry of this nature would cause great uneasiness among the 
pensioners and would lead to no results commensurate with the 
cost which would be involved. 


Unemployed Workmen Act, 1905. 

Seven Distress Committees participated in the sum of £5,000 
allocated as Ireland’s share of the £100,000 voted by Parliament 
in aid of expenses under this Act for the year 1912-13. 

Tables compiled to 31st May, 1913, are appended showing, in 
regard to the operations of Distress Committees, (I.) Receipts 
and Expenditure; (II.) Occupations of applicants; and (III.) 
Nature of works undertaken, rates of pay, hours of labour, &c. 

We satisfied ourselves by local inspection, where necessary, 
that the works undertaken by the Committees were suitable and 
of substantial utility, and that, moreover, they were being 
efficiently administered. 

At the request of the Corporation of Dublin we directed a sworn 
Inquiry to be held into certain allegations of grave irregularity 
in the administration of the Act by the City of Dublin Distress 
Committee. The charges were formulated by one of the mem- 
bers of the Committee, and were the subject of investigation be- 
fore one of the Board's Inspectors, who received much assistance 
in the work from the legal representatives of the Corporation, 
the Distress Committee, and the Citizens’ Association. After a 
careful consideration of the evidence given at the Inquiry we 
w r ere satisfied that the grave charges made against a member and 
against some of the employees of the Committee were wholly 
unsustainable. In regard to details of administration, defects 
were shown to exist, but these were of minor importance, and 
could have been remedied without resort to the costly expedient 
of public inquiry.

Statistics of Pauperism. 

From the weekly returns furnished to us by Clerks of Unions 
we have compiled a table, which will be found in the Appendices, 
showing the number of persons in receipt of all forms of poor 
relief in Ireland on each Saturday during the year. The follow- 
ing statement shows the numbers in receipt of the different forms 
of relief on the last Saturday of March in each of the past five

It will be seen from the foregoing that the number of persons 
in receipt of relief in this country has largely decreased during 
the past five years ; the total at the end of March last was 24,861 
less than in 1909, the reduction in the case of those receiving 
out-door relief being 18,314. 


Pauper Children. 

The number of children boarded-out by the Guardians at the 
end of March last was 2,589, in addition to which 347 children 
were maintained in the District Schools of Trim and Glin, and 
99 in other schools certified under the Pauper Children’s Acts. 
It has been alleged that there is an amount of apathy on the part 
of Guardians as regards the boarding-out system, and that a 
large number of children are allowed to grow up in the work- 
houses who could be boarded-out in suitable homes. In order 
to satisfy ourselves on this point, we have had a special return 
prepared by the Clerk of each Union in -Ireland. From this. 
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return it appears that on the 29th March last the total number 
of children in workhouses, including those in hospital, was 7,438. 
Of this number, 719 were in the schools at Cabra and 
Pelletstown, which are altogether separated from the workhouses. 
The net total in workhouses was, therefore, 6,719. Of these, 
the total number who were orphans or deserted children, within 
the meaning of the Pauper Children (Ireland) Act, 1902, and 
who alone were legally qualified for boarding-out, was 1,566, but 
of these latter no less than 919 were unsuitable for boarding-out 
owing to age, illness, physical or mental defects, or other causes. 
The net total, therefore, who were legally eligible and suitable 
cases for boarding out, was only 647, or less than one-tenth of 
the total number in the workhouses. 

The reasons assigned for the retention of these 647 children in 
the workhouses on the above date were : —

We have no doubt that some more of these children will be 
placed out during the present year, but as only orphan and 
deserted children can legally be boarded-out, it is obvious that 
other means must be found if children who do not come under 
this category are to be removed from workhouses. If Guardians 
were empowered, as they are in England, to board-out all children 
in respect of whom they can legally assume parental control, it 
would, no doubt, lead to an increase in the number so placed out. 


Lunatics, Idiots, and Epileptics. 

There has been a decrease in the number of this class, main- 
tained in workhouses, of 168 as compared with the preceding 
year, or of 328 as compared with the year 1909. There are, 
however, still 2,145 of these afflicted persons maintained in Irish 
workhouses, besides those sick in hospital, and we trust that the 
time is not far distant when they will be more suitably provided 
for. 
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'Deaths in Workhouses.

A table will be found in the Appendices* showing the causes of 
death under the different classified heads. 

There has been a progressive increase in the number of deaths 
from Cancer during the last four years. The deaths from Tuber- 
culosis numbered 1,949, as compared with 1,916 in 1910. As 
the deaths from this latter cause have decreased throughout the 
country, the increased deaths in workhouses would apparently 
indicate that these institutions are now more availed of than 
rmerly as places of isolation for cases in the advanced stage. 

The number of deaths from senile decay was 1,645, being much 
the same as in previous years. In this connection it may be 
mentioned that the deaths in workhouses during the year included 
11 centenarians, one of whom was stated to be 116 and another 
114 years of age.

It will be observed that the number of deaths of infants under 
one year of age was 791, as compared with 799 in previous year. 
In September last we issued a circular letter t to Medical 
Officers of Workhouses drawing their attention to the important 
question of infant mortality. We requested them to investigate 
carefully the death-rate of infants and young children in the 
workhouses, to examine the location, sanitation, and general

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suitability of the nursery and sick wards, the food supply and 
methods of feeding, the 'arrangements for the nursing and care 
of the children, etc., and we invited their earnest consideration 
and co-operation with a view to the reduction in the death-rate of 
infants and children. It must be borne in mind that the 
children admitted to these institutions include foundlings and 
deserted infants, and the rickety offspring of tuberculous, or other- 
wise delicate, ill-fed and unhealthy mothers, many of whom 
are beggars and tramps. 

We have lately appointed a lady doctor as assistant temporary 
Medical Inspector of Workhouses, whose duties will he to make 
special inquiries on the subject of infant mortality and nursing 
in workhouses, and also to inspect the children’s and females 
wards. 


Nursinr/ in Workhouse Hospitals. 

The staff of trained nurses employed in workhouse hospitals 
was augmented by fifteen during the year, and there are now 
268 nurses of this class in 146 workhouses. There are con- 
sequently only twelve workhouses in Ireland where a trained 
nurse is not now employed. 

In addition to the staff mentioned above, 24S “qualified” 
nurses and 357 nursing sisters (nuns) were engaged in the 
nursing of the sick in workhouse hospitals. We are glad to 
observe that the number of pauper attendants in these hospitals 
was still further reduced during the year by the appointment of 
seven paid attendants. 


Dietaries. 

As mentioned in our previous report, new dietaries , framed m 
accordance with a list of rations prepared by ns, were tried 
experiraentallv in fifteen workhouses (large and small) in different 
parts of the country, the result being highly satisfactory, the 
inmates being better fed at a less cost to the rates. With some 
slight modifications, the list was issued to all Boards of Guardians 
throughout the country on the 3rd February last. 

As there appears to be some misapprehension on the subject 
on the pait of Guardians and others, we think it well to state 
here what were the circumstances which necessitated a revision 
of the dietaries, what exactly this revision is, and what the Boards 
of Guardians are called upon to do in connection therewith. 

The old dietary scales were drawn up in pursuance of general 
rules issued by the Poor Law Commissioners as far back’ as 1849. 
These rules laid down certain minimum allowances of food for 
the several classes of workhouse inmates. Dietary scales were 
framed by the Guardians therefrom by methods that were neces- 
sarilv empirical, there being at the time no exact information 
as to the nutritive values of foods, nor were there then any

available means oi' measuring these values with accuracy. The 
result was that the dietaries, in the light of modern knowledge 
of the subject, were often wasteful, or were insufficient without 
being economical, and all were unnecessarily monotonous. In 
many instances where they were found by the Guardians to lie 
insufficient for the wants of the inmates, irregular methods were 
often resorted to in order to supplement them, and prolonged 
correspondence ensued with the Board. 

The quantity of food necessary to keep the body in health 
varies according to the different conditions of life. The idle 
need less than the workers, the aged and infirm less than the 
active and strong, women less than men, persons confined to bed 
need less than those who are moving about, and all need less in 
Summer than in Winter. 

As the result of very careful and prolonged inquiry into* the 
subject, we came to the conclusion that the best course to adopt 
was to prepare a List of Rations based on these principles, 
placing before the Guardians for their selection a number of 
varied meals for the several classes of healthy inmates. All 
these meals are carefully proportioned as to quantities and 
nutritive value of constituents. The Guardians have thus at 
hand, in a convenient form, a selection of meals, appropriate, 
sufficient and economical. They have only to decide which they 
consider most suitable for the respective classes. The proper 
quantities to be given to each are set out in the List, so that 
no calculation is necessary. 

At first sight it may seem that our list is too elaborate and 
varied. This is not the case. The number of alternative diets 
therein set forth, so far from increasing the difficulty of 
Guardians in framing a diet scale, facilitates them in doing so, 
by giving them a wide field of selection. The list has been so 
arranged that the diets bearing the same number consist of like 
constituents throughout the several classes. Consequently, 
the Guardians, in determining, say, the dinner to be given 
on any particular day. can. if they so desire, select 
one which can lie given to all or nearly all. the healthy 
classes in the establishment in the varying quantities set 
out in the list. While it is considered desirable that a different 
kind of dinner should, if possible, be given on each day of the 
week, yet the Guardians can limit the number to four varieties 
— three being given on alternate days of the week. The 
breakfasts may be alike on each day of the week, and the same 
applies to the' suppers, which, however, should be different in 
kind from the breakfasts. In this way the cooking can be very 
much restricted in workhouses where the facilities are limited. 

We believe that all the Boards of Guardians in Ireland will 
ultimately see the desirability and advantage of framing dietaries 
for their respective workhouses on the lines laid down in our 
instructional circular already referred to.

Medical Eelief Cases. 

It will be seen from the above figures that there was an increase 
of 6,531 in the number of new cases attended at the patients’ 
own homes by the Medical Officers dining the year, as compared 
with the number for the previous twelve months, but that, on 
the other hand, the number of new cases attended at the Dis- 
pensaries had fallen by 10,585, and that, consequently, there 
was a diminution of 4,054 in the total number of new cases. 
Infectious disease was not unduly prevalent during the year, and 
the state of the public health may be regarded as normal. 

The increase of 6,531 in the number of visiting cases, coupled 
with an increase of ‘2,147 which took place in the previous year, 
whilst probably due to a variety of causes, would, however, seem 
to indicate that the attendance of Medical Officers at patients’ 
homes is now more sought for by the sick poor than was formerly 
the custom. 

Maternity Benefit. 

Maternity benefit became available for insured persons under 
the National Insurance Act, 1911, in the middle of January last, 
and the question was then raised by a large number of Boards 
of Guardians as to whether a person entitled to and obtaining the 
allowance of 30s. in respect of a confinement, could also claim 
at such confinement the free services of the Medical Officer of 
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the Dispensary District, or the Dispensary Midwife, or both, 
upon ticket under the Medical Charities Act. A deputation from 
the Conjoint Committee of the Irish and British Medical Associa- 
tions waited upon us at the time, and favoured us with their 
views respecting this matter. We may point out that relief 
under the provisions of the Medical Charities Act is limited to 
poor persons; and, in our opinion, the Maternity benefit is an 
important element which should be taken into account with the 
other circumstances of each case in deciding whether the 
applicant for a doctor's or midwife’s ticket is in a position to 
provide the requisite medical aid without falling back on the Dis- 
pensary Officers. No hard and fast rule could, we consider, be 
safely laid down, as so much depends on the facts of each in- 
dividual case. 

Our views are embodied in a Circular Letter issued to the 
Boards of Guardians on the 8th February last, a. copy of which 
is printed in the Appendices.* 


Salaries op Medical Officers. 

The Boards of Guardians of 92 Unions had, up to the end of 
March last, adopted, with our sanction, scales of increased 
salaries for their Medical Officers, and a list of such scales is 
piinted in the Appendices. + 

In consequence of the operation of the scales, the total salaries 
of the Dispensary Medical Officers amounted during the past 
year to the sum of £105,787, as compared with £104,196 in the 
previous year, being an increase of £1,591. The system of 
graded salaries was initiated in the autumn of WO*, by Guardians 
who began to revise and improve the then existing salaries, so 
as to meet the complaints of Medical Officers that their pay was 
too small, and the scheme was intended to satisfy the Medical 
Officers demands for improved initial salaries, and also for 
periodic increments, dependent alone upon good service. The 
rate ot progress since 1904 lias been slow, and much yet remains 
to be accomplished. 

We trust that Guardians, who have not up to the present 
taken this subject into consideration, will no longer delay in 
dealing with the claims of their Medical Officers, £nd granting 
them suitable increases of salary. * 

Midwives of Dispensary Districts. 

The staff of Midwives authorised for service in the Dispensary 
was further increased by 15 during the year, thereby

Notwithstanding the progress made during that period as 
indicated by the above figures, there are still, we regret to report 
a considerable number of Dispensary Districtf where the 
Guardians have not yet made provision for supplying skilled

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We think it right to state that a couple of complaints were 
brought under our notice during the year , in which it was shown 
that the Midwives had merely attended at the delivery of their* 
patients, and failed to pay second visits in the cases. The 
Guardians are aware that the Dispensary Rules do not prescribe 
a fixed number of visits to a case, or a time limit after which the 
visits might cease, but direct that Midwives should continue in 
attendance upon the patients until their services are no longer 
necessary. 

We wish to point out that it is incumbent on Guardians and 
Medical Officers to see that the Dispensary Midwives render full 
and satisfactory attention to their patients, and to report any 
neglect of duty on their part. 

Trained Nirse ok a Dispensary District. 

We issued an Order under Seal on the 17th June, 1912, on 
the application of the Balrothery Board of Guardians, 
authorising the appointment, in pursuance of the Medical 
Charities Act, of a Trained Nurse, to assist the Medical Officer 
of the Kilsallaghan Dispensary District in the discharge of his 
duties, and in the Order we prescribed the qualifications for this 
new post of Trained Nurse, and followed in doing so the pre- 
cedent set by our Nursing Order of the 5th July, 1901, in the 
case of the office of Trained Nurse of a workhouse. 

There were two Midwives employed in the Kilsallaghan 
District, and the Guardians, on receipt of our Order, made the 
further appointment of a fully qualified Medical and Surgical 
Nurse for the service of the sick poor. This was the first 
instance in which the Guardians appointed a separate officer as. 
Trained Nurse of a Dispensary District, although provision had 
previously been made at the expense of the poor rates in some 
Dispensary Districts for supplying medical and surgical nursing 
for Dispensary patients, under arrangements with District Mid- 
wives. The Midwives in question possessed, in addition to their 
Midwifery certificates, the prescribed qualifications as Medical 
and Surgical Nurses, and undertook for increased salaries, or 
special allowances, to perform district nursing amongst the poor, 
as well as to attend the confinement cases. 

Midwives practising in the City of Belfast. 

Part YTTI. (Sections 52 to 60) of the Belfast Corporation Act, 
1911 (1 and 2 Geo. \., chap. cxc.t, conferred upon the 
Corporation certain powers fur the better control of Mid wives 
practising in the City, and also for prohibiting, from and after 
the 1st January, 1913, uncertificated persons from attending 
women in childbirth otherwise than under the directions of 
qualified medical practitioners. 

A Midwives' Roll was prescribed (Section 54), and the classes 
of Midwives entitled to claim admission to the Roll were 
specified (Section 53). 

Furthermore, by Section 58, the Corporation were empowered, 
with our approval, to make the necessary rules and regulations 
for giving effect to the provisions of Part VIII. of the Act;

The Mohill Board of Guardians purchased Dispensary premises 
for the Bowan Dispensary District with our approval, under 
Section 11 of the Act, and they decided, with our concurrence, to 
pay the purchase money out of the Union Funds. 

The. expenditure out of loans by the Guardians in providing 
Dispensaries and Medical Officers’ Residences during the year 
amounted to the sum of £5,667, as compared with £2,577 in the 
previous year. 


III.— Public Health, &c., Acts. 

We print iu the Appendicesf reports which we have received 
from our Medical Inspectors in relation to the public health of 
the districts under their charge. These reports give details as 
to the general state of the sanitation of their respective districts, 
and also full particulars respecting any serious outbreaks of 
infectious disease which have occurred therein during the year. 

Particulars of the mortality in the twenty-two principal town 
districts in Ireland, as published in the Animal Summaries of the 
Registrar-General, are set out in the several reports of the 
Medical Inspectors.

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The improvement in the vital statistics oi the twenty-two 
principal town districts in Ireland, to which we have referred in 
recent Annual Reports, was maintained in the year 1.912, the 
aggregate death-rate in the districts concerned falling to 18-7 per 
thousand. The total number of deaths in the years 1911 and 
1912 was practically the same, a large reduction in mortality 
under the heading of Diarrhceal Diseases being counterbalanced 
by increased fatalities from Measles, Pneumonia, and diseases 
of the Respiratory System. The death-rate, however, in the 
Irish towns still remains much in excess of that of the great 
towns of England and Wales (18-8 per thousand in 1912), and of 
the principal towns of Scotland (16-9 per thousand in 1912). The 
heaviest death-rates recorded for the year 1912 occurred in 
Limerick County Borough (20-6 per thousand), Dublin Registra- 
tion Area (20-o‘ per thousand), Dundalk Urban District (194 
per thousand), and Galway Urban District (19-3 per thousand). 
High though these figures unquestionably are, they represent an 
appreciably lower incidence of mortality than the maximum 
death-rates recorded in previous years, and thus seem to indicate 
that even in the worst districts a steady improvement is taking 
place. 

Infectious Disease ( Notification ) Act, 1889. 

On the 81st March, 1913, the provisions of this Act had been 
adopted in 145 Rural and 86 Urban Districts. During the year 
there were 3,082 and 6,196 cases of infectious disease notified in 
Rural and Urban Districts, respectively, being a decrease of 
1.403 in the total number of cases notified the previous year. 
Tables showing the number of eases notified in each district will 
be found in the Appendices.*

The Mohill Board of Guardians purchased Dispensary premises 
for the Rowan Dispensary District with our approval, under 
Section .11 of the Act, and they decided, with our concurrence, to 
pay the purchase money out of the Union Funds. 

The expenditure out of loans by the Guardians in providing 
Dispensaries and Medical Officers’ Residences during the year 
amounted to the sum of £5,667, as compared with £ 2,577 in the 
previous year. 


III.— Public Health, &c., Acts. 

We print in the Appendicesf reports which we have received 
from our Medical Inspectors in relation to the public health of 
the districts under their charge. These reports give details as 
to the general state of the sanitation of their respective districts, 
and also full particulars respecting any serious outbreaks of 
infectious disease which have occurred therein during the year. 

Particulars of the mortality in the twenty-two principal town 
districts in Ireland, as published in the Annual Summaries of the 
Registrar-General, are set out in the several reports of the 
Medical Inspectors.

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The improvement in the vital statistics of the twenty-two 
principal town districts in Ireland, to which we have referred in 
recent Annual Reports, was maintained in the year 1912, the 
aggregate death-rate in the districts concerned falling to 18-7 per 
thousand. The total number of deaths in the years 1911 and 
1912 was practically the same, a large reduction in mortality 
under the heading of Diarrhoea! Diseases being counterbalanced 
by increased fatalities from Measles, Pneumonia, and diseases 
of the Respiratory System. The death-rate, however, in the 
Irish towns still remains much in excess of that of the great 
towns of England and Wales (18-8 per thousand in 1912), and of 
the principal towns of Scotland (16-9 per thousand in 1912). The 
heaviest death-rates recorded for the year 1912 occurred in 
Limerick County Borough (.20-0 per thousand), Dublin Registra- 
tion Area (20-5* per thousand), Dundalk Urban District (194 
per thousand), and Galway Urban District (19-2 per thousand). 
High though these figures unquestionably are, they represent an 
appreciably lower incidence of mortality than the maximum 
death-rates recorded in previous years, and thus seem to indicate 
that even in the worst districts 'a steady improvement is taking 
place. 

Infectious Disease ( Notification ) Act . 1889. 

On the 31st March, 1913, the provisions of this Act had been 
adopted in 145 Rural and 86 Urban Districts. During the year 
there were 3.082 and 6,196 cases of infectious disease notified in 
Rural and Urban Districts, respectively, being a decrease of 
1,403 in the total number of cases notified the previous year. 
Tables showing the number of cases notified in each district will 
be found in the Appendices *

Fever. 

(a) Typhus Fever. 

The cases of Typhus Fever notified under the Infectious 
Disease (Notification) Act, 1889, numbered 126, as compared 
with 127 in the preceding year. These figures, however, do not 
fully disclose the incidence of the disease, partly because notifica- 
tion of infectious diseases has not been universally adopted, and 
partly because, as investigation not infrequently shows, the 
initial cases in outbreaks of Typhus Fever are liable to escape 
recognition. 

None of the outbreaks of Typhus Fever assumed serious 
proportions, but a considerable number of cases were reported 
from Galway Rural District (Spiddal Dispensary District), 
Dublin County Borough, and Galway Urban District. Particulars 
of an epidemic visitation of Typhus Fever, which took place in 
Stranoiiar Rural District, are given in a detailed report furnished 
by our Medical Inspector, Dr. Brian O’Brien. The origin of 
this outbreak was attributed, with some degree of probability, to 
infection conveyed in secondhand clothing. 

We regret to have to report that Dr. E. L. Aherin succumbed 
to an attack of Typhus Fever . contracted in the course of his 
official duties, while acting as temporary Medical Officer of 
Newcastle Dispensary District. 

It is satisfactory to note that Belfast County Borough was 
free from Typhus Fever during the past year, and that in Cork 
County Borough, where the disease was previously of frequent 
occurrence, only a single case came, under notice. 

(6) Enteric Fever. 

Outbreaks of Enteric Fever were distinctly less numerous than 
in the year 1911-1*2, and presented no special features of 
epidemiological interest. There, has been a gratifying diminution 
in the incidence of Enteric Fever in Dublin County Borough, 
where the notifications of the disease declined from 527 in 1911- 
12 to 249 in the past year.

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On examination of these figures it will he seen that the number 
of fever cases in Ireland reported by Medical Officers of dispen- 
sary districts during the past year shows a decrease of 279 on 
the preceding year, and is the lowest on record. There has 
been a remarkable diminution of fever since 1878, the year in 
which the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 41 and 42 Vic., cap. 52, 
became law, when nearly 11,000 cases were reported. 

Scarlatina. 

For the fourth year in succession, scarlatina has been widely 
prevalent throughout the country, both Urban and Rural Districts 
being affected by it to an unusual extent. The disease has for 
the most part assumed a mild form, which has tended to facilitate 
its spread, owing to medical advice and aid not being invoked. 

The number of cases of scarlet fever (2,139) treated by medical 
officers of dispensary districts in the year ended the 31st of 
March, 1913, was 297 greater than the number treated in the 
previous year. 

Tuberculosis. 

The notification of Tuberculosis, in pursuance of Part I. of the 
Tuberculosis Prevention (Ireland) Act, 1908, has been adopted in 
forty-one Sanitary Districts, as shown in the following table : —

The total number of notifications is, in the case of Dub lin 
County Borough, approximately the same as in the previous 
year, but shows a substantial reduction in the case of Belfast 
County Borough. In both instances, however, the notifications 
fall short of the recorded deaths from Pulmonary Tuberculosis, 
and cannot therefore be regarded as affording a complete index 
of the incidence of the disease. In the interests alike of patients 
and of the general community, it is important that notification 
should take place before the disease has reached an advanced 
stage, and it. is to be hoped that Sanitary Authorities will bear 
this consideration in mind in connection with their administra- 
tion of Part I. of the Tuberculosis Prevention (Ireland) Act, 1908. 

Tuberculosis. — National Insurance Act. 

A very considerable amount of work has devolved on us 
consequent on the passing of the National Insurance Act, 1911. 
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1. Formulation of County Schemes. 

Upon the publication of the Interim Report of the Depart- 
mental Committee on Tuberculosis we found that the 
Committee's recommendations in regard to the establishment of 
the Dispensary unit and of the Sanatorium unit, and also in 
regard to the organisation of comprehensive schemes by County 
Authorities, coincided with the general plan of administration 
embodied in Part II. of the Tuberculosis Prevention (Ireland! 
Act, 1908. In forwarding copies of that Report to the County 
Councils we were able to draw attention to the powers already 
conferred on them by statute in respect of the treatment of 
Tuberculosis, and at the same time we explained the financial 
assistance which would now be available through the funds 
provided for Sanatorium Benefit and through the Sanatorium 
Grant. In advising the County Councils as to the procedure to 
be adopted for the preparation of schemes, we experienced the 
difficulty that in Ireland there are no County Medical Officers of 
Health, to whom County Councils should look for guidance. We 
accordingly suggested that the matter might, with advantage, 
he referred to a small Sub-committee, and in addition we placed 
the services of our Medical Inspectors at the Councils' disposal. 
Our Inspectors attended meetings of the Councils, or conferred 
with Sub-committees in the various Counties, and were able to 
render useful assistance. We also prepared and circulated a set 
of Model Plans for Tuberculosis Dispensaries, as a guide to 
architects employed by County Councils in connection with the 
establishment of those institutions. 


2. Qualification and appointment of Medical Superintendents 
and other Officers. 

» 

It devolves on us, under Part II. of the Tuberculosis 
Prevention (Ireland! Act, 1908, to prescribe the qualifications of 
Medical Superintendents of Hospitals and Tuberculosis Dispen- 
saries established by County Councils. Our Order on this subject 
is included in the Appendices,* and, in brief, requires a period of 
at least six months' experience in the treatment of Tuberculosis, 
gained either in a responsible position in a Sanatorium or Dispen- 
sary, or through a special course of training. 

At the commencement of the National Insurance Act there 
was but a small supply of medical practitioners possessing special 
qualifications in regard to the diagnosis and treatment, of 
Tuberculosis, and it was improbable that a sufficient number of 
practitioners would be disposed to undertake a course of quali- 
fication on the chance of obtaining an appointment under a 
County Council. At the same time it was important that County 
Councils should, with the least possible delay, be able to secure 
the assistance of an expert adviser in deciding on the details of 
their arrangements for the treatment of Tuberculosis. In these 
circumstances we encouraged County Connells to make pro- 
visional appointments for the office of Medical Superintendent o ; 
the County Tuberculosis Dispensary, on the understanding that 
the selected candidate wonld proceed to undergo the requisite 
* See page 52. 
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course of training, and during his absence nominate and pay a 
substitute to discharge the duties of the office. A course of 
instruction in Tuberculosis was organised by the authorities of 
the Collier Dispensary and Allan Ryan Home Hospital, while 
similar training was also available at institutions in London, 
Liverpool and Edinburgh. 

Up to the 81st March 25 Councils had made appointments 
of Medical Superintendents for their Tuberculosis Dispensaries. 

With regard to the qualification of Nurses employed in con- 
nection with Tuberculosis Dispensaries, it has been our practice 
to require that the Nurse in charge of such a Central Dispensary 
should have resided for not less than two years in a general 
clinical or other hospital recognised by us, and after examination, 
have obtained from such hospital a certificate of proficiency 
in nursing. We have also recommended at least one month’s 
experience in nursing Tuberculosis patients in a Sanatorium or 
Tuberculosis Dispensary. 

For the other Nurses we have been satisfied with a less exacting 
standard, provided that they would rank as “ qualified ” Nurses 
within the meaning of our Nursing Order. 

3. Approral of Institutions. 

Under the provisions of Section 16 (1) (a) of the National 
Insurance Act, 1911, our approval is required to sanatoria or 
other institutions with which Insurance Committees make 
arrangements for the receptiou of insured persons suffering from 
Tuberculosis. 

Intimation of each approval is furnished to the Insurance 
Commissioners. 

A list of approved institutions appears in the Appendices.* 

In expressing approval of institutions, we have stipulated that 
proper records of cases shall be kept, that the institutions shall 
be open to our inspection at any time, and that we reserve the 
right to withdraw our approval at any time should circumstances 
arise which would warrant such a course. 

4. Approval of Domiciliary Treatment. 

Under Section 16 (1) (b) of the National Insurance Act, 1911, 
our approval is required to the manner in which the treatment of 
tuberculous insured persons (otherwise than in sanatoria and 
other institutions) is undertaken by persons and local authorities. 
We have given careful consideration to the advisability of 
formulating the terms and conditions of our approval in regard 
to domiciliary treatment in a General Order, but in view of the 
importance of close attention to the question of prevention , and 
having regard to the wide divergences in circumstances between 
urban areas and sparsely populated rural districts, we decided that 
for the present it was preferable to deal with each application for 
approval according to its merits and circumstances, until the

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Tuberculosis Officers in ea<?li County had obtained experience of 
the most essential requirements in regard to domiciliary treat- 
ment, and were in a position to submit well-considered recom- 
mendations on the subject, which might form the basis of a 
General Order. We accordingly notified County Councils that 
we should in each case require 

(1 J The name of the person or local authority with whom it 
is proposed to make an arrangement under Section 16 

(1) (b). 

(2) Copies of all medical reports received in regard to the case. 

(3) A statement showing the nature of the arrangements 

proposed, including particulars of the medical attendance 
and supervision to be provided. 

(4) A statement showing the number of rooms in the house and 

the number of inmates therein. 

The particulars which have come before us in considering 
individual applications have fully justified this policy. In many 
instances we found that domiciliary treatment of insured persons 
suffering from Tuberculosis was about to be undertaken without 
any regard to the suitability of the patients' home surroundings, 
that there was not infrequently evidence of overcrowding, and 
that consequently the existing domestic arrangements afforded 
insufficient facilities for the isolation of the patient, or for a due 
measure of protection from infection for healthy members of the 
family. Many of the patients were shown to be in advanced 
stages of Tuberculosis, which rendered the observance of pre- 
cautionary measures all the more important. Tt has been our 
practice, where the housing conditions do not admit of separate 
accommodation for the patients, to recommend the provision of 
a shelter, and it would appear that the necessity for segregation 
is now becoming more generally appreciated. The experience 
which we have gained in regal’d to tne domiciliary treatment of 
Tuberculosis indicates the need for the provision of shelters as 
part of the equipment of the County Tuberculosis Dispensary. 

. We have approved of the manner in which treatment was pro- 
posed to be undertaken in connection with cases submitted by 
the following Insurance Committees : — 

Counties. — Louth, Down, Meath, Kilkenny, Londonderry, 
Roscommon, Tipperary (North Riding), Fermanagh, Queen’s 
County, Clare, Tipperary (South Riding), Wexford. 

County Borough. — Limerick. 


5. Distribution of the Sanatorium Grant. 

Under the provisions of Section 16 (1) (b) of the Finance Act, 
1911, and Section 64 of the National Insurance Act, 1911, a sum 
of 4! 1,500, 000 was made available for the purpose of the provision 
of, or making grants in aid to, Sanatoria and other institutions 
for the treatment of Tuberculosis, and was distributable among 
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the constituent countries of the United Kingdom on the basis of 
population. The share accruing to Ireland was certified to be 
£145,623. 

At an early stage an application for a grant of £26,000 was 
submitted by the Women’s National Health Association, who, 
in view of their extensive organisation and past services in the 
anti-Tuberculosis campaign in Ireland, claimed to be in a position 
to provide. Sanatorium accommodation with a minimum of delay. 
The grant was recommended to the Board’s favourable considera- 
tion by the Lords Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury, with 
whom the final approval of such grants rests, and it was therefore 
decided, on grounds of urgency, to entertain the Association’s 
application. The operations of the Women’s National Health 
Association have comprised the erection of a large Sanatorium 
at Peamount, near Lucan, and the establishment of a smaller 
institution at Rossclare, Co. Fermanagh. In each case the 
selection of the site was decided on by the Women’s National 
Health Association, while the preparation of plans and the 
anangement of the details of the schemes were carried out by the 
Association’s technical advisers. Our duties were confined to 
satisfying ourselves that any expenditure proposed to be defrayed 
out of the Sanatorium Grant was within the limits of the amount 
assigned to the Association, that the works were such as might 
properly be paid for out of capital account, and that the money 
was spent for value given according to contract. 

The main object to which the advance was originally intended 
to be applied was the provision of buildings of a temporary 
character for the use of County Councils while their own 
Sanatoria were in process of construction, but a number of 
County Councils, in preference to building Sanatoria of their 
own, have agreed to take permanent beds in the Institutions 
of the Women's National Health Association. The cost 
of such accommodation will be charged against the pro- 
portion of the Sanatorium Grant which has been ear- 
marked to those Counties and an equivalent amount out of 
the Grant of £25,000 assigned to the Association will thus be 
recovered, and will become available for further distribution 
among the Counties generally. Any beds which are not per- 
manently acquired will be available for the temporary use of the 
Councils of Counties where sanatoria have not yet been built. 

As regards the balance of the Sanatorium Grant, we found 
that County Councils were anxious to be informed of the amount 
of the contribution from the Grant on which they might reckon 
in framing their proposals for dealing with Tuberculosis. We 
accordingly, with the consent of the Treasury, notified to the 
Councils of the various Counties and County Boroughs the 
allocation of £.120,000 to them on the basis of population, to be 
expended in defraying the capital cost of schemes to be approved 
by us. 

We have disbursed a sum of £2,000 to the Corporation of 
Dublin towards the purchase of the Collier Dispensary, and have 
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made a preliminary grant to the Galway County Council, who 
have undertaken the erection of a Sanatorium at Kyehill, near 
Athenrv, on a free site, presented by Mr. J. B. C'oneannon. 


6. Progress effected. 

We are pleased to record that County Councils generally 
throughout the country have shown much interest in considering 
the question of the measures to be taken for the prevention, 
detection, and treatment of Tuberculosis. Schemes for providing 
treatment for tuberculous patients are in a forward stage of 
preparation in most of the Counties, and negotiations have been 
opened with the Insurance Committees with a view f o agree- 
ments whereby the function of providing treatment for insured 
persons and their dependents should be undertaken by the 
County Councils. In this connection, the announcement by the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, that half the net expenditure of 
County Councils, incurred in respect of the treatment of Tuber- 
culosis, after deducting any sums received from the Insurance 
Committees on account of Sanatorium benefit, would be defrayed 
by an Exchequer Grant, to be disbursed by us, has proved a most 
useful incentive to action by County Councils, and is likely to 
afford a substantial measure of relief to local rates, in view of the 
excessive incidence of Tuberculosis in Ireland. 


Several Councils have schemes in hand for the erection of 
County Sanatoria, but the majority of the Councils have had 
some hesitation in determining whether their interests lay in 
establishing sanatoria of their own in conjunction with adjoining 
Counties, or whether it was desirable to accept the offer of the 
Women’s National Health Association to make permanent pro- 
vision for the treatment of their cases at the Peamonnt Sanu- 
' torium. 

We did not consider that it was any parr of our duty to fetter the 
discretion of the County Councils in their choice, although we 
w r ere careful in the cases of remote Counties such as Kerry, 
Mayo, and Donegal to represent to the County Councils certain 
advantages that in our opinion belong to County Sanatoria. 

It was found that the Tuberculosis Prevention (Ireland) Act, 
1908, required to be amended, in order to meet the altered 
circumstances consequent upon the passing of the National 
Insurance Act. We accordingly had a short Bill drafted with 
the object of facilitating the County Councils in making arrange- 
ments for the treatment of insured persons. The opportunity 
was also taken to include provision for the compulsory notifio.- 
tion of all cases of Pulmonary Tuberculosis. But the Bill was 
opposed owing to the compulsory notification clauses, and these 
had to be deleted, as otherwise the Bill would not have been 
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passed. It is much to be regretted that compulsory notification 
of the disease had to be omitted, as it leaves this country in the 
unfortunate position of being the only portion of the United 
Kingdom where it is not in force, although the disease is more 
prevalent in Ireland, and consequently notification is more 
urgently required. 


While the past year has in the main been occupied with 
arrangements of a preliminary character, it is, nevertheless, the 
case that material progress has been made in introducing an 
organised scheme for dealing with the problem of Tuberculosis 
in Ireland, and in the near future a number of County institu- 
tions, devoted to the treatment and prevention of Tuberculosis, 
will be in active operation. 


Dairies, Cowsheds and Milkshops. 

Under the Contagious Diseases (Animals) Acts of 1878 and 
1886, and the Order thereunder, Local Authorities, i.e. , the Dis- 
trict Councils of Urban and Rural Districts, are empowered to 
make Regulations for any or all of the following purposes : — 

(а) For the registration of all persons carrying on the trade 

of cowkeepers, dairymen, or purveyors of milk ; 

(б) For the inspection of cattle in dairies, and for prescribing 

and regulating the lighting, ventilation, cleansing, 
drainage, and water supply of dairies and cowsheds 
in the occupation of persons following the trade of 
cowkeepers or dairymen ; 

(c) For securing the cleanliness of milkstores,' of milkshops, 

and of milk vessels used for containing milk for sale 
by such persons ; 

(d) For prescribing precautions to be taken for protecting 

milk against infection or contamination. 


Considerable progress has been made in arranging for the 
execution by local authorities of the Dairies, Cowsheds and Milk- 
shops (Ireland) Order of 1908, which came into operation on the 
1st May, 1908. We have strongly recommended District Coun- 
cils, where the dairying industry is extensively carried on, to 
appoint Veterinary Surgeons as Chief Inspectors to superintend 
the work of the ordinary inspector. The number of districts in 
which Veterinary Surgeons have, up to the present, been em- 
ployed for the administration of the Order is 185, while in 108 
further districts other inspectors have been appointed. It will 
thus be seen that provision for the control of the sources of 'the 
public milk supply has been made in 287 out of a total of 309 
sanitary districts. 
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From a return which we recently obtained from the clerks of 
local authorities, it appears that 45,992 persons are now registered 
as carrying on the trade of eowkeeper, dairyman, or purveyor ol' 
milk. No doubt, with a more extended enforcement of the Order, 
this number is capable of being increased, but the supervision 
over dairy premises, even as at present exercised, cannot fail to 
be attended with beneficial results to public health. The infor- 
mation which has reached us goes to show that the Order is 
working well and is steadily effecting an improvement in the con- 
ditions under which the milk supply is produced. The progress,, 
however, must necessarily lie gradual. 


Alleged Default of Sanitary Authorities. 

Section 15 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1896. provides 
that, where complaint is made to us that a sanitary authority 
has made default in providing their district with a proper supply 
of water, or with sufficient sewers, or in enforcing any provisions 
of the Public Health Acts which it is their duty to enforce, we 
may, if satisfied after due inquiry of the alleged default, make 
an Order limiting a time for the performance by the sanitary 
authority of their duty in the matter of the complaint. Such 
Order may be enforced by writ of mandamus, or we may appoint 
a person to perform such duty at the expense of the defaulting 
authority . During the year under review, we made Orders under 
this enactment in respect of default by the Kilrush Urban 
District Council in regard to the water supply of Kilrush. 


Investment of Rural Sanitary Authorities with Powers of Urban 
Authorities under the Public Health Arts. 

Under Section 1 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1896, we 
are enabled, on the application o" the Sanitary Authority of any 
rural district, or of persons .rated to the extent of at least one-tenth 
of the net rateable value of such district, or of any contributory 
place therein, to declare any provision of the Public Health 
(Ireland) Acts in force in urban districts to be in force in such 
rural district or contributory place, and to invest the Rural 
Authority concerned with all the powers, rights, duties, capacities, 
liabilities, and obligations of an Urban Authority under those 
Acts. Particulars of the several Orders made by us during the 
year in pursuance of this enactment, are given in the Appendices.* 


Public Health Acts Amendment Act. 1907. 

Under the Public Health Acts Amendment Act 1907, we are 
empowered, upon the application of a local authority, to declare 
the provisions of Parts IT.. ITT., IV., V., VT., and X., or any 
Section contained therein, to be in force in the district of suck 
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authority, or in the case of a rural district, iu any contributory 
place. A number of applications have been received by us from 
local authorities under this Act, and Orders have been made in 
the following cases : —

Orders fixing the limit of expenditure in respect of bands at 
the Promenade, Salthill, and in the Public Park, Youghal, were 
made by us in the case of Galway Urban District and Youghal 
Urban District respectively. 

We also made Orders empowering the Granard Urban District 
Council, the Kingstown Urban District Council, and the Navan 
Urban District Council, to appropriate, for the purposes of Part 
III. of the Housing of the Working Classes Act, 1890, the Baths 
and Wash-houses (Ireland) Act, 184G, and the erection of a 
Technical School, respectively, certain lands acquired by those 
Councils, and not required for the purposes originally contem- 
plated. 

We empowered the Killinev and Ballybrack Urban District 
Council, by Order under Section 31 of the Public Health Acts 
Amendment Act, 1907, to cause a piece of land, abutting on 
Military Road, Ballybrack, to be properly fenced. 

Notification' of Births Act, 1907. 

The adoption by local authorities of this Act, which provides 
for a notification of birth being furnished to the Medical Officer 
of the district within thirty-six hours after the birth, is subject 
to our consent. Belfast County Borough and Dublin County 
Borough have, up to the present,' been the only districts in which 
the Act has been put into operation in Ireland" It appears to v s 
that in the larger towns the Act might be adopted with 
advantage. 

Closing of Burial Grounds. 

Under Sections 162 to 164 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 
1878, we are empowered to order that burials in any city, or 
town, or other limits, or in any burial ground or place’ of burial, 
shall be discontinued wholly, or subject to any exceptions or 
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qualifi cations where, on representation made to us or otherwise, 
it shall appear, after due local inquiry, that an Order is necessary 
for the protection of the public health, or for the maintenance of 
public decency, or to prevent a violation of the respect due to 
the remains of deceased persons. We are also authorized by 
Section 168. to grant licences for interment in closed burial 
grounds ; and in pursuance of this authority we issued thirty 
such licences during the year ended the 31st March, 1913.

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Post Office Guarantees. 

Under the Post Office Act, 1891, and since the 1st May, 1909, 
under the Post Office Act, 1908, any rural sanitary authority may 
assist in the establishment of any post' or telegraph office, or the 
provision of additional facilities (postal or other) for the benefit 
of any contributory place or places within their district, by 
undertaking to pay to the Postmaster-General any loss he may 
sustain by reason of the establishment or maintenance of such 
office, or in providing such facilities. 

The extent to which such sanitary authorities have availed 
themselves of the provisions of these Acts will be seen by the 
following table, in which is set forth the number of Orders made 
each year - in pursuance of Section 232 of the Public Health 
(Ireland) Act, 1878, determining areas of charge for the cost cf 
undertakings given to the Postmaster-General : —

Bye-laws. 

A list of the bye-laws made by local authorities under the pro- 
visions of the Acts relating to public health and other Statutes, 
which we confirmed during the year, together with lists of 
market tolls, and of scales of charges for interment in burial 
grounds, of which we approved, will be found in the Appendices.* 

IV. — Provisional Orders under the Public Health (Ireland) 
Acts, 1878 to 1907, the Local Government (Ireland) 
Acts, 1898 to 1902, and the Housing of the Working 
Classes (Ireland) Acts, 1890 to 1908. 

Twenty-one Provisional Orders were made during the year 
under these Acts, ten being under the Public Health Acts, three 
under the Local Government Acts, and eight under the Housing 
of the Working Classes Acts. A complete list of these Orders 
will be found in the Appendices. +

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We also dealt with Petitions for four other Provisional Orders 
under the Public Health Acts. In one case the proceedings 
were abandoned, and it was not necessary to make Orders in the 
other three cases. 

During the year we confirmed, without amendment, two Pro- 
visional Orders made by our Inspectors under the Housing Acts. 

V. — Labourers Acts. 

Under this head we have to record that during the year ended 
31st March last 41 improvement schemes were received by us 
from the District Councils of 39 Rural Districts. These schemes 
proposed to provide 3,387 cottages, to acquire 175 plots of land, 
and to enlarge 6 existing houses. The total estimated cost 
being .€610,059. 

Within the same period 43 local inquiries were held by our 
Inspectors, and Orders were made in respect of 42 improvement 
schemes authorising the Rural District Councils concerned to 
provide 1,622 cottages and plots, 629 additional allotments to 
cottages already provided, and 2 allotments for the use of 
persons living in houses which were not provided by the Council. 
The Orders, as actually confirmed during the year, including 
those made, but not confirmed, at the close of the previous year, 
authorise 1,523 cottages and plots, 600 additional half-acres for 
cottages already provided, and 2 other allotments. The cost 
of the schemes so confirmed is estimated at €277,000. 

There are 45 cases now remaining where schemes have been 
lodged with us, and in respect of which inquiries will be ordered 
as soon as practicable, having regard to the needs of the different 
districts in the matter of house accommodation for agricultural 
labourers, and the amount of money authorised by Parliament to 
be advanced on Land Purchase terms for the purposes of the 
Acts. 

Under the Act of 1906, petitions against Orders made by our 
Inspectors, provisionally confirming improvement schemes, may 
be presented to us, or to the County Court having jurisdiction 
where the lands comprised in the schemes are situated. The 
number of petitions presented to us since the Act came into 
operation, in respect of cases where the prescribed period for 
lodgment of petitions against the Orders expired on or before 31st 
December, 1912, was 310, relating to 363 cottages and 47 allot- 
ments, and of these we confirmed the Orders as regards 253 
cottages and 31 plots, and disallowed the remaining 110 cottages 
and 16 plots. The corresponding figures in relation to petitions 
to County Courts were 2,676 appeals, affecting 3,142 cottages and 
256 allotments, of which 1,793 cottages and 111 plots were con- 
firmed, and the remaining 1,349 cottages and 145 plots disallowed. 

Regulations made by Rural District Councils, with respect to 
the letting of cottages and allotments and the rents to be charged 
therefor, were confirmed by us during the year in the case of 
25 Rural Districts. We have also provisionally approved of such 
Regulations for 1.0 other Districts. There now remain only 4 
Districts in which cottages have been authorised to be provided 
where such Regulations have yet to be approved of.

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We publish in the Appendices* the usual tables (A, B, C and 
D), setting out the particulars, regarding past and pending opera- 
tions under the Acts, which are required by Section 30 of the 
Act of 1906, and Article 65 of the Labourers (Ireland) Order, 
1912. 

Table A gives general statistics as to what has already been 
•dene by local authorities under authorised improvement schemes, 
and as to the rents charged for cottages and plots. It will be 
seen that 50,352 cottages have been authorised, of which 41,852 
have been provided, and of which 41,554 are actually let. The 
rents paid dui'ing the year amounted to 4:117,069 3s. 6 d., leaving 
a balance due on 31st of March of £9,334 3s. 5 d. 

Table B gives detailed particulars of the latest improvement 
scheme in each Rural District, including the amount of expenses 
incurred in connection with its preparation and confirmation. 

Table C sets forth particulars regarding the financial operations 
of local authorities under the Acts, including the amount of loans 
sanctioned and issued, the poundage rates levied, and the further 
expenditure incurred under various heads, during the year ended 
31st March, 1913. 

Table 1> shows that further improvement schemes have been 
submitted for approval, or are being framed by District Councils, 
comprising 10,824 cottages with garden allotments, 1,040 ad- 
ditional allotments to cottages already authorised, 147 allotments 
to be let to labourers who are not tenants of labourer's cottages 
provided by local authorities, and 23 acres 1 rood and 10 perches 
to be parcelled out in allotments for labourers in villages and 
towns. The cost of these pending schemes if earned out in their 
entirety is estimated at £1,986,230. 

A table is also given showing that during the year we 
sanctioned loans in respect of 53 Rural Districts, amounting to 
£*254,933. This sum, added to the amount of loans previously 
sanctioned, makes a total authorised to be borrowed since the 
passing of the. Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1883, of £8,206,450, of 
which £4,491,680 will be advanced by the Irish Land Commis- 
sion out of the fund of £5,250,000, provided for the purposes of 
the Labourers Acts by Section 16 of the Act of 1906 as amended 
by Section 2 of the Act of 1911. 

There was thus a balance of £758,320 remaining out of the 
fund of £5,250,000 on 31st March last, and we have since sanc- 
tioned advances from the fund of sums amounting to £113,553, 
leaving a balance at the present time of £644,767. Allowing, 
pursuant to an arrangement made in Parliament at the passing 
of the Act of 1911, an average sum of £170- for each cottage and 
plot to be provided, the balance in question would enable us to 
sanction the provision of about 3,800 further cottages. As 
regards the financing of schemes lodged with ns, and in respect

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of which loans have not yet been sanctioned, we desire to submit 
the following particulars : —

Making due allowance for cases included in (b), ( c ), l d) above 
which may be disallowed as the result of Local Inquiry or on 
Appeal, it is evident that the balance of £644,767 will be quite 
insufficient to finance the above-mentioned schemes apart al- 
together from the large number of additional schemes, referred 
to in a previous paragraph, which are being made by District 
Councils and not yet submitted for approval. The insufficiency 
of the funds in question has been referred to on several occasions 
in the House of Commons in the present Session, and the 
Government have undertaken to consider the question in con- 
nection with the forthcoming introduction of a Land Purchase 
Bill. 


VI. — Loans sanctioned for Schemes under the Housixo 
Acts, and under the Public Health, &c., Acts. 

1. Housing of the Working ('hisses ( Ireland ) Acts, 1890 to 1908. 

Under these enactments Urban Sanitary Authorities and the 
Commissioners of Towns which are not Urban Sanitary Districts 
are empowered to carry out schemes for the provision of housing 
accommodation for the working classes. 

The passing of the Housing of the Working Classes (Ireland! 
Act, 1908, has enabled local authorities to borrow for longer 
periods and at a lower relative rate of interest than has hitherto 
been allowed. 

The cases are detailed below in which loans have been sanc- 
tioned during the year for the purposes of Part I. or Part in. 
of the Act of 1890, "and local authorities are still actively engaged 
in promoting further schemes under these Acts, seeking to 
acquire the requisite sites either by compulsory purchase in pur- 
suance of Provisional Orders or by agreement. 

In accordance with Section 5 of the Act of 1908 we ascertained 
and certified the amounts in respect of which certain local 
authorities were liable under the Section, and the following table 
shows the instances in which payments from the Irish Housing 
Fund have been made during the year. In each ease mentioned 
the annual housing charge, as defined in the Section, was met in 
full.

During the year we sanctioned a loan of .£108,763 (which in- 
cluded an interim loan of £5,000 mentioned last vear) to the 
Council of the County Borough of Belfast for the purpose of 
carrying out the scheme authorised by the Belfast Improvement 
Order, 1910, under this Part of the Act of 1890. 


Part III. 

We sanctioned loans during the year to the Councils of Urban 
Districts and to Commissioners of Towns under Municipal 
Government, under this part of the Act of 1890, as follows : — 
Athy, £6,000; Ballina. £8,150; Ballybay Town Commissioners, 
£1,750; Bray, £10,000; Carrickmacross, £4,900; Clones, £1,750; 
Coleraine, £3,200; Cookstown, £2,000; Dundalk, £12,000; Dun- 
gannon, £4,200; Galway, £1,490 and £6,398: Granard, £3,400; 
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Killiney and Ballybrack, £2,000: Limerick County Borough, 
£16,180; Lurgan, £10,000; Midleton, £2,700; Monaghan, 
£975; Nenagh, £5,000; Newbridge Town Commissioners, £500; 
Pembroke, £12,000 and £8,600 ; Port-rush, £2,200; Queenstown, 
£12,500; Skibbereen, £2,839: Tipperary, £80; Tullamore, £261; 
Youghal, £2,000. 

The amount of these loans, added to £1,091,898, mentioned in 
our last Report, makes a total of £1,234,971 sanctioned for the 
purposes of this part of the Act. Of this total, £460,759 has been 
sanctioned since the passing of the Act of 1908. 

2. The Small Dwellings Acquisition Act, 1899. 

Loans for the purpose of making advances to persons pm- 
chasing their houses under the provisions of the Act have been 
sanctioned as follows to the authorities mentioned : — Baltinglass 
No. 1 Rural District Council, £300 and £240; Corporation of 
Belfast, £10,000 ; Corporation of Limerick, £512 and £176. 

Advances have been made during the year by the Corporations 
of Belfast and Dublin to the extent of £10,290 and £6,335, re- 
spectively. 

3. Public Health ( Ireland ) Acts, 1878 to 1907, &c. 

Schemes for Sewerage, Water Supply, and other local im- 
provements are carried out by Sanitary authorities in Urban, 
Rural and United Districts (Urban and Rural), chiefly by means 
of loans which we sanction in pursuance of Sections 237 and .247 
of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, and of local enact- 
ments. The loans sanctioned during the v£av for these purposes 
amounted to £332,947. 

Section 237 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, applies 
to borrowing under the headings 1 and 2 above, as well as to 
that under 3, and the loans under these three heads amounted 
to £596,011, which, added to similar loans previously sanctioned, 
gives a total of £10,302,496. 

In addition to the loans specifically referred to above, we 
sanctioned loans of £233 to complete a Technical School in the 
Urban District of Kingstown; £1,000 and £3,000 for erecting 
Technical Schools in the Urban Districts of Navan and Tralee, 
respectively; and loans of £1,200 and £1,600 to the County 
Council of 'Londonderry for providing Technical Schools at Lima- 
vadv and Magherafelt. 

4. Poor Relief ( Ireland ) .let.?, and the Local Government 

< Ireland ) Act, 1898, Section 61. 

During the year we sanctioned loans amounting to £6,100 for 
Workhouse buildings and improvements on the applications of 
the Boai’ds of Guardians of the Unions concerned. 

5. Local Government (Application of Enactments) Order, 

1898, Article 22 of Schedule thereto. 

Loans amounting to £99,357 under the provisions of this 
Article have been sanctioned for the purpose of enabling County 
Councils and the Joint Committees of District Lunatic Asylums 
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to carry out works for county improvements, roads, &e., and for 
the erection of buildings aud other works at Asylums.

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It will be observed by the foregoing tables that there was a 
decrease of £9,754 6s. Id. in the sums paid to, or on behalf of, 
the bodies mentioned, during the year under review, as com- 
pared with the preceding year. This decrease was mainly due 
to the fact that sums amounting to £9,128 18s. 2d. which apper- 
tained to the year ended the 31st of March, 1911, could not be 
paid for some time subsequent to that date, and were, con- 
sequently, included in the figures for the vear ended the 31st of 
March, 1912. 


<b.) Agricultural Grant. 

Under Section 48 ll) (2) of the Local Government (Ireland) 
Act, 1898, an annual sum of £727,655, known as the Agricul- 
tural Grant, is paid from the Local Taxation (Ireland) Account 
in aid of local rates, of which the County Councils receive 
£727,337 6s. 6 d., the balance, £317 13s. 6 d., being paid to the 
Council of the County Borough of Dublin, pursuant to Section 
50 (1) (2) of that enactment, in consequence of the extension of 
the area of the borough by the Act 63 and 64 Viet., ch. cclxiv. 
Of the total amount, a sum of £316,730 10s. is allocated towards 
Poor Law purposes, “ Union charges,” £271,824 10s. towards 
the expenditure of Rural District Councils, “ District charges,” 
and £139,100 towards county expenditure in general, “County 
at large charges.” 

2. Grant under the Probate Duties ( Scotland and Ireland) Act, 
1888 (the Estate or Death Duty Grant). 

Under Section 19 of the Finance Act, 1894 (57 and 58 Vic., 
chap. 30), the Grant provided by the above enactment which was 
formerly payable out of probate duties is now payable out of the 
estate duty derived from personal property, and is known as the 
Estate or Death Duty Grant. 

It forms the first item of the cash portion of the Guarantee 
Fund established under the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 
1891, to meet deficiencies in the land purchase account in respect 
of dividends on land stock and sinking fund payments, and the 
sums required for such purposes, in the case of each county, are 
withdrawn from the Fund under certificates of the Land Com- 
mission. By the Irish Land Act, 1903, the Agricultural Grant 
is added to and made applicable to the purposes of the cash 
portion of the Guarantee Fund next after the Estate or Death 
Duty Grant, and charges on the Fund resulting from operations 
under the Act of 1903, are likewise, in the case of each county, 
withdrawn under certificates of the Commissioners of National 
Debt : these certificates, and those above-mentioned, also setting 
forth repayments made to the Fund in respect of sums previously 
withdrawn. Under the Irish Land Act, 1909, however, local 
bodies are relieved of all liability in connection with the issue of 
stock for the purpose of land purchase, but they continue to be 
liable for purchasers’ annuities in arrear, and for sums drawn 
from the Guarantee Fund under Section 29 of the Act of 1903. 
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For the purpose of adjusting these withdrawals aud repayments 
in the case of each county , among the public bodies in the county 
who are entitled to share in the Estate or Death Duty Grant, 
viz., Boards of Guardians and Road Authorities, we are furnished 
with copies of the certificates referred to on the occasion of the 
distribution of the second instalment of the Grant, which is made 
in the month of March each year. On the recent occasion it 
appeared from the certificates that -£167,167 9s. 2d. had been 
withdrawn from all the counties, and £151,367 11s. 6 d. repaid, 
and as the repayments in the case of three counties exceeded the . 
withdrawals by £906 18$. 9 d . , the local bodies in these counties 
received their proportionate part of that amount additional to 
their share in the instalment, while £16,706 16s. 5 d. was 
deducted from the shares of the local bodies in the remaining 
thirty counties. 

A schedule will be found in the Appendices,* showing the 
amount so deducted from, or added to, the share of each local 
body participating in the Grant, and the full amount paid to. or 
on behalf of, each during the year ended the 31st of March last.

In some, cases there were no appeals against the Auditors’ 
decisions ; in others the question of appeal did not arise, the 
various items of expenditure, to which exception was taken, 
having been lodged before the completion of audit, thus 
obviating the necessity of formally disallowing them. 

IX. — Examination of Parliamentary Bills. 

Polio wing the usual course, the local and personal Bills intro- 
duced in Parliament affecting this country were referred to us 
for consideration, and we have reported to Parliament such 
amendments in them as we deemed to be necessary or expedient.

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The work was projected in view of the Seventh Report of the 
Royal Commission on Sewage Disposal, in which the reclama- 
tion of the slobland was suggested as the best method of 
removing the nuisance arising from the growth. of large quantites 
of green seaweed on the southern side of the Lough. Clauses, 
hitherto without precedent in Irish local legislation, were in- 
serted in the Bill and allowed by the Local Legislation Com- 
mittee of the House of Commons, enabling the Corporation to 
establish a fire insurance fund, and a fund out of which to meet 
claims for compensation to their employees, and also to borrow 
money for short periods to meet their current expenses. 

The Limerick Harbour Commissioners Bill and the Fishguard 
and Rosslare Railways and Harbours Bill were examined by us, 
biit were not formally reported upon. In the case of the former 
Bill we did not consider any report from us to be necessary, 
while the subject-matter of the latter was not within our juris- 
diction. A report upon the Galway (Barna) Railways and 
Harbour Bill was prepared, but not presented to Parliament, as 
the Bill failed to comply with the Standing Orders of the House 
of Commons. 

In deference to the desire expressed in the Session of 1909 by 
the Parliamentary Select Committee on Local Legislation in 
their Special Report, we directed our Legal Assistant to repre- 
sent us before the Committees dealing with the Trish local Bills 
upon which we had reported, for the purpose of affording such 
information in our possession as the Committee might require.

to the following regulations : — 

(1) The expenses incurred in attending a conference or 

meeting shall only be paid in respect oi attendance at 
a central conference or meeting open to represen- 
tatives of all urban district councils, or at a conference 
or meeting convened for an area including the urban 
district from which the persons attending as repre- 
sentatives are sent and held at a place distant not more 
than one hundred miles from such urban district. 

(2) The attendance at any conference or meeting of a 

member or members of, or of the clerk to, the urban 
district council shall be expressly authorised by i 
resolution passed at a meeting of the urban district 
council, a written or printed notice that the proposal 
is to be considered at. that meeting having been sent, 
by post or otherwise, to each member of the urban 
district council concerned not less than four days prior 
to the date of such meeting ; and where the attendance 
of more than one member is authorised, the number 
of members who may be authorised to attend shall be 
specified in the resolution. 

(3) The maximum number of members ' who may be autho- 

rised to attend any conference or meeting shall be two. 

(4) The number of copies which may be purchased by any 

urban district council of the report of a central con- 
ference or meeting, or of any conference or meeting 
for an area including their district, shall be such as 
the urban district council may, by resolution, 
determine. 

Article TIT. This Order may be referred to as “ The Local 
Conferences (Urban Districts) Order, 1913.”

Whereas by Sub-section (4) of Section 83 of the Local Govern- 
ment (Ireland) Act, 1898, it is provided in effect that no Assistant 
Surveyor in. Ireland .shall be appointed or removed without the 
concurrence of the Local Government Board for Ireland, ana 
that every such Assistant Surveyor shall have such qualifications 
(if any) as that Board may prescribe : 

And whereas by an Order under Our Seal of Office bearing date

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the 16th day of November, 1906, We, the Local Government 
Board for Ireland, did prescribe that every such assistant surveyor 
should have certain qualifications, and it is expedient that the 
said Order should be revoked : 

Now, therefore. We, the - said Local Government Board for 
Ireland, in exercise of all powers in this behalf enabling Us, do 
hereby revoke Our said Order of the 16th day of November, 1906, 
and We do hereby prescribe with respect to the appointment of 
Assistant Surveyors in Ireland, as follows, that is to say : — 

1. (a). Every person v'ho may be selected for appointment as 

Assistant Surveyor . in any County in Ireland shall 
produce satisfactory evidence to Us that his health and 
character are good, and that at the date of such 
selection his age was not less than 21 years, or more 
than 40 years. 

(b) We may, if We. think fit, assent to a departure from 
this regulation with regard to the age qualification. 

2. Every person selected for appointment as aforesaid w-ho 

(a), has a diploma or degree in Engineering from a 
University or College of Science in the United 
Kingdom, or a certificate from His Majesty’s Civil 
Service Commissioners that he is qualified to act 
as a deputy for a County Surveyor : Gl- 
ib). is an Associate Member of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers, or is an Associate Member of the Institution 
of Civil Engineers of Ireland, or has a certificate of 
having passed the Voluntary Examination for 
candidates for Surveyorships held by the Incorporated 
Association of Municipal and County Engineers ; 
shall be deemed to be qualified for the position of 
Assistant Surveyor without further examination. 

3. Every person selected for appointment as aforesaid who is 

not qualified under the provisions of the foregoing Article 
of this Order shall produce to Us satisfactory evidence 
that he has gained experience in one of the following 
ways, that is to say : 

(a) By service with a County Surveyor, Civil Engineer, or 

Architect for not less than two years ; 

(b) By attendance at an Eugineering School of some 

University or College of Science in the United 
Kingdom for not less than two years, and by having 
been engaged in practical work in connection with 
Civil Engineering or Building for one year at the least. 

4. Every person selected for appointment as aforesaid who is 

not qualified under Article 2 of this Order shall, in 
addition to furnishing satisfactory evidence of his 
experience as required by Article 3, also pass a qualifying 
examination to Our ‘satisfaction in the following 
subjects : — 

(a) Arithmetic and Mensuration. 

(b) Chain surveying and levelling. 

(c) Building construction. 

(ri) Construction and maintenance of roads. 

(e) English Composition. 
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5. Subject to the provisions of Article 6 of this Order, any 

person who has been ascertained before this Order to be 
qualified to be an Assistant Surveyor shall be deemed to 
be qualified under this Order. 

6. Notwithstanding anything in the foregoing provisions of this 

Order, the following provisions shall have effect in the 
case of any appointment of an Assistant Surveyor when 
We so direct : — 

(a) Every person who may be selected for such appoint- 
ment shall produce satisfactory evidence to Us 
that his health and character are good, and that at 
the date of such selection his age was not less 
than 26 years, or more than 46 years. 

'6) We may, if We think fit, assent to a departure 
from this regulation with regard to the age 
qualification. 

(c) A person selected for such appointment as aforesaid 
who 

(i.) has a certificate from His Majesty’s Civil 
Service Commissioners that he is qualified 
to act as a deputy for a County Surveyor ; or 
(ii.) is an Associate Member of the Institution of 
Civil Engineers, or is an Associate. Member . 
of the Institution of Civil Engineers of 
Ireland ; or 

(iii.) has a diploma or degree in Engineering 
from a University or College of Science in 
ihe United Kingdom, and produces satis- 
- factory evidence that he has had three 

years’ practical experience of civil 
engineering ; 

shall be deemed to be qualified for such appoint- 
. ment without further examination. 

(d) A person selected for such appointment who is not 
qualified under the provisions of Sub-article (c) of 
this Article, shall produce to Us satisfactory 
evidence that he has gained experience in one of 
the following ways 

(i.) that he lias acted as a duly qualified 
Assistant Surveyor for not less than five 
years, and while so acting has performed 
his duties with special ability : or 
(ii.) that he has been regularly trained as a Civil 
Engineer and has had practical experience 
of civil engineering for not less than three 
years. 

(e) Every person selected for such appointment who 
is not qualified under Sub-article (c) of this Article 
shall, in addition to furnishing satisfactory 
evidence of his experience as required by Sub- 
article (d'l , also pass a. qualifying examination to 
our satisfaction in the following subjects : — 

(1) Mathematics, including Arithmetic, Algebra, 
Geometry, and Trigonometry.

No. 363/1912 — Miscellaneous.. 

Cost of Relief of Old Age Pensioners in Workhouses. 

Sir, — I am directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland 
to state that their- attention has been drawn by the Commissioners 
of Customs and Excise to the case of persons in receipt of old age 
pensions who are found to have been obtaining in-door relief, and 
whose pensions have been handed over to the Board of Guardians 
in respect of their maintenance. 

In connection with these cases, the Board desire to point out 
that the receipt of Poor Law Relief other than relief specially 
excepted in the provisoes to Section 3 (1) (a) of the Old Age 
Pensions Act, 1908, ipso facto disqualifies a pensioner, and that 
any pension drawn during the receipt of such relief becomes a 
debt due to the Crown in pursuance of Section 9 (2) of the Act. 
If, therefore, a pensioner enters a Workhouse and becomes a 
recipient of such disqualifying relief, the Board consider that his 
pension should not be applied to defraying the cost of his main- 
tenance, and that if it comes into the hands of the Guardians, it 
should be held at the disposal of the Treasury. 

In order that the Pension Officer may know as soon as possible 
when a pensioner becomes a recipient of poor law relief, it would 
be advisable that he should be notified by the Poor Law 
Authorities, and the Board accordingly request that you will be 
good enough to inform the Pension Officer at once of the receipt 
of relief by a person known to be a pensioner. 

The Notice with the Pension Order Book (or, failing this, the 
name and last-known address of the pensioner) should be sent 
to the Officer in whose station the Workhouse is situated, or to 
the Officer whose name is on the cover of the Pension Book. 

The receipt of out-door, as well as of indoor, relief should be 
notified. — I am, etc.,

No. 33,291.— 1912. 

I.— ORDER. 

The Belfast Union Boarding-Out Order, 1912. 

Boarding-Out of Children outside the limits of the Union. 

THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT BOARD FOR IRELAND. 


GENERAL ORDER. 

Regulations in pursuance of the Pauper Children (Ireland) 
Acts, 1898 and 1902. 

To the Guardians of the Poor of the Belfast Union ; and to all 
others whom it may concern : 

Whereas in pursuance of the Pauper Children (Ireland) Acts, 
1898 and 1902, We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, did 
by a General Order under our Seal bearing date the Seventeenth 
day of December, 1902, make certain regulations for the purpose 
•of giving effect to the provisions of the said Acts : 

And whereas We deem it expedient to vary our said General 
•Order of the Seventeenth day of December, 1902, so far as regards 
the boarding-out of children by the Guardians of the Poor of the 
Belfast Union outside the limits of that Union. 

Now therefore We do hereby order that the following Regula- 
tions shall, except so far we may assent to any departure there- 
from in any particular case, have effect with regard to the 
boarding-out of children by the Guardians of the Poor of Belfast 
Union outside the limits of that Union, that is to say : — 

1. The Board of Guardians of Belfast Union (hereinafter 
called the “ Guardians ”) may, with the approval of the Local 
Government Board, enter into arrangements with a Committee 
constituted in pursuance of this Order for the purpose of board- 
ing-out under the powers of the Pauper Children (Ireland) Acts, 

• 1898 and 1902, pauper children chargeable to the Union in 
. homes outside the limits thereof. Any Committee so consti- 
tuted is hereinafter referred to as a' ‘ ‘ Boarding-Out Com- 
mittee.” 


Constitution op Committee. 

2. With respect to the constitution of a Boarding-Out Com- 
mittee, and with respect to changes of membership of the Com- 
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mittee (and of the area for which the Committee acts) the fol- 
lowing provisions shall apply and have effect, that is to say : — 

(1.) The Committee shall consist of persons who are ap- 
proved by the Local Government Board, who have signed 
an agreement in the Form No. 1 in the Schedule to this 
Order, and who have obtained written authority from the 
Local Government Board to make arrangements with the 
Guardians for the purpose of finding and superintending 
homes for boarded-ont children. 

(2.) The Committee shall comprise not less than three 
members, all of whom shall be women. The number of 
members of the Committee may, with the approval of the 
Local Government Board, be altered, and, with their ap- 
proval, any person may be substituted as a member of the 
Committee for any existing member, who shall thereupon 
cease to act as a member of the Committee. 

(3.) A person shall not act as an additional member of the 
Committee until she has signed an engagement which shall 
be in the Form No. 2 in the Schedule to this Order. 

(4.) A Boarding-Out Committee shall from time to time 
appoint one of their members to act as Secretary, and another 
member to be presiding Chairman for such period as is speci- 
fied in the resolution for the appointment, and copies of such 
resolution shall be forwarded forthwith to the Guardians and 
the Local Government Board. 

(5.) The Secretary shall punctually inform the Local 
Government Board and the Guardians of any vacancy occur- 
ring in the Committee by reason of death' resignation, or 
from any other cause. 

(6.) The Secretary shall also report to the Local Govern- 
ment Board as soon as practicable after the first day of 
January and the first day of July in every year and to the 
Guardians whenever required the names ' and addresses of 
the members of the Committee in the Form No. 3 in the 
Schedule to this Order. 

(7.) The Secretary, as soon as a home has been obtained 
for a child, shall cause the home to be visited by a member 
of the Committee, who shall be required to submit Form A 
(No. 4 in the Schedule to this Order), with queries fully 
answered. Such form when completed shall be forwarded to 
the Guardians, who shall transmit a copy with the Minutes 
of the Meeting at which the form was adopted, to the Local' 
Government Board for the purpose of obtaining their sanc- 
tion to the proposal. 

(8.) The Secretary shall be required to keep a register 
containing a list of all children who may be boarded-out in 
the district for which the Committee is appointed, showing 
the names and ages of such children and the dates when 
boarded-out with their existing foster parents, together with 
the names and postal addresses of the respective foster 
parents, the names and situations of the schools attended by 
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the children, and such other particulars as may be considered 
desirable, and, if called upon to do so, shall submit the same 
for the inspection of the Local Government Board or the 
Guardians, or any person authorised on behalf of either body. 

Agreement between Boarding-Out Committee and 
Guardians. 

Article 3. — (1.) Before a child is boarded-out, in pursuance of 
arrangements with a Boarding-out Committee, those arrange- 
ments shall be defined and embodied in an Agreement made, with 
the Local Government Board’s approval, between the Guardians 
and the Committee ; and the Local Government Board shall have 
power to dissolve a Boarding-Out Committee at any time on 
coming to a decision that it is desirable to do so, by withdrawing 
their authorization of the appointment of such Committee. 

(2. ) The Agreement shall be in Form No. 5 in the Schedule to 
this Order. 

(3.) The Guardians may at any time withdraw a child boarded- 
out in a home found by the Boarding-Out Committee from such 
home, but, except in cases of urgent necessity, the Guardians 
shall give to the Committee not less than one week’s notice of the 
intended withdrawal. 

(4.) Every foster parent shall, upon the demand of a person 
■duly authorized in writing by the Boarding-Out Committee, or 
hv the Guardians, deliver up to that person any child boarded-out 
with the foster parent. 

Limit of Age and Conditions. 

Article 4. — (1.) The age up to which orphan and deserted 
children may be boarded-out from the Workhouse outside the 
limits of the Union shall be fifteen years. 

(2.) Every person with whom any such child shall be boarded- 
•out, shall be of the religious persuasion in which the child is regis- 
tered, and shall be called the foster parent : and shall, before re- 
ceiving custody of the child, enter into a Contract with the 
Guardians in the Form No. 6 in the Schedule to this Order, bind- 
ing himself or herself, as the case may be, to observe all the con- 
ditions therein contained so long as the said child shall continue 
to be boarded-out with such foster parent. 

(3.) The child shall be properly and sufficiently nursed or 
boarded, and shall be suitably lodged and clothed, and kept clean 
in its person by being washed once at least every day and at all 
times when necessary, and the clothes provided shall not be of 
such shape or colour as may denote, connection with the Work- 
house, or with any Institution; and no child shall be boarded-out 
in any house unless there is a woman living there who is of full 
age and has experience in the management of children. 

(4.) If the child shall at any time, lie suffering from illness or 
the effects of accident, medical relief shall be obtained for it in 
the manner provided by law at or from a Dispensary of the Dis- 
pensary District in which the foster parent resides ; and if the 
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Medical Officer of such District shall advise its removal to hos- 
pital, the foster parent shall allow it to be removed to such 
hospital as the Boarding-Out Committee may determine. 

(5.) Before the signing of the said Contract the proposed foster 
parent shall produce a recommendation signed by some Clergy- 
man, Magistrate, Guardian of a Union, or Medical Officer resid- 
ing in his or her neighbourhood, who may be willing to answer 
for his or her good conduct and respectability. 

(6.) Before the signing of the said Contract the Boarding-Out 
Committee shall satisfy themselves that the dwelling of the pro- 
posed foster parent is in a healthy situation, that the house con- 
tains more than one room and admits of the sexes being com- 
pletely separated, that a supply of pure and wholesome drinking 
water is at all times readily accessible to the inmates, that good 
food and milk are easily obtainable, and that there is a National 
School or other public school situate at a convenient distance from 
the dwelling. 

(7.) There shall be inserted in the Contract the precise terms 
of monthly payment to the foster parent, and the Contract shall 
be sealed with the Common Seal of the Guardians. 

(8. ) The number of children who may be boavded-out with one 
foster parent shall not exceed two, unless all the children so 
boarded-out are children of the same parents ; and no child shall, 
be boarded-out with any person with whom a child is boavded-out 
by any person other than the Guardians, or who keeps any pig, 
cow. horse, donkey, or other such animal within the dwelling- 
house, or who keeps any manure-pit or accumulation of filth in 
dangerous proximity to the dwelling. 

(9.) No child shall he boarded-out with any person occupying 
or residing in premises which are licensed for the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors by retail, or a dwelling-house attached thereto. 

(10.) No child shall be boarded-out in any town or village 
without the consent of the Local Government Board. 

(11. ) A child shall not be boarded-out with a person who has 
at any time been convicted of any offence against a child or of 
any other offence which renders such person unfit to be a foster 
parent , and if a foster parent be at any time convicted of any 
such offence, every child boarded-out with such foster parent shall 
forthwith be withdrawn from him or her. 

(12.) A boarded-out child shall not be employed in street trad- 
ing as defined by the Employment of Children Act, 1903, or any 
Act amending the same. 

(13.) The child shall he produced for inspection and examina- 
tion at all reasonable times when required by any member of the 
Boarding-Out Committee, or by any person having authority 
from the Local Government Board, or from the Guardians, to 
examine and inspect it. 

(14.") A child shall not be boarded-out with any person who is 
at the time or who has been within twelve months preceding in 
receipt of out-door relief, and if a foster parent at any time be- 
come in receipt of such relief every child boarded-out "with such 
foster parent shall forthwith be withdrawn from him or her. 
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(15.) A child shall not be boarded-out unless a certificate stat- 
ing the particulars of the child's health has been obtained, which 
certificate shall be in the Form No. 7 in the Schedule to this 
Order. It shall be signed by one of the Medical Officers of the 
Workhouse of the Belfast Union, and shall be forwarded by the 
Guardians to the Boarding-Out Committee. 

(.16.) On the delivery of the child to the foster parent he or she 
shall give an acknowledgment in the Form No. 8 in the Schedule 
to this Order. 

(17.) The Clergyman of the Church of the denomination to 
which the child belongs must be notified by the Secretary of the 
Boarding-Out Committee of its arrival in the district. 

Bivine Worship and School. 

Article 5. — (1). The child, when of sufficient age to attend 
school, shall, subject to the approval of the local Clergyman of the 
religious denomination in which such child is registered, attend 
the nearest National School, or shall, subject to the approval of 
the Guardians and of such Clergyman, attend some other efficient 
school within the meaning of the Irish Education Act, 1802, and 
a certificate of such attendance in the Form No. 9 in the Schedule 
to this Order, signed by the teacher, and showing the days of 
absence (if any), shall be given to the Visitor of the Boarding- 
Out Committee each month. Such certificates shall be submitted 
to the Boarding-Out Committee at their next meeting. 

(2.) The. child shall, when of sufficient age, attend Bivine wor- 
ship at the place of worship frequented hv the foster parent and 
his or her family. 

Duties op Boarding -Opt Committee. 

Article 6. — (1.) Every boarded-out child and its home shall 
he visited not less than twice in every month by a member of the 
Boarding-Out Committee, and the Visitor shall, after the final 
visit to the home, make a report in writing to the Boarding-Out 
•Committee in the Form No. 10 in the Schedule to this Order, and 
shall state in the report the apparent bodily condition and the 
behaviour of the child, and all such complaints made by or con- 
cerning the child against, or by. the foster parent as, in the 
opinion of the Visitor, should he brought to the knowledge of the 
Boarding-Out Committee. 

(2.) The several reports made shall he forwarded bv the Board- 
ing-Out. Committee to the Guardians not less often than monthlv. 

(3.) If in the case of a boarded-out child no such reports be 
received by the Guardians for the space of three consecutive 
months, the Guardians shall either provide for the visiting of the 
child at its home by an Officer of the Guardians dulv authorized 
'in that behalf, at intervals of not more than one month, until 
reports on the child and its home are again received by them 
through the Boarding-Out Committee, or shall withdraw tlie child 
from the home with all reasonable expedition. The Guardians 
may. with the consent of the Local Government Board, defrav 
any expenses incurred by their Officer in connection with the 
discharge of these duties. 
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(4.) The Boarding-Out- Committee shall in the event of the 
death of a child boarded-out take steps for its burial according to 
the directions of the Guardians applicable generally to such cases, 
and shall report the circumstances of the death to the Guai'dians 
without delay. 

(5.) The Clerk of the Union shall, as soon as practicable after 
the 1st day of January and the 1st day of July in every year, make 
a return to the Local Government Board in the Form No. 11 in 
the Schedule to this Order of every child remaining so boarded- 
out on those dates respectively. 

(6.) The Guardians may pay the reasonable expenses incurred 
by them in conveying a child to aud from the home in which the 
child is boarded-out, or from one home to another. 

(7.) The Guardians shall make arrangements to have the child 
given over in charge to the person whom the Boarding-Out Com- 
mittee shall have selected for the purpose. 

(8.) The Boarding-Out Committee, shall cause the child if not 
already successfully vaccinated to be vaccinated by the Medical 
Officer of the Dispensary District in which the foster parent re- 
sides. 

Payments by the Guardians and the Boarding-Out Committee. 

Article 7. — (1.) The Guardians shall, at their Finance Meet- 
ing in each month, make provision in the Treasurer's Advice Note 
for the supply to the Secretary and Chairman of the Boarding-Out 
Committee, jointly, of funds sufficient to provide for the cost of 
maintenance of children boarded-out. 

(2.1 The Boarding-Out Committee shall arrange to pay to the 
foster parents the monthly allowance at the date specified in the 
agreement, the Visitor obtaining from the foster parent a receipt 
for the amount in Form No. 12 in the Schedule to this Order, 
which receipt the Visitor shall transmit to the Secretary to be 
forwarded to the Clerk of the Union , with the report and account 
in Form No. 13 in the Schedule to this Order. A copy of the 
report and account shall be forwarded to the Local Government 
Board when laid before the Guardians. 

Mode of Charging Expenses. 

Article 8. — The expenses incurred by the Guardians in reliev- 
ing boarded-out children outside the limits of the Union shall be 
charged in the following manner, viz. : — 

(1.) The name of the child, together with the other particulars 
required by the regulations shall, on its discharge from the Work- 
house. be placed on the Outdoor Belief Begister, and on the 
register of the Secretary of the Boarding-Out Committee, and the 
sums expended in the relief of all such cases shall be entered in 
the Secretary’s Cash Book. 

(2.) The amount of expenses incurred in conveying a child to 
or from the Workhouse, medical or dental expenses, school fees, 
school requisites, burial expenses, and postage shall be entered in 
the Secretary’s Cash Book, and transferred therefrom to the 
Union Accounts. 
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(3.) The Clerk of the Union shall keep in the Financial State- 
ment Book and the Ledger a separate account from that of the 
Relieving Officers of the Union in connection with children 
boarded-out in districts outside the limits of the Union. 

(4.) The Register and Cash Book shall be kept in the custody 
of the Secretary, and shall be submitted by the Secretary, when 
required to do so, to the Local Government Board, or the Guard- 
ians, or anyone duly authorized by the Local Government Board 
or the Board of Guardians in that behalf. 

Article 9.— This Order may be cited as “ The Belfast Union 
Boarding-Out Order, 1912.”

Local Government Board, Dublin, 23rd September, 1912, 
INFANT MORTALITY. 

Sir,— I am directed by the Local Government Board for Ire- 
land to bring under your notice the important question of Infant 
Mortality, which has for a considerable time past been attracting 
much attention in the United Kingdom and in other countries. 
Several National* Conferences on the subject have been held, 
and it appears that in England, in consequence of the interest 
aroused in the subject and the effective steps taken, the death- 
rate of infants has been reduced thirty per cent, during the past 
six years. 

The returns for Ireland are not of such a satisfactory nature, 
and the Board observe that the infant death-rate in Workhouses 
in this country is especially high. While this rate cannot, for 
obvious reasons, be properly compared with that amongst the 
general population, yet it is unquestionably excessive, and the 
Board believe, from instances which have come under their 
notice, that it should be possible to reduce it considerably. 
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With this object they invite your earnest consideration and 
co-operation. 

They request that you will carefully investigate the death-rate 
of the infants and young children in your Workhouse ; that you 
will examine the location, sanitation, and general suitability of 
the nursery and sick wards : the food supply and methods of 
feeding : the arrangements for the nursing and care of the 
children, etc., and that you will, at your earliest convenience, 
furnish the Board with a detailed report on the subject, setting 
forth the factors that chiefly operate to produce a high death- 
rate, and the manner in which the matter can, in your opinion, 
be practically dealt with. — I am, &e., A. R. Barlas, Secretary.

DIETARIES IN WORKHOUSES. 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 3rd February, 1913. 

Sir, — I n consequence of the great changes which have taken 
place in modern dietetics, the Local Government Board for Ire- 
land have found it necessary to make a revision of the Dietary 
Regulations which are in force for the several classes of inmates 
in Irish Workhouses. 

The old dietaries were framed by methods that were, neces- 
sarily empirical , because modern knowledge of the nutritive 
values of foods and the means of measuring them with accuracy 
were not then available. The dietaries were generally unsuit- 
able : they were often wasteful, or were insufficient without being 
economical, and all were unnecessarily monotonous. 

The sufficiency of the kind and quantity of food necessary for 
the proper sustenance of the different classes of workhouse 
inmates, and the quantity of one article of food which would 
be an equivalent substitute for another, when desired for variety 
or from necessity, can now be determined bv actual measure- 
ment. 

The Local Government Board for Ireland, instead of again 
prescribing one iixed dietary as a standard for all workhouses, 
have prepared for each of the meals a large variety of definite 
rations, which have been calculated scientifically as to nutritive 
value, and carefully proportioned as to quantities for the different 
classes. 

From this list of rations, a copy of which is enclosed, Guar- 
dians will, by following the accompanying instructions, be 
enabled readily to frame dietaries that will secure sufficiency 
and variety to the inmates, and, at the same time, be economical 
to the ratepayers. 

So wide is the discretion given by the list that in no part of 
Ireland should there be any difficulty in selecting from it diets 
suitable to local circumstances, even in workhouses where the 
cooking arrangements are still of a primitive character. 

The new procedure will be not only a great convenience to 
Guardians and their officers, but. will avoid the complicated 
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method and protracted correspondence with the Board now neces- 
sarily involved in any proposed departure from a dietary that 
has once been fixed. 

Already dietaries based on these lists of rations have been 
adopted by Boards of Guardians in a number of workhouses both 
large and small in different parts of the country, and have been 
in daily use for periods varying from one to two and a half years 
in the case of nearly 12,000 inmates, or about one-third of the 
whole workhouse population in Ireland. 

A trial like this made with such large numbers of inmates, 
under varied conditions of administration and for so long a 
time, must be accepted as a very complete and severe test. The 
result has proved most satisfactory. The officers who have had 
experience of the new system consider that the diets provided 
by it are much better for the inmates than the old diets which 
have been displaced, while the Accounts show a large reduction 
in the cost. 

The Local Government Board, before issuing a new Dietary 
Order embodying the provisions here set forth, and fixing a 
definite date when the new system will come into operation 
throughout the. country, desire to affoi'd the Guardians and their 
officers sufficient time to become fully familiar with the details 
of the intended changes, and to complete all the necessary pre- 
parations. The Board would strongly urge Guardians to intro- 
duce the benefits of the new dietarv into their workhouses as soon 
as possible. 

The first step to be taken by the Guardians with a view to 
giving effect to the new arrangement is, to classify the healthy 
inmates of the workhouse for the purpose of diet under the 
heads set forth below. This classification should be made in 
consultation with the Medical Officer of the workhouse. In 
the smaller workhouses, it may not be considered necessary to 
have all the classes mentioned. For example, the number of 
able-bodied may be so few that the Guardians may decide to 
place all the men on Class 1. or Class II. diet, and alfthe women 
on Class Ia. or Class Ha. The same remarks applv to the 
Infirm, and in this way the number of classes for diet- purposes 
will, in many instances, not exceed the present number.

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Framing Dietaries. 

The Guardians .should next proceed to frame from the lists 
of rations dietary scales for the inmates so classified. Before 
doing this 'they should consult, not alone the Medical Officer, but 
also the Master and Matron, as these latter officers are respon- 
. sible for the preparation of the meals, and are best able to judge 
of the sufficiency or otherwise, of the. appliances available for the 
cooking of any particular diet. 

Aged and Feeble Infirm. 

. It is anticipated that by a judicious use of the Aged and Feeble 
Infirm diets it may be possible to relieve the sick wards of 
inmates who are not infrequently placed there for purposes of 
diet rather than for medical or nursing care. 

Children. 

As regards the children, the rations set forth in the list repre- 
sent the average allowance for a group of children — not the 
amount which each particular child is to receive. There is 
great difference in the individual appetites in the case of children, 
and the officer in charge of them should be held directly respon- 
sible for securing that each child is sufficiently fed at each meal. 
The total amount of food for the aggregate number of children 
in each class should be sent into their dining room , to be served 
to them there, in accordance with the appetite of the individual, 
and no portion of the total allowance should be removed from the 
dining room until after the conclusion of the children’s meal, 
when any unserved food fit for fui'ther use is to be returned 
into store and duly accounted for. 

The Guardians should give special consideration to the provi- 
sions of meals in cases where children going out to school are 
unable to return to the workhouse at the ordinary dinner hour. 

Infants. 

The feeding of children under 3 years of age calls for very 
careful and often individual management. The Board’s Circular- 
letter of the 19th June, 1906, contained suggestions for the feeding 
of infants under 12 months. For those from 1 to 3 years the 
Medical Officer should frame dietaries as he may deem necessary, 
and give in writing the requisite directions for the service of the 
food. The Master and Matron should see that each nursery is 
supplied with a copy of these dietaries and directions, and that 
the officers in charge of the children duly comply with them. 

Bread Allowance for Adults. 

With a view to preventing waste of bread the Guardians may, 
if they think fit, direct that a portion only of the bread allowance 
for adult inmates shall be served in the first instance to each indi- 
vidual, provided, however, that an inmate certified as of unsound 
mind is to receive the full ration allowed to him by the dietary or 
the Medical Officer. 
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The quantity of bread to be hist served should be definitely 
fixed by the Guardians. This quantity may be one-half, or other 
proportion, of the allowance, as the Guardians may direct. The 
Guardians may use their discretion as to the service of subse- 
quent portions of bread, but the Guardians’ directions as to such 
service should be clearly conveyed to the officers responsible. 

In all cases there must be sent, into the dining room the total 
amount of bread prescribed by the dietary tables for the aggregate 
number of inmates entitled to the meal, and no portion of such 
total allowance of bread should be removed until after the con- 
clusion of the meal for which it was issued, when anv unserved 
bread remaining is to be weighed and returned into store, to be 
accounted for, but every inmate of the workhouse has the right 
to receive the full quantity of bread or other fond allotted to 
him by the dietary tables, if he so desires. 

Power of Master. 

The Master may provide a milk ration in substitution for the 
ordinary ration of any inmate of the workhouse who is tem- 
porarily indisposed, and it will be the duty of the Master to show 
the record to the Medical Officer at his ‘next visit for endorse- 
ment and to draw his attention to the inmate that he may give 
such directions as may be necessary. 

• Wilful Waste of Bread. 

Wilful waste of food should be regarded as an offence against 
discipline, and an inmate would not be justified in habitually 
demanding his full allowance of bread unless he ordinarily con- 
sumes it. 

All inmates who are able to come to the dining hall should 
have their meals served to them there. 

Utensils.. 

All necessary food utensils should be on the dining table., and 
should be properly washed after each meal. 

Drinking Water. 

Every inmate, should be provided with a supply of drii iking 
water at dinner and a separate drinking vessel. 

No inmate should be permitted to take away any food or any 
food utensil from the dining hall, or to prepare or keep food in 
any day room or dormitory. 

Ingredient Table. 

The quantities of the various ingredients required to produce 
a given weight or measure of the composite foods are stated 
approximately in the Ingredient Table. It is important, in 
order to promote uniformity and to facilitate the proper keeping 
and auditing of the accounts, that the prescribed quantities 
should be carefully observed. 

f 3 
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Cooking and Service of Food. 

The efficiency of the arrangements for the cooking and service 
of the food is a matter which should engage the attention of the 
Guardians when framing the dietaries, and of the Visiting Com- 
mittee when personally inspecting the workhouse. 

A Handbook of Cookery which contains instructions for the 
preparation of each article in the list of rations is enclosed here- 
with, and will, it is hoped, materially assist the officers engaged 
in the preparation of the different meals. 

Contracts. 

Greater care in the framing of contracts for food is requisite, 
both in the interests of the inmates and of the ratepayers. The 
kind and quality of the article should be stated as precisely as 
possible in definite terms, and should be adapted to the parti- 
cular use for which it is required. In the case of meat, for 
example, a proper distinction should be made between the kinds 
suitable for soups or stews on the one hand, or for roasting or 
boiling on the other. 

Milk. 

Milk, which forms so large and so important a part in the 
dietary of the young and the sick, should receive special atten- 
tion as to its 'freshness and quality. The Guardians should 
arrange for its delivery at the workhouse at such hours in the 
morning and evening as will ensure its being fresh when served 
to the inmates. The Medical Officer should give all necessary 
instructions for its storage and for its sterilisation when he con- 
siders this necessary. 

Sick Diets. 

As regards the diets for the sick, the Medical Officer should 
frame suitable scales, providing sufficient variety, and he should 
set out the meals for every day of the week. 

When no scale diet is considered suitable by the Medical 
Officer for a particular patient, he should order in full exactly 
what is required as a special diet, not as “ extras ” in addition 
to a scale diet, and such special diet must be authorised by his 
signature. It has often been found that where extras were 
ordered with a scale diet, the extras alone were consumed by the 
patient, and the new procedure will, it is hoped, prevent waste. 

Revision of Sick Diet. 

The Medical Officer should revise the diet number of every 
pat'ent at least once a month, and no allowance of alcoholic 
stimulants should be continued for more than 8 days, without 
renp.wal by the Medical Officer, authorised by his signature. 

The Medical Officer should, as far as practicable, adhere to the 
forms in the Ingredient Table for the preparation of foods for 
the sick. 
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Power of Nurse in case of Urgency. 

In case of urgent necessity, the Nurse in charge of the Infir- 
mary or Hospital may obtain from the Master of the workhouse 
on an Urgent Requisition ” form any food or stimulant which 
may be needed, without waiting for the arrival of the Medical 
Officer, but the Nurse is required to show the Medical Officer 
at ins next visit, the counterfoil of the requisition, in order that 
be may endorse same and give anv directions in the matter

OFFICERS’ BONDS. 

Sir, — It lias frequently come under the notice of the Board 
that considerable unnecessary expenditure at the cost of the rates 
has been incurred in connection with the preparation of officers’ 
bonds. The printed form of bonds is, the Board believe, not 
used in all cases, and where it is used the Guardians seem to be 
frequently in doubt as to whether the employment of a solicitor 
is necessary in perfecting the bond. 

The Board desire to state that it is only in cases where, a 
warrant to confess judgment is executed contemporaneously with 
the bond that legal aid becomes necessary, and that by using 
the prescribed form a perfectly valid bond can be' executed with- 
out the intervention of a solicitor, and without any expense what- 
ever to the rates. This is quite clear from the judgment given 
in the High Court on the 7th June, 1901, by Mr. Justice Kenny 
in the case of the Athlone No. 2 Rural District Council r. the 
Roscommon County Council. In this case, instead of using the 
printed form of bond, the Rural District Council employed their 
own solicitor to prepare road contractors’ bonds, and paid him 
his taxed costs therefor, amounting to £26 11s. Id. The County 
Council refused to pay, and the District Council sued them for 
the amount. Mr. Justice Kenny in giving judgment against the 
Rural District Council observed : — 

“ No professional aid whatever was necessary. • These forms 
when once settled by a legal hand, did for all Ireland. . . 

A printed form of bond has been provided, and what has the 
officer of the District Council to do but fill up the blanks? If, 
at the expense of the ratepayers, the District Council employ 
a solicitor to do this, they take a wrong course, and are subject 
to the ratepayers accordingly. I have come to the conclu- 
sion, in the circumstances of this case, that there no liabilitv 
on the part of the County Council to indemnify the District 
Council, who chose voluntarily to enter into a liability to their 
solicitor.” 
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Where, however, the Guardians require a warrant of attorney 
to confess judgment to be given with the bond, the case is dif- 
ferent, inasmuch as section 23 of the Debtors Act (Ireland), 1872 
(35 & 36 Viet., c. 57), enacts that : — 

After the commencement of this Act a warrant of attorney 
to confess judgment in any personal action or cognovit actionem 
given by any person shall not be of any force unless there is 
present some attorney of one of the Superior Courts on behalf 
of such person expressly named by him, and attending at his 
request, to inform him of the nature and effect of such warrant 
or cognovit before the same is executed, which attorney shall 
subscribe his name as a witness to the due execution thereof, 
and thereby declare himself to be’ attorney for the person 
executing the same, and state that he subscribes as such 
attorney.” 

Section 12 of the Debtors (Ireland) Act, 1840 (3 & 4' Viet., 
c. 105), provided that the holders of such warrants of attorney 
might, if they thought fit, have them filed within 21 days after 
execution in one of the. Superior Courts at Dublin, and section 
334 of the Irish Bankrupt and Insolvent Act, 1857 (20 & 21 
Viet., c. 60), provided that if any warrant of attorney to confess 
judgment shall have, been given by any bankrupt or insolvent 
and shall not have been so filed, every such warrant shall be 
deemed null and void. 

The advantage of having warrants of attorney executed in 
addition to the usual bonds is that judgment may be entered 
upon foot of the bonds without the necessity of proceeding by 
writ of summons, and. if the warrant has been duly filed as 
required by statute this makes the claim on foot of the bond a 
preferential claim in case of bankruptcy, but except in cases of 
bankruptcy the execution and filing of a warrant is of little prac- 
tical advantage, because when judgment has been entered on foot 
of a bond and warrant it becomes necessary before execution can 
be levied that the amount due on foot of the bond must be ascer- 
tained either by a Master of the King’s Bench Division or the 
Court. 


The Guardians will observe from the foregoing : — 

1st. — That the printed form of bond can be filled up and 
witnessed by any officer of the Guardians or any other 
person , and that in case of default the Guardians can 
sue in the ordinary way on such a bond. 

2nd.— That where a warrant of attorney to confess judgment 
is required to be executed contemporaneously with the 
bonk the blanks in the printed form can be filled up 
by any such officer or person, but the employment of 
tifo solicitors becomes necessary — one on behalf of the 
person giving the warrant to explain to him the provi- 
sions and witness the- execution thereof, the other on 
behalf of the Guardians to take the necessary steps 
for the subsequent filling of the warrant. The' Board 
consider that £1 would be a reasonable fee for the 
solicitor explaining the warrant of attorney, witness- 
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ing the execution thereof, and swearing the necessary 
affidavit. This expense should be borne by the officer 
entering into the bond, so that the only costs falling 
on the rates would be the fees of the Guardians’ 
solicitor in connection with the filing of the warrant, 
which the Board learn amount to about 16s. 

It is a matter for the consideration of Boards of Guardians 
whether, in any particular case, it may be advisable or advan- 
tageous for them to incur the expense involved in having a 
warrant of attorney to confess judgment. 

Where they decide that such a course is unnecessary, the 
Board request that the Bonds may be made out in duplicate and 
one copy transmitted to this office for record. 

The Board transmit herewith a form of Bond which can be 
used in the case of any Poor Law officer. A form of Warrant 
to Confess Judgment is also enclosed. In any case where such 
a Warrant is used it should be executed at the same time as the 
Bond, and be attached to it in any manner convenient, for the 
purpose of filing.

Local Government Board, Dublin, 12 tli March, 1913. 

Sir, — The Local Government Board for Ireland have observed 
that the Boards of Guardians of some of the Poor Law Unions 
have formed the opinion that they are not bound to relieve 
persons who are insured under the. National Insurance Act, 1911, 
and the Board consider it advisable to draw attention to the terms 
of Section 12 (2) (iii.) of the Act, which provides that where any 
person who is entitled to any benefit under Part I., or a woman 
whose husband is entitled to maternity benefit in respect of her 
confinement, applies for admission to any workhouse infirmary, 
admission thereto shall not be refused on the ground only of the 
right to such benefit. 

It continues to be the duty of the Guardians to relieve in the 
Workhouse, under the Poor Relief Acts, persons who are desti- 
tute, and the question of destitution is one which must be deter- 
minted as heretofore by reference to the circumstances of each 
individual case, but it is provided by this enactment that the 
fact of an applicant for admission to the workhouse infirmary 
being entitled to any benefit under the Act is not to be regarded 
as a ground for refusing such admission . 

From the terms of Section 12 (1) and (2) (c) it appears to the 
Board that sickness benefit cannot be paid to an insured person 
who becomes an inmate of a workhouse (including the work- 
house infirmary and fever hospital) though it can be paid to his 
dependants, nor, where he has no dependants, can any agree- 
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ment for the payment in whole or in part of such benefit be made 
between an Approved Society or Insurance Committee and the 
Guardians. 

As regards outdoor relief to insured persons, I am to refer the 
Guardians to Section 109 of the National Insurance Act, which 
provides that in granting outdoor relief to a person in receipt of 
or entitled to receive any benefit under the Act, Boards of Guar- 
dians are not to take into consideration any such benefit except 
so far as such benefit exceeds 5s. a week ; and it is consequently 
incumbent on the Relieving Officers to ascertain for the informa- 
tion of the Guardians whether an applicant is insured, and, if so, 
to what sum over and above os. a week he is entitled. 

In connection with the relief of consumptives who are insured 
the provisions of Sections 12 (2) (iii.) and 109 will apply notwith- 
standing that the duty of administering the sanatorium benefit 
is imposed by Section 16 of the Act on the Insurance Com- 
mittees, who, under Section 17, may extend it to dependants 
of insured persons, and that Poor Paw Authorities are expressly 
debarred from entering into any arrangements with the Com- 
mittees for the purpose of providing treatment for cases of tuber- 
culosis. 

Apart from their powers under the National Insurance Act, 
County and County Borough Councils are authorised to make 
arrangements under the Tuberculosis Prevention (Ireland) Acts, 
1908 and 1913, for the treatment of the disease among non- 
insured persons, and it is therefore possible, that after some time 
the treatment of all classes of consumptives will be under the 
control of a single local authority. Pending, however, the com- 
pletion of schemes and the provision of sanatoria and other similar 
institutions, the Guardians should deal with cases of tuberculosis 
as hitherto.

REPORT OF MISS FITZGERALD-KENNEY ON 
BOARDED-OUT CHILDREN. 

To the Local Government Board. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honour to submit to you my Report 
upon the system of Boarding-out Pauper Children, during the year 
ending March 31st, 1913. 

On the whole the system is progressing not unsatisfactorily. 
But it still remains a matter for regret that the boarding-out of 
children in the Unions into which it has not as yet been intro- 
duced, is looked upon with suspicion and sometimes even with 
actual disapproval. Indeed, I occasionally hear it said that “ the 
children are safer in the Workhouses.” But this idea is founded 
on a not sufficiently informed knowledge of boarding-out, and 
■often on the unfavourable report made by an Inspector on some 
individual case, widely circulated in local newspapers-. When the 
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subject of boarding-out is mooted this report is immediately 
recalled by some Guardian who has read it, and its recital largely 
helps to decide the future action of the Guardians then consider- 
ing the question. 

It is quite forgotten at such discussions that no system is 
perfect ; that one or more abuses, do not prove a system to be bad ; 
that unfavourable reports make a noise, while favourable ones 
pass unnoticed ; and, that the fact that abuses when they do occur 
are detected, is a strong argument in favour of the System. Thus 
it happens that as there is no immediate local experience of the 
System on which to draw for the real knowledge such matters 
demand, the motion "to board-out the children in the work- 
house ” is withdrawn, or what is as bad, indefinitely postponed. 

My invariable experience has been that where the Guardians 
of a Union have had first-hand experience of boarding-out of 
workhouse children, the System takes firm root and after a few 
years of growth, turns former objectors into some of its most 
able supporters. In my opinion the system has only to be seen 
working, for its advantages over workhouse training become 
obvious. 

Nor is this to be wondered at. Youth is more responsive to 
affection than to any other human influence, because youth is 
social and susceptible ; but the wider things it will esteem and be 
loyal to, are matters of training, and this training is not possible 
in a workhouse. 

Is it, therefore, matter for surprise, that the Guardian of a 
Union, accustomed for years, perhaps, to see workhouse children 
in the workhouse schools, or in the play-ground as he passes to a 
Board Meeting, dejected, with a very world of care seeming at 
times to hang over them, or gay in the half-hearted way children 
of the workhouses are gay at play-time, and who, after a year or 
two. in a foster-home meets the same children again, and sees 
them in no way distinguishable from the average child of the 
locality, nimble of limb and deft of fingers, holding a good place 
in their class at school, the favourites of everyone, is it a matter of 
surprise that a Guardian having the two pictures vividlv before 
his eyes attends all future meetings of his Board as a warm sup- 
porter of Boarding-out? 

Within the past few months an example of the kind forcibly 
before me. 

In a Union which had taken up Boarding-out some years ago, 
at my request,, very little progress was made for some time. There 
appeared to be an immense barrier of opposition impossible to 
cross, and it seemed that the System must, eventuallv, languish 
and die, for certain strong interests were vested in keeping all 
the children inmates of the workhouse. The schoolmistress, 
too, was a good one, and if the children were to be sent out’ 

. . . well! While things remained in this state, to the 
despair of the inspector and the higher workhouse officials a 
Guardian of the Union found himself compelled to journev to 
a funeral a long way from his home, and into the district in which 
the children had been sent to nurse. One child still remained 
there at nurse, and another, then over age, had made a home 
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with her foster-parents. Thoughts of boarding-out were com- 
pletely absent from the Guardian’s mind. Soon, however, he 
came to notice the smartness of the boy who attended at the 
Altar, and later learned, as the funeral congregation dispersed, 
that this boy was none other than the boarded-out boy from the 
Workhouse. He heard, too, that the girl who had become 15, 
had refused to go away from her foster-parents, and that she was 
now earning a very respectable sum weekly at the local lace 
school. In a short time the question of boarding-out came up 
again at the Guardians’ meeting. It found no stronger or more 
efficient supporter than this Guardian, and, I am glad to be able 
to state, the result has been , that all available children are now 
placed out at nurse. 

It is, indeed, a matter for regret that in the Union here referred 
to, there are still children in the workhouse, but these are chil- 
dren whom, as the law stands, cannot be boarded-out, being 
neither orphans nor deserted. 

In my last Report to the Board, for the year ending March 31st, 
1913, I referred to the fact that my district 'had recently been 
changed, and that I looked forward to being able to contrast the 
working of the System in the district then lately assigned to me, 
with the existing state of boarding-out in the Unions with which 
I had so long been in touch, and the removal from the charge of 
which I so deeply regretted. There is, however practically 
nothing to contrast. Kinder foster-parents could not be met with 
than m the South, and the attention and care bestowed bv the 
officials there is not surpassed ; but in the North things are equally 
satisfactory . My new district has one advantage over the old — I 
find that it is seldom difficult to obtain the services of a Ladies’ 
Committee who give much attention to the children at nurse, the 
purchase of their clothes, and all matters which concern their 
general well-being. The advantages of such Committees in deal- 
ing with the children when the ladies reside within a few miles at 
most of the foster-homes is apparent. The children are constantlv 
under their observation, and the assistance which such a Com- 
mittee gives to the women-inspectors of the Local Government 
Board must be gratefully acknowledged by me here. In the South 
of Ireland it would be perfectly impossible for the. Boards of Guar- 
dians to secure in all places these Committees, and, unquestion- 
ably, where boarding-out is not very well understood, a too insis- 
tent demand for the appointment of a Committee, tends to mystifv 
the Guardians as to what power they themselves will eventuallv 
have retained and what their future' obligations will be. Latelv 
in a Union- in the new district assigned to my supervision, and in 
which the Guardians, at my request, had decided to put in force 
the system (which they have since done with conspicuous suc- 
cess in the choice of homes they have made), an official of the 
Guardians said to me : “ we have been successful because you 
did not press the formation of the Ladies’ Committee at once.’ - ’ 

This official was not a Relieving Officer, or one who would 
in any way come under the observation of the Ladies’ Committee 
when it is, and I hope it will be, finally appointed; but he saw! 
as everyone must see who is at all fampiar with the point of View 
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of the average Guardian, that as Guardians they might not all 
at once see with the recommendations of their Committee, and 
that delays would then arise before the children could be got into 
the homes, where they are, I am glad to say, now comfortably 
established. 

The payments for the nurse-children in this new district are 
much lower, as a whole, than those with which I have hitherto 
been accustomed to deal, and the clothing allowances usually 
given in the South are considerably in excess of those given 
in many of the Unions now under my care. One of the first 
complaints made to me in many homes is the inadequacy of these 
payments. The result is that in several instances the workhouse 
children are taken out by people who require their services, and 
the Guardians are aware of this fact, and deliberately give inade- 
quate sums in payment, saying: “Well, the child’s work is 
worth something before he goes to school in the morning, and in 
the evenings after his return, and this is the foster-parent’s gain.” 

I look forward to these allowances being increased. In two 
Unions this has already been done, and it can only be a matter 
of organisation and time, until the Unions still allowing far too 
low a scale of payment fall into line. 

Owing to the accident with which I met, and to the leave of 
absence which it necessitated that I should take, I have not been 
able to collect all the statistics of children passing from the 
books, or many other details, with which I am accustomed to 
deal. I shall be able, perhaps, to give them in an addendum to 
'this report later in the year, and if not, I shall show them with 
the figures for next year. 

I can, however, state that the vast majority of the. Poor Law 
girls who have been boarded-out go into situations as domestic 
servants; though in the manufacturing districts a considerable 
number pass into the mills. 

There are a few points which the Guardians should attend to- 
very carefully when sending or allowing these girls to go to 
situations, or when permitting their foster-parents to place them 
at service. 

First, there ought to be care taken that the situations thev go 
to are suitable ones. 

Secondly , that they have received the necessarv preparatory 
training. 

Thirdly, that they are paid their wages regularly, which should 
be just wages. 

Fourthly, that they shall be looked after until thev are old 
enough to stand alone in the battle of life. ' ‘ 

Recently, a case came under my notice where a former foster- 
parent found a situation for. a girl of 15 in a ■ publichouse. 
I have no reason to suppose that this particular public-, 
house was either better or worse than are publichouses in 
general, and since the opening it offered at the moment that 
the child ceased to be paid for by the rates, it was accordingly 
accepted. I learn that the Guardians have decided that they 
have now no further responsibility for this girl, and so ' 
they have done nothing further for her. This is an example of 
a young girl placed at the opening of life, in a position unsuit- 
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able to her age, as I think will be readily admitted, and in a 
position, too, in which she should be regularly watched over. I 
have heard that no wages were fixed as her remuneration, and 
that hitherto none have been paid. It is to be hoped that the 
Guardians will reconsider the matter, and that eventually, some 
satisfactory conclusion may be arrived at. 

The Poor Law Beform Committee Commissioners agreed 
with all the authorities upon the desirability of removing 
children from the workhouses, and stated that in their 
opinion, the child ought to be taken from the workhouse, 
as soon as it is strong enough, and can enjoy health on 
ordinary diet for the young. This is absolutely desirable, for 
when children are placed in homes at a tender age, they cease to 
remember the workhouse, and the strongest ties of affection grow 
up between them and their foster-parents. I had an example of 
this not very long ago. Two very young children, a brother and 
sister, were boarded-out, beyond the Home Union, with a most 
respectable man and wife, whose own family were grown up. I 
called in the ordinary way at the foster-parent’s house ; but found 
the children at school. On that occasion I went to the school at 
which the children were, and found that the plav-hour had 
started, and that the little ones were in the midst of it I saw 
they were well cared for, and I asked the teachers with whom I 
stood in conversation, and who had pointed them out to me, not 
to call them in from their game. Lately, I had occasion again to 
visit this Union. I found > the children at class and the teacher 
kindly sent them to me for inspection into a private class-room. 
Both children asked me who I was ; where I came from ; whether 
their mother had sent me to see them (for so they called their 
foster mother), and then the boy proceeded to tell me that his 
father (i.e., his foster father) had a horse and a car and that he 
would give, me a drive on it. I carefully concealed from the. 
children that I had any connection with a hard outside world 
from which they had found their way into the warm hearts of 
the foster-parents who have never let these little ones know that 
they are not their own. 

Let me give another instance of the way - young children win 
their way in the homes to which they are sent. In a list of chil- 
dren given to me in a Union which boards out many, the ages 
of the children, through a clerical error, had been wrongly 
stated, and I found myself at the end of a long day, with the 
name of a child aged 10 years, for whom no school record was 
available. It was not with very friendly feelings to his foster- 
parents that I commenced to climb the steep track which led to 
their home. As I approached the cottage, a small boy, aged not 
much more than 4 years, came dancing down the field to meet 
me, barking like a dog, and quite prepared to defend his home 
from all outsiders, as I soon discovered by the repeated hard 
bucks with his head which he administered to my skirts. When 
we got to the cottage door he still romped round, playing watch- 
dog, and it was only when his foster-mother appeared that I was 
able to realise the happiness of the child in her care. The affec- 
tion between them was too evident to need remarjr, but she said 
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to me : “I will never part with him , and my husband thinks 
even more of him.” Inside the house, I found the puppy dog 
tied up, he had been hunting lambs, and his enforced absence 
from duty had set the child to play at taking his place. 

With this pleasing picture ; and, I am glad to say a far from an 
isolated one, of a happy child in happy surroundings, I close my 
report.

IV. 

REPORTS ON THE WORK OF THE VACCINE DEPART- 
MENT FOR THE YEAR ENDED 31st MARCH, 1913. 

(i.) Report of the Secretary of Vaccine Department. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honour to report that during the year 
ended 31st March, 1913, the glycerinated calf lymph used by me 
at the Vaccine Department, and issued to the Public Vaccinators 
in Ireland, has proved to be very good, and active in my hands, 
and absolutely pure. 

During the year I had only one case of an infant that failed at 
first attempt, but whom I afterwards successfully vaccinated 
with our glycerinated calf lymph. My methods of testing the 
various lymphs supplied to this Department by Dr. J. Knox 
Denham are the same as formerly. I tested 14 lymphs for 
activity and had not to reject any of them, which I consider is a 
proof that Dr. Denham’s glycerinated calf lymph was very active, 
when first submitted to me for testing, and also that it continued 
to be active, as I had not to return any tubes to him. The 
failures with our lymph reported to me during the year have de- 
creased in number, which shows that the Public Vaccinators are 
more careful to use the lymph as soon as possible after receiving 
it, the failures being generally due to two causes, either keeping 
the lymph too long, or that the lymph was accidently rubbed off 
the infants arms bv their clothes ; the universal use of our As- 
ceptic Vaccination Pads would, I think, prevent this cause of 
failure. The great decrease in the number of vaccinations per- 
formed at the Vaccine Department during the year, I consider 
was due to the fact that an idea is abroad that vaccination is no 
longer' compulsory in Ireland. I have endeavoured to explain 
that this report is incorrect.

(ii.) Report of Bacteriologist to the Local Government Board.. 

I hate the honour to report that during the past year I have, 
by repeated bacteriological examination, carefully ascertained the 
germ-content of the Vaccine Lymph issued to Public Vaccinators 
in Ireland. The whole procedure from the reception of the calf 
at the Sandvmount Institute, to the issue of the lymph for vac- 
cinal purposes is now, as the result of prolonged experience, con- 
ducted in an absolutely uniform manner, so that any departures- 
from the normal as regards the character of the vesicles on the 
inoculated calf, the bacterial content of the lymph, or the vaccinal 
effect on the infant, are readily detected and appropriate action 
at once taken. In my department, this action has been to recom- 
mend the postponement of the issue of the lymph in a few cases 
where, the decrease of the extraneous organisms, as the result of 
glycerination and cold storage, did not seem to have taken place 
to the degree looked upon as desirable. All of these lymphs weie- 
ultimately used with satisfactory results. 

In my report of last year, I took occasion to refer to the then 
new procedure which I had recommended, of applying the Tuber- 
culin Test to all the calves which it was proposed to utilise for 
lymph-production. I now beg to report that, during the past 
year, with the assistance of the staff of the Institute, I have per- 
sonally applied the test to twentv-two calves, Tpith the result that 
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two animals were rejected. One of these, No. 471, was con- 
sidered to give a doubtfully positive reaction. The other, No. 
480, gave what was looked upon as a clearly positive (though 
somewhat delayed) reaction. The. animal was rejected, and 
slaughtered at the Municipal Abattoir on February -25th. At the 
autopsy, conducted under my supervision, by Dr. Charles Den- 
ham, two small nodules of fibro-caseous tubercle were detected 
in the mesenteric glands. The carcase was in all other respects 
perfectly healthy. This result confirms the view, which I ex- 
pressed in last year’s report, with regard to the reliability of this 
test for the purpose of eliminating tuberculous calves. It must, 
I think, be regarded as satisfactory to find that so few of the 
stock animals were found to be infected.

(■iii.) Report on the preparation and storage of the glvcerinated 
calf lymph used by the Vaccine Department. 

I have the honour to report that during the year ending March 
31st, 1913, 100,000 tubes of glycerinated calf lymph were sup- 
plied to the Vaccine Department of the Local Government Board 
for Ireland. I append a table giving the monthly totals of the 
number of tubes supplied to the Vaccine Department during the 
last three years, in which a very considerable falling-off in the 
number of tubes will be noticed. This is to be accounted for 
solely by the fact that in certain districts the enforcement of the 
Vaccination Acts lias been neglected. It is a very serious matter, 
as it shows that a large proportion of our young people are grow- 
ing up unprotected. 

During this year, in no single instance has Dr. Montgomery 
rejected a lymph which has been submitted to him for testing. 

Dr. Browne, Inspector to the Local Government Board, has 
visited the Institute several times and has been present on many 
occasions at the vaccination of calves and preparation of lymph. 

On account of the prevalence of Foot-and-Mouth Disease in 
Ireland during the summer and autumn, and the restrictions on 
the movements of cattle consequently enforced by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Technical Instruction, the difficulty, 
always present, of obtaining suitable calves for vaccination, was 
greatly increased. I received valuable assistance from the De- 
partment in the matter of facilitating the conveyance of calves ; 
in granting passes, and sending an Inspector to the Institute to 
certify as to the healthy condition of the calves on arrival and 
departure. 

Every calf admitted to the Institute throughout the year has 
been subjected to the Tuberculin test, which has been earned out 
by Professor McWeenev. In all instances but two the results 
proved satisfactory. In the first of these cases the. calf gave a 
doubtfully positive reaction, and was rejected, in the second case 
the reaction was undoubtedly positive. 

In consultation, Dr. Browne, Professor McWeenev, Dr. C. H. 
Denham, and I agreed that a confirmatory autopsy on this lattter 
calf would be valuable, in view of our contention that if tuber- 
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culosis be present, even in the smallest degree, tuberculin will 
give a reaction and disclose a lesion which might escape notice 
even at a very careful post-mortem examination. This calf 
was, to all outward appearance, quite healthy. 

Accordingly, I purchased the calf, and it was slaughtered at 
the Municipal Abattoir on February 25th. The autopsy was 
carried out by Dr. C. H. Denham, under the supervision of Pro- 
fessor MeWeeney, who reported on it as follows “ Autopsy, 
February 25th, 1913. — Two tuberculous glands found in. piesen- 
tery, one as big as a •walnut, the other as a hazel nut. Both con- 
tained yellow cheesy matter, in which typical Tubercle Bacilli 
were readily detected.” 

During the year, Dr. C. H. Denham, m.b. , b.ch. (t.c.d.), 
d.p.h. , has joined the staff of the Institute.

REPORT OF THE PHARMACIST TO THE LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT BOARD ON THE ANALYSIS 
OF DRUGS, &c. 


To the Local Government Board for Ireland. 

15th April, 1913. 

Gentlemen, 

I have the honour to submit my report , upon the working of 
my department during the past year, in reference to — 

(1) The analysis of medicines, and 

(2) The control of expenditure on foot of the supply of medi- 

cines and medical and -surgical appliances. 

c 2 
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I am happy to be able to report that the results of the year’s 
working are very satisfactory in most respects. 

The number of Analysts' certificates presented and examined 
was : — 

Prom Workhouses, ... ... ... 543 

,, Dispensaries, ... ... ... 2,361 

Total, ... 2,904 

These certificates dealt with 8,887 distinct samples, of which 
107 were certified to be out of agreement with the standards 
laid down , but 15 of them were taken from drugs supplied under 
the contracts for the year 1911-12. 

The defective samples represent 1.2 per cent, of the total 
number examined, the percentage in the preceding year having 
been a little lower, viz., 1.035 per cent. 

The galenical preparations supplied were of excellent quality, 
as shown by the average results obtained on analysis, and which 
are detailed in Summary I. attached. Had there not been an 
unusual breakdown in some of the liniments supplied, the 
record for the year would have been the best yet reached. 

One batch of Liniment of Aconite (7 samples), and four batches 
of Liniment of Belladonna (29 samples), failed to satisfy the 
Analysts, owing to their having been inaccurately standardised. 

The alcoholic preparations maintained the high standard which 
has been observed in recent years. Out of 4,363 samples of such 
•drags reported on, only 12 were deficient in alcohol (.027 per 
cent.), while out of 2,409 samples of Tinctures, only 3 failed in 
that respect. 


Summary of Medicines reported upon unfavourably by Analysts, 
showing the particulars in which they were defective. 
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Prescribed Lists. 

The lists for the coming year were revised in accordance with 
the current market prices, which, generally speaking, were 
slightly lower than in the preceding year. 

A few drugs have been added to the list which have obtained 
general acceptance. 

Contractors. 

The number of firms which enter into competition for the 
Medicine contracts has become so small that, as was anticipated, 
the discounts which they offer have become less liberal. 

The average discounts obtained on .Medicine contracts for the 
year 1912-13 was 30.4 per cent, as compared with 33 per cent, 
in the preceding year. 

A larger number of firms compete for the contracts for Medical 
and Surgical Appliances, with the result that the average dis- 
count was 36.86 per cent, as compared with 36.48 per cent, in 
the preceding year. 

An improvement has been observed in the time taken for the 
despatch of orders by the contractors, but there are still numerous 
complaints as to difficulties and delays in the local distribution of 
supplies, to meet which I have made suggestions to your Board. 

Analysts. 

No changes have occurred in the staff of Union Analysts dur- 
ing the year. The work appears to be discharged with care, 
but more, promptness is much to be desired still on the part of 
some of these officers. 


Medical Officers. 

There has been to some extent a return to the practice of 
requisitioning medicines quarterly, and consequently more 
samples of drugs have been submitted for analvsis, the number* 
being 8,887, against 8,593 in 1911-12. 

In many Dispensary districts requisitions are still presented 
at irregular and prolonged intervals, notwithstanding the pres- 
sure which has been brought to bear upon medical officers during 
the past two years. 

The despatch of samples for analysis is not as prompt as it 
ought to be, and there is stilly a certain proportion of these officers 
who pay little regard to the regulations laid down for their 
guidance. 

Recoupment Claims. 

The examination of these claims has been carried out as usual, 
and affords complete opportunities for observing how the 
machinery of medical supplies is being worked by contractors 
and by medical and other Union officers. 

Although the number of instances of extreme extravagance 
observed during the year was not large, the general expenditure 
shows a marked advance over that of the few years immediately 
preceding. 

In the half-year ended March, 1912, the expenditure for six 
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dispensary districts was reported as excessive, and a disallowance 
of a portion of the recoupment claimed was recommended. 

In the half-year ended September, 1912, special reports were 
made upon the expenditure in 18 Unions, and in some of these 
a portion of the claim was disallowed under the powers of the 
Board. 

In several instances recoupment was also disallowed upon the 
cost of Medicines, &c., in consequence of the failure of medical 
officers to present Analysts' certificates in due time.

Making allowance for the fact that the increased spirit duties 
have caused an additional charge of about £1,400 vearlv since 
March, 1909, the expenditure for the vear proved to be the 
highest recorded since 1903. 

This is apparently due to : — 

(1) . The steady reduction which has been experienced in the 
last three years in the average rates of discount allowed by con- 
tractors, which reached their maximum in the year 1909-10. 

In that year the average discount on Medicine contracts was 
34.5 per cent., and on Appliances 37.7 per cent, as compared 
with 30.4 per cent, and 36.48 per cent, in last year. 

This I estimate will account for a sum of £1,300. 

(2) . The cost of the year ended September, 1911, was low, * 
largely owing to the abandonment of quarterly orders, and 
resulted m a need for larger supplies in the early part of last year. 

(3) Over and above these causes, I observe a general tendency 
to order Medicines more freely, and this may possibly indicate a 
better and more efficient service. 

The usual summary is annexed, which shows the average 
results. obtained from the analysis of galenical preparations com- 
pared with the standards laid down.

Whereas it is enacted by sub-section (5) (a) of section 4 of the 
Tuberculosis Prevention (Ireland) Act, 1908 (hereinafter referred 
to as “ the Act ”), that a county council shall, for every hospital 
or dispensary established by them under the Act, appoint a 
medical superintendent having the prescribed qualifications a 
such salary as may be approved by the Local Government 
Board : - 

And whereas it is enacted among other things by section si oi 
the Act that in the Act, unless the context otherwise _ requires, 
the expression " hospital ” includes a sanatorium and the ex- 
pression ‘ * prescribed ’ ’ means prescribed by the Local Govern- 
ment Board : 

Now therefore We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, 
in exercise of the power given to Us by the above-cited sub-sec- 
tion (5) (a) of section 4 of the Act, and of all other powers m this 
behalf enabling Us, do hereby order and prescribe as follows, that 

1S ° Every person to be appointed Medical Superintendent of a 
Hospital, Sanatorium, or Dispensary established under 
the Act shall be a registered medical practitioner and 
shall, prior to such appointment 

(a) have acted as superintendent or assistant superin- 
tendent of a sanatorium or tuberculosis dispensary for 
not less than six months ; 

or (b) have obtained a certificate of proficiency in the diag- 
nosis and treatment of tuberculosis after attending a six 
months’ course of instruction at pnv institution that- 
mav be recognised by Us as an efficient school for giving 
such instruction : 
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or (c) otherwise satisfy Us that he possesses special know- 
ledge of the diagnosis and treatment of tuberculosis.

Rag Flock Act, 1911. 

Regulations under section 1 (1). (12f7i August, 191*2.1 

General. 

THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT BOARD FOR IRELAND. 

To every Urban and Rural Sanitary Authority in Ireland; and to 
all others whom it may concern : 

Whereas by sub-section (1) of section 1 of the Rag Flock Act, 
1911 (hereinafter referred to as “ the Act ”), as modified in its 
application to Ireland by sub-section (9) of the said section, it is. 
enacted in effect as follows : — 

“ (1) It shall not be lawful for any person to sell or have in his 
possession for sale flock manufactured from rags or to 
“ use for the purpose of making any article of uphol- 
“ stery, cushions, or bedding flock manufactured from 
" rags or to have in his possession flock manufactured 
“ from rags intended to be used for any such purpose, 
“ unless the flock conforms to such standard of cleanli- 
ness as may be prescribed by regulations to be made by 
“.the Local Government Board for Ireland, and, if any 
person sells or uses or has in his possession flock in con- 
“ travention of this Act, he shall be liable on summary 
“conviction to a fine not exceeding, in the case of a 
“ first offence, ten pounds, or in the case of a second or 
“ subsequent offence fifty pounds.’’ 

And whereas it is expedient that the Regulations hereinafter 
set forth be made in relation to flock manufactured from rags : 
Now therefore. We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, 
by this Our Order, and in the exercise of the powers conferred 
upon Us by the Act, and of every other power enabling Us in 
that behalf, do make the following Regulations, that is to sav : — 
Article I. — Flock shall be deemed to conform to the standard 
of cleanliness for the purposes of sub-section (1) of section 1 of the 
Act when the amount of soluble chlorine, in the form of chlorides, 
removed by thorough washing with distilled water at a tempera- 
ture not exceeding 25 degrees Centigrade from not less than 40 
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grammes of a well-mixed sample of flock, does not exceed 30 
parts of chlorine in 100,000 parts of the flock. 

Article II. — These Regulations may be cited as "The Rag 
Flock (Ireland) Regulations. 1912,” and shall come into opera- 
tion on the First day of September, One Thousand Nine Hun- 
dred and Twelve.

II.— CIRCULARS. 

PARLIAMENTARY GRANT FOR SANATORIUM 
PURPOSES. 

Finance Act, 1911, and National Insurance Act, 1911. 

Local Government Board. Dublin, 20tli May, 1912. 

Sir, — I am directed by the Local Government Board for Ire- 
land to state that they have under consideration the question of 
the distribution of the Irish share of the sum which has been set 
apart by Parliament for the purposes of the provision of or making 
grants in aid to sanatoria and other institutions for the treatment 
of tuberculosis, or such other diseases as the Board, with the ap- 
proval of the Treasury, may appoint. 

As the Council are no doubt aware, a sum of £1,500,000 was 
appropriated by Section 16 of the Finance Act, 1911, for these 
purposes. Section 04 of the National Insurance Act, 1911 (as 
applied by Section 81) provides that this sum shall be apportioned 
between the several parts of the United Kingdom in proportion 
to their population, and that the Irish share shall be distributed 
by the Local Government- Board for Ireland with the consent of 
the Treasury. 

The question now arises how this sum which Parliament has 
allocated can be utilised to the best advantage in the campaign 
against tuberculosis which is proceeding. 

Functions of County Councils. 

Under the Tuberculosis Prevention (Ireland) Act-, 1908, County 
Councils m Ireland have already been vested with full powers in 
regard to the prevention and treatment of Tuberculosis, and it 
appears to the Board that this grant now provides a means bv 
which the powers conferred on the Countv Councils might be 
immediately exercised to the fullest extent', at an inappreciable 
cost to the ratepayers, in establishing, in conjunction with 
voluntary associations formed for the same purpose, a compre- 
hensive scheme by means of Dispensaries, Sanatoria and Hospitals 
for the treatment of every stage of the disease throughout the 
whole of the country. 
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Under the National Insurance Act, the Insurance Committees 
will be provided with funds for defraying the cost of treatment 
of cases of Tuberculosis occurring among insured persons who 
will include practically the whole population working for wages 
within the prescribed income limit. It will, therefore, be 
observed that if the Councils make adequate and proper 
provision for the care of these persons, not only will they receivc- 
a large contribution from the Grant towards the establishment 
of the Dispensaries and Sanatoria , but they will also recover the 
bulk of the cost of maintenance and management in the form of 
per capita allowances in respect of patients treated for the 
Insurance Committees. 

In this way the annual charge falling on the County Councils 
and voluntary associations for providing institutions under the 
Act will be reduced to a minimum, and as any capital expen- 
diture incurred by a County Council with this object may be 
spread over a term of years, the repayment of principal and 
interest on any loan required by a County Council over and above 
the amount allocated from the Grant- would involve a very trifling 
addition to the County rate. 

The matter is one which it is urgently necessary the County 
Councils should take in hands at once, inasmuch* as when the 
National Insurance Act has come into active operation, and the. 
Insurance Committees in the several counties and county 
boroughs are making arrangements for the treatment of insured 
persons under their jurisdiction who are suffering from tuber- 
culosis, and possibly for their dependants also, increased demand 
for accommodation for tuberculous cases as well as for non- 
institutional treatment will necessarily arise. 

It is most important where a State Grant for a definite purpose 
has to be administered for the common benefit of an entire 
country that all local authorities should act in general co-operation, 
and, as far as possible, upon uniform lines. If the Councils act 
independently of each other, the Local Government Board would 
be called upon to consider each application for a share in the 
Sanatorium Grant upon the strength of its own individual case 
and in the order of priority in which it is received, whereas if 
all Councils throughout the country agree to work concurrently 
upon accepted principles, the distribution of the Grant to each 
county could be made upon some basis as to population and 
public requirements which might be generally agreed upon. 

I nstitutiom recommended. 

The sum which Parliament has set apart for sanatorium 
purposes is not confined to the provision of sanatoria and other 
institutions for insured persons only, with or without their 
dependants, but should be utilised for the rest of the population 
as well. The matter has, therefore, to be looked at as referring 
to the amount of provision for the treatment of tuberculosis in 
the whole population (a) by tuberculosis dispensaries, and (6).hv 
sanatoria or other institutions. 

So far as Dispensaries are concerned, one for each County and 
County Borough would be required, and in the larger Counties 

n 4 
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one or more branch Dispensaries, and the Board estimate that 
if they ear-marked from £20 ,000 to £25,000 for this purpose- 
together with providing the necessary beds which should be 
attached to these Dispensaries for keeping patients under close 
observation for short periods, it woidd go a long way towards the 
initial establishment cost, while the annual charge for main- 
tenance and staff should, in some of the Boroughs and many of 
the Counties, be wholly met by the Capitation allowances from 
the Insurance Committees in respect of insured persons. In the 
Board’s opinion, the first and most important step in the scheme 
will be the establishment of a Tuberculosis Dispensary for each 
County, as it will serve as a centre for the treatment of patients 
affected with tuberculous disease and thus confer great and 
immediate benefits upon the community' until further arrange- 
ments have been made : effect should be given to this recom- 
mendation without delay. 

With regard to Sanatoria , the Board would favour the establish- 
ment of a limited number of these institutions for large areas 
under combinations of County Councils and County Borough 
Councils. So far as it is possible to form an opinion at present, 
it seems probable that at least 300 further beds, in addition to 
the accommodation already available in public Sanatoria, will 
be required for the immediate needs of early cases, but a much 
larger provision will be required for late cases. In some 
instances, it may be expedient to utilise, extend or adapt existing 
buildings where these are available, but new institutions should 
be planned on a sufficiently large scale to secure economy both in 
construction and in administration. As at present- advised, the 
Board consider that such an institution should not, as a general 
rule, be provided for less than 75 patients. Such an establish- 
ment could he supervised by one Medical Superintendent. 

The Medical Officers of Sanatoria and Comity Dispensaries 
must be men of high professional standing and administrative 
ability, and possessing special knowledge in the treatment of 
tuberculosis. The success of the scheme will in a large decree 
depend upon the proper selection of the staff. 

Interim Report of Departmental Committee. 

' In connection with the distribution of the Parliamentary 
Grant, a Committee has been appointed to advise the Government 
as to the main principles to be observed, and a copy of the 
Interim Report of the Committee is enclosed herewith for the 
information of the Council. This report embodies information 
as to the inter-relation which is regarded as desirable between 
institutional and other forms of treatment, and as to the different 
kinds of institutional treatment which mav be called for to meet 
the circumstances of individual patients ‘and the requirements 
of various administrative areas. 

The Board commend this report to the earnest consideration 
of the County Councils. They will observe that the Committee 
explain that some of their recommendations are not applicable 
tc- Ireland, or may require to be considerably modified, but the 
same general principles as regards treatment and the class of 
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institution to be established are held to be applicable, and the 
authorities administering the Grant are advised to be guided by 
these, general principles. 

The Board understand that a Conference under the Public 
Health Conference Act is to be held by the Local Health 
Authorities and Women's National Health Association on the 
23rd and 24th May, at which there will be a discussion on the 
different points raised in the Interim Report, which is sure to be 
most instructive, and will afford much assistance to the Local 
Authorities. 


Procedure suggested. 

The Board would suggest, for the consideration of the County 
Councils, that each County Council should appoint a Sub- 
Committee to prepare and submit schemes for 

{a) The establishment of Dispensaries within their own 
County ; 

(6) The combination with other Counties or County 
Boroughs for establishment of Sanatoria. 

With regard to (a) the Dispensaries, the Sub-Committee might 
arrange, subject to the approval of their Council, for the area to 
be served by each. Dispensary, which might, in many cases, be 
situated in or on the grounds of the County Infirmary, and for 
the appointment and remuneration of Medical Officers and 
Nurses. These schemes would form the basis of the applications 
to the Local Government Board for a contribution from the Grant. 

If au estimate of the probable number of insured persons in 
each county could be made, it would enable some idea to be formed 
of the extent of financial assistance which might be expected 
from the Insurance Committees towards maintenance charges. 

For the purpose (6) of establishing Sanatoria, the Sub- 
Committees should consider the Counties which might 
conveniently combine, and the Committees of the Counties 
included in the combination might then arrange to hold con- 
ferences in Dublin, or other convenient centre, so that all 
associated Counties, by proceeding concurrently upon similar 
lines, and working upon the same principles as regards equipment 
and cost, might derive similar advantages, and receive equal 
participation of the Grant. By taking this course for the estab- 
lishment of Sanatoria, and linking tip these with the' County 
Dispensaries, the Councils would lay the foundations of a national 
system of administration dealing with tuberculosis. 

V ohm tanj Associations. 

Much has been done in the past by private effort and 
munificence in the direction of the suppression of tuberculosis, 
and while the Council will, it is hoped, co-operate with voluntary 
agencies working in the same cause, the Board are satisfied that 
if a comprehensive and efficient provision against Tuberculosis is 
to be established throughout Ireland, the country must rely upon 
the local authorities freely exercising their powers under the 
Tuberculosis Act of 1908, and acting together with the voluntary 
associations in general co-operation on uniform lines. 
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Principles of distribution 0 / Grant. 

It will be understood that the Board are not able at the present 
time to commit themselves completely to the precise course that 
will be pursued in connection with the Grant, especially as the 
consent of the Treasury is necessary to the scheme of distribution, 
but they may make the following observations : — 

1. They consider that grants should only be made where capital 
outlay is necessary for establishing new Sanatoria or extending 
existing institutions, and, in accordance with the suggestions in 
the Interim Report, no contribution could be recommended by 
them merely on account of Sanatoria already built from 
voluntary contributions or from local rates. 

2. The Irish share of the. total sum of .41, 500,000 represents the 
total sum which will be available for distribution by the Board, 
but it may be distributed by instalments as the provision of 
institution's proceeds. 

The Departmental Committee, in their Interim Report, recom- 
mend that three-fifths of the cost per head per bed is the maximum 
which should be allowed for Sanatoria, and four-fifths of the cost 
for Dispensaries. 

While the Local Government Board, so. far as they are 
concerned, are not prepared to bind themselves to adopt this exact 
proportion in making their distribution for Ireland, having regard 
to the pressure of rates in many parts of the country, they 
recognise that, according to the terms of the Statute, then- 
distribution as regards Sanatoria must take the form of a Grant 
in aid, and must be supplemented by a contribution from rates or 
from other sources. 

3. Before making a Grant, the Board must be satisfied as to 
the character of the provision proposed to be made, and as to its 
relation to any general scheme. Plans and estimates of the 
buildings proposed to be erected should accompany each applica- 
tion. 

It is desirable that 

(a) A scheme should include provision for the treatment of 

tuberculosis at all states of the disease : 

(b) The provision should lie such as may be permanently 

suitable for approval under the Rational Insurance 

Act for purposes of sanatorium benefit. 

4. Economy should be studied in the provision of new establish- 
ments. Cheap sites and inexpensive buildings should be aimed 
at, and accommodation should be provided for a considerable 
number of inmates in order to reduce the average cost per bed. 

5. The Grant cannot, in any circumstances, be applied towards 
defraying annual charges for the maintenance of institutions. 
The sums payable to local authorities for the institutional treat- 
ment of insured persons under the National Insurance Act will 
depend on the arrangements made by the Insurance Committee, 
to the satisfaction of the Insurance Commissioners, with those 
authorities. It should be noticed that by Section 64 (4i of the 
Act power is given to an Insurance Committee, with the consent 
of the Insurance Commissioners, to enter into a binding agree- 
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ment for a term of years for a definite payment towards the 
maintenance of an institution, or the provision of treatment 
therein for persons recommended by them for sanatorium treat- 
ment. It should further be observed that under Sections 59 and 81, 
where the County Council agree to defray any cost of sanatorium 
benefit, this bod} 7 may get increased representation on the 
Insurance Committee with a corresponding diminution of repre- 
sentatives of insured persons in the area. 

By Section 22 the Council of any Borough or Urban or Rural 
District may agree to make good the whole or any part of the sums 
payable by a County Council, so far as it is properly attributable to 
the borough or district In so far as an institution provided by 
the Council is used for persons other than those sent through an 
Insurance Committee, the Council will be in the same position 
as local authorities are in general with regard to charging for 
patients admitted to their hospitals. 

0. In order that there may be no overlapping of the work of 
local authorities and voluntary associations, and in order that any 
proposals for providing treatment may form part of a satisfactory 
general scheme, any applications for grants which are made 
otherwise than bv the Council of a County or County Borough 
should, where possible, be transmitted to the Board through the 
Council with their observations thereon. If this should not be 
found convenient in any instance, the Local Government Board 
will notify to each County Council any applications made for 
grants by voluntary associations for the service of that County. 

The Board will be glad to be informed, as soon as possible, of 
the progress made in each County or County Borough in this 
matter, with special reference to any combined action which may 
be contemplated and generally as regards the arrangements pro- 
posed. They are anxious to allow as much elasticity in the 
framing of schemes as is consistent with general efficiency, and 
their Inspectors will be prepared to confer with representatives 
of the Councils, and give them such assistance as may be found 
possible.

provision of treatment for tuberculous patients in connection with 
the Sanatorium Grant. It appeared to the Board that the desired 
information would be most readily available for the requirements 
of County Councils, if presented in the shape of model plans 
for dispensary buildings, and they accordingly instructed their 
technical officers to draw up such plans. 
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Two model designs are now transmitted herewith for the 
information and guidance of the County Council. 

The institution shown in Plan “ A ” is intended to be erected 
on the grounds of, and worked in conjunction with, a County 
Infirmary. For this reason the only .accommodation provided 
for Nurses is a sittingroom, the intention being that quarters for 
the staff will be available in the? Infirmary buildings. The 
observation wards are primarily intended for two beds each, but, 
if necessary, a third bed can be accommodated. 

Plan “ B ” is somewhat more elaborate, and is designed to be 
worked as an independent institution. The arrangement of the 
Dispensary proper is similar to that shown on Plan “ A,” except 
that small dressing-rooms are provided for patients of both sexes, 
and the Observation Wards are of a size to accommodate three 
beds in each. A sittingroom on the ground floor is set apart for 
the Nurses, as before, and in the upper portion of the Central 
Block bedrooms are provided for two Nurses and a Ward Maid, 
in addition to a bath-room and a linen store. 

It is not suggested that these plans shall necessarily be regarded 
as defining the exact form which a Tuberculosis Dispensary shall 
take. They will , however, serve to illustrate the nature of the 
accommodation which appears to the Board to be necessary, and, 
at the same time, they will be a guide to the Architects employed 
by County Councils as to the general arrangement of the new 
buildings. 

The buildings as shown on the plans are intended to be of brick- 
work, but in some districts masonry will, doubtless, be found 
more convenient, and, where suitable aggregates for concrete are 
available, this material may be found the least costly. Owing to 
the extent to which the cost* of building varies in different- districts, 
it is not possible to arrive at a satisfactory general estimate of 
the cost of erecting those buildings, but- the Architects appointed 
by County Councils will he in a position to prepare estimates at 
the prices which obtain locally. Where a permanent structure 
of the types shown is considered too expensive, the erection of 
buildings of a temporary nature may become necessary, and the 
Board believe that buildings of this character could be erected 
from the enclosed plans by any firm of temporary building experts 
at a cost of, say, £600 for Plan “ A,” and £900 for Plan “ B.” 
This estimate would be well within the limits of the distribution 
of the Sanatorium Grant which the Board have recommended 
for adoption, and would still leave a substantial margin to be 
expended for the provision of Sanatoria either in conjunction 
with other Councils or independently. 

The Council, of course, are aware that the Dispensary should 
be under the control of a Medical Superintendent, who should be 
appointed without delay by them, so that- his advice may be 
available for the guidance of the County Council in dealing with 
the various details which will arise in establishing a County 
dispensary system. 
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The Local Government Board trust that the County Councils 
•will recognise the responsibility which devolves upon them in 
respect of providing for the treatment of persons suffering from 
Tuberculosis, and that without waiting for the completion of other 
details of their scheme, each County Council will make immediate 
arrangements for the establishment of a Tuberculosis Dispensary 
system. — I am, &e.,

Sir, — I am directed by the Local Government Board for 
Ireland to transmit, herewith, for the information of the County 
Council, a copy of an Order which the Board have made in 
pursuance of Section 4 (5) (a) of the Tuberculosis Prevention 
(Ireland) Act, 1908, prescribing the qualifications of the Medical 
Superintendent of a hospital or dispensary established by a County 
Council. 

In prescribing the qualifications, the Board have been 
influenced by the consideration that the primary requisite is 
practical experience in the diagnosis and treatment of Tuber- 
culosis, gained either through the tenure of a responsible position 
involving the treatment of tuberculous disease, or through a six 
months’ course of instruction at some recognised institution. 
The Board observe, from the schemes of County Councils as 
submitted to them, that the recommendation of the Departmental 
Committee on Tuberculosis in regard to the establishment of a 
Tuberculosis Dispensary as the first and most important unit in 
the administrative arrangements for the cure and prevention oi 
Tuberculosis is being generally followed. In the selection of 
Medical Superintendents for these instiutions when established 
by County Councils the qualifications of candidates will be 
governed bv the terms of the present Order of the Board. 

Too much stress cannot be laid upon the importance of the 
proper selection of the Medical Superintendent, who should 
possess such professional standing as to command the confidence 
of the medical practitioners of the county, and who, in laying 
down the lines upon which the system is to be worked in any 
given area, as well as in dealing with the details of administration, 
will be called on to display initiative, and ability for organisation. 
The future success of both the Tuberculosis Dispensary and 
Sanatorium will be largely determined by the officer who is first 
placed in charge, therefore, he should, in addition to the special 
qualifications which are included in the. Board’s Order, have had 
experience in laboratory work, and if he has not acted as a 
Medical Superintendent or Assistant Superintendent in a Tuber- 
culosis Dispensary or Sanatorium, then he should at least have 
taken a responsible part in the management of a general hospital. 
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The efficient working of the Dispensary or Sanatorium will 
occupy the entire attention of the Medical Superintendent, and 
he should be required to give his whole time to the discharge of 
his duties. — I am . &c\ ,

I am directed by the Local Government Board for 
Ireland to bring under the notice of the Council the provisions of 
the Rag Block Act, 1911 (copy enclosed herewith), the object of 
which is to prevent the sale and use for manufacturing purposes 
of unclean flock made from rags. 


Description of Offences. 

The Act renders it illegal for any person (1) to sell or have in 
his possession for sale flock manufactured from rags, or (2) to 
use for the purpose of making any article of upholstery, cushions, 
or bedding, flock manufactured from rags, or (3) to have in his 
possession flock manufactured from rags intended to be used for 
any such purpose, unless the flock conforms to such standard of 
cleanliness as may be prescribed by regulations to be made by 
the Board. Any person who sells, uses, or has in his possession 
flock in contravention of the Act becomes liable on su mm ary 
conviction to a fine not exceeding, in the case of a first offence, 
ten pounds, or in the case of a second or subsequent offence, fifty 
pounds (section 1 ( 1 ) 1 . 


Regulations. 

A copy of the regulations made by the Board in pursuance of 
the Act is enclosed herewith. Under these regulations it is 
prescribed that

The regulations will come into operation on the 1st proximo. 

Duty of Sanitary Authority. 

f 18 w® , dut - v , of the Council, as the Sanitary Authority 
^ tnc . t '. t0 enforce the provisions of the Act within them 
district. Bor this purpose the medical officer of health which 
expression includes a medical superintendent officer of’ health, 
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or any other officer whom the Council may appoint , is empowered, • 
if so authorised by the Council, to institute and carry on any 
proceedings which the Council are authorised to institute and 
carry on under the Act, and to enter at all reasonable times any 
premises in which he has reasonable cause to believe that an 
offence under the Act is being committed, and to examine and 
take samples for the purpose of analysis of any flock found on 
the premises. But where a sample is taken the occupier of the 
premises is at liberty to require the officer taking the sample to 
divide, it into two parts and to mark, seal, and deliver to the 
occupier one part. A person who wilfully obstructs any officer 
in the execution of his powers as above mentioned will render 
himself liable on summary conviction to a fine not exceeding- 
five pounds (section 1 (5)). 

Proceedings against- Offenders. 

In connection with proceedings against offenders it should be 
noted that where a person is charged with having flock in his 
possession in contravention of the Act any flock proved in the 
proceedings to have been found in his possession is to be deemed 
to be intended for sale or for use in the manufacture of such 
articles as above mentioned, unless the contrarv is proved (sec- 
tion 1 (4) ). 1 

It may be further pointed out that in the proceedings it will 
be open to any person who is proved to have committed an 
offence, to show that he (1) purchased the flock in respect of 
which the offence was committed from a person resident within 
the. United Kingdom who sold the flock under a warranty that it 
complied with £he prescribed standard of cleanliness, and further 
(2) took reasonable steps to ascertain, and did in fact believe in, 
the accuracy of the statement contained in the warranty. In 
such a case the person charged will be entitled upon an informa- 
tion laid by him to have the person who gave the warranty brought 
before the Court and that person may be summarily convicted of 
the offence in question, and if so convicted may be made liable, 
in the discretion of the Court, to pay any costs' incidental to the 
proceedings, and the person originally charged is to be exempt 
from any fine (section 1 (3)). 

Expenses. 

The expenses of the Council under the Act are to be defrayed 
as part of the general expenses incurred in the execution of the 
Public Health Acts (section 1 (6) (c)). 

Application of Penalties. 

All fines imposed in any proceedings instituted by the Council 
in pursuance of their powers and duties under the Act are to be 
paid to the Council and carried to the credit of .the fund out of 
which the expenses incurred by them under the Act are defrayed 
(section 1 (7)). — I am, &c.,

TREATMENT OF TUBERCULOSIS. 

Sir, — I am directed by the Local Government Board for 
Ireland to advert to their circular letter of the 20th May last, 
with reference to the Parliamentary Grant for sanatorium 
purposes, and to state that they have received a large number of 
communications from County Councils who are engaged in 
formulating schemes for the establishment -of institutions for the 
treatment of Tuberculosis . the cost of which will be , for the most 
part, defrayed out of the Grant. The Board think it might be 
useful to offer some further observations on the subject, and at 
the same time to refer to the annual contributions which the 
Treasury have agreed to make in aid of the expenditure of local 
authorities undertaking schemes for the general treatment of 
tuberculosis in their areas. 

The scheme outlined in the Board’s former letter comprises 
two units. 


Tuberculosis Dispensary. 

The first and most important is the Tuberculosis Dispensary 
which is intended to serve as the centre for carrying out all the 
functions in connection with Tuberculosis administration in the 
area. The Board consider that the establishment of an 
institution of this kind for each administrative County is essential, 
as it should be the foundation of a general system for getting in 
touch with all the cases of Tuberculosis in the County. At. the 
Dispensary some of the modern methods of treatment can be 
given under proper supervision , and the patient should be given 
definite instructions with regard to ventilation, the arrangement 
of sleeping accommodation, the disposal of sputum, the need of 
rest, the economical choice of foods, and other matters calculated 
to benefit his health, and minimise the risk of spreading infection. 
The Nurse attached to the Dispensary should call at the patient’s 
home, with the object of rectifying any faulty or unhygienic 
conditions found there, and also for the purpose of collecting such 
information as the Tuberculosis Officer may require. A few 
shelters might be stored at the Dispensary so that they would be 
ready to be lent out to patients for use at their own homes. 

Dispensary Medical Superintendent. 

It is generally recognised that the efficiency of the whole 
administration will largely depend upon the" knowledge and 
experience of the Superintendent Medical Officer who will be 
placed in charge of the Dispensary, as the general management 
and control of the whole movement in the County should, for the 
most part be under his direction. It would be desirable that his 
services should also be available as Medical Adviser to the 
Insurance Committee for purposes of Sanatorium benefit. 

With a view' to assisting County Councils to obtain Superin- 
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tendent Medical Officers having experience in the diagnosis and 
treatment of Tuberculosis, the Board issued then - Order of the 
19th July last prescribing qualifications necessary for Medical 
Superintendents in Hospitals and Dispensaries established by 
County Councils. The majority of the County Councils have 
«nce appointed Medical Superintendents to take charge of their 
Tuberculosis Dispensaries, and these officers are in most cases 
undergoing a special course of instruction so as to comply with thw 
terms of the Board's Order, and in many instances they will be 
ready to take up their duties within the next two or three months. 
But so far the County Councils (except in a few instances) have 
not yet taken active steps to establish their Central Dispensary, 
and until such is provided the services of the Superintendent Medi- 
cal Officers cannot be effectively applied. The County Councils, 
therefore, should lose no time in acquiring the necessary accom- 
modation, or where this is not available, thev should acquire a 
suitable site upon which to erect the necessary building. The 
Board would point out that the Parliamentary Grant in aid of 
sanatoria and other institutions for the treatment of Tuberculosis 
is available for this purpose in those Counties where the 
1. ispensary forms part of a general scheme for the prevention , 
treatment and control of Tuberculosis, and they will be prepared 
to favourably consider applications for defraying the cost of the 
Dispensary out of the Grant. 


Sanatoria, Etc. 


Ihe second unit in the scheme is the Sanatorium, which 
includes the different kinds of institutions for the treatment of 
the various forms of Tuberculosis. The selection of cases suitable 
tor treatment in these institutions should be made by the Superin- 
tendent of the Dispensary, who would be in a position to take 
fill the circumstances into consideration. As regards provision 
tor early cases, many of these will, for various reasons, be treated 
at the Dispensary, while some can best be treated in an institution 
in this connection it might be mentioned that the Countv 
infirmaries are doing useful work in affording treatment for a 
arge number of patients suffering from Surgical Tuberculosis 
but are m many instances so hampered by the want of sufficient 
tunds that their usefulness is much curtailed. It appears to the 
Board that- m the organisation of Countv schemes for dealing- 
with Tuberculosis, it would be possible to' arrange that surgical 
cases of the disease should be treated in the County Infinnary 
and that m this way a measure of financial assistance might be 
given to these institutions. The Board have in several instances ' 
expressed approval of County Infirmaries under section 16 (1) (a) 
ot the National Insurance Act for insured persons affected with 
harms of Tuberculosis requiring surgical treatment, and the 
Board are prepared to consider applications from those County 
Infirmaries not already approved for the purpose County 
Councils which have made no arrangements yet for providing 
■ sanatorium accommodation should do so without delay as the 
Board cannot undertake to reserve indefinitely the portion of 
the Grant to which the County is entitled unless some assurance 
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is given of the Council's intention to utilise their share within a 
reasonable time. 

In such a disease as Tuberculosis the prevention of infection, 
the removal of conditions favouring infection, and the treatment 
of the patient must necessarily be placed in the closest relation 
to each other, and, therefore, require a duly co-ordinated scheme 
of administration under the control of one authority. The Board 
have no hesitation in endorsing the opinion of the Departmental 
Committee, that the organisation of schemes to meet the require- 
ments necessary for the prevention and treatment of this disease 
can best be carried out if undertaken by County Councils. This 
will also be evident from a financial point of view when the 
assistance which the Treasury have agreed to give to County 
Councils undertaking this woi’k is fully considered. The County 
Councils have been informed as to the approximate amount each 
may calculate upon receiving for the purpose of capital expen- 
diture in providing institutions, but in addition they will now 
have at their disposal a contribution towards the annual cost of 
maintenance, which is a matter of far greater consequence. Full 
particulars of this annual grant are given in the Board’s circular 
letter of this date. 

It will be observed from the circular letter referred to that 
the National Insurance Act requires Insurance Committees to 
make arrangements with a view to providing treatment for 
insured persons suffering from Tuberculosis, and empowers them 
to extend their arrangements so as to include also the dependants, 
or any class of dependants of insured persons. The Act also 
provides that any estimated excess of expenditure oVer income 
may be met as to half by the Local Authority, and as to the 
other half from the Exchequer, in cases where the expenditure 
has been sanctioned by the Local Authority and the Treasury, 
and although it is recognised that insured persons and their 
dependants will form the bulk of the population , still the Govern- 
ment are anxious that those persons who are uninsured should 
also be included, and they are prepared to bear half of any 
deficiency. It has now been decided that the Exchequer wiil 
definitely pay half of the deficiency in all cases where the Local 
Authority has accepted the like responsibility. 

It is, therefore, clearly to the interest of the County Council to 
undertake the whole Sanatorium administration in the County, 
as they alone will receive one-half the net deficiency from the 
Exchequer, and consequently any County Council which does not 
carry out a scheme for the treatment of Tuberculosis will deprive 
the. ratepayers of the advantage of any such assistance from the 
Exchequer. 

Treatment otherwise than in Sanatoria. 

Section 16 (1) (b) of the National Insurance Act, 1911, pre- 
scribes that before the Insurance Committees can complete 
arrangements with persons and Local Authorities (other than 
Poor Law Authorities) undertaking the treatment of Tuberculosis 
otherwise than in sanatoria or other institutions, the manner in 
which treatment is undertaken must be approved by the Board. 
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•^ s regards the treatment at the homes of patients, frequently 
called domiciliary treatment, a Local Authority is, if authorised 
by uhe Board, empowered under the above section to undertake 
such treatment. 

Until the Tuberculosis Dispensaries are established, and the 
Superintendent Tuberculosis Officer is available, the Board will 
consider, on its merits, each proposal for treatment of cases at 
home, making such inquiry as they may deem necessary as to 
the manner of treatment. But in order to save time they would 
wish to be furnished with particulars as to the medical attendance 
and supervision proposed to be provided in each case, and if thev 
are satisfied they will give approval for a limited period on such 
conditions as the circumstances may. require, reserving to them- 
selves the right' to review the provisional approval at any time. 

Applications from Insurance Committees should be accom- 
panied by — 

(1) The name of the person or Local Authority with whom 

it is proposed to make an arrangement under section 

16 ( 1 ) ( 6 ) ; 

(2) Copies of ail medical reports received in regard to the 

case in respect of which application is made ; 

(3) A statement showing in each case the nature of the 

arrangements proposed, including particulars of the 

medical attendance and supervision to be provided ■ 

and 

(4) A statement showing in each case the number of rooms 

in the house and the number of inmates therein 

The Board feel satisfied that those County Councils which have 
not yet prepared schemes will now realise that they are the 
responsible authority for carrying out the necessarv work for the 
eradication of Tuberculosis, and the relief of the suffering caused 
by it m then- areas. * 

The County Council will be shortly called upon to consider 
tneir annual estimate and strike the rates for the year 1913-14 
and in order that they may be in a position to take ‘advantage of 
the grant in aid of maintenance they should include in their 
sstunate a sum which with the Exchequer contribution will be 
sufficient to cover their expenditure on the treatment of Tuber- 
culosis for the ensuing year. 

Pending the definite establishment of institutions, the appoint- 
ment of a Sanatorium Committee of the Countv Council to 
which might be delegated full powers to take whatever action thev 
consider necessary within the limits of the expenditure of a rate 
of one penny m the pound would appear to be desirable, and would 
avoid the necessity for calling special meetings of the County 
Council for the purpose of dealing with Tuberculosis matters, 
ihe members of the Council, who are appointed on the Insurance 
Committee, might form this special Committee, together with 
any other members whom the Council might wish to add —I 
am, ifec., ’

TUBERCULOSIS SCHEMES. 


FINANCIAL ARRANGEMENTS. 


Sir, — I am directed by the Local Government Board for 
It eland to state that they learn from their Medical Inspectors 
who have been in communication with County Councils on the 
subject of the schemes which are in course of preparation for the 
establishment of Dispensaries and Sanatoria that, while the 
Councils are fully alive to then - powers under Part II. of the 
Tuberculosis Prevention (.Ireland) Act, 1908, they are reluctant 
to bind themselves to any final financial undertakings in connection 
with Sanatorium benefit under the National Insurance Act until 
they have some more definite idea of the burdens in respect of 
maintenance and administration expenses for which they may 
render the ratepayers annually liable if they enter into arrange- 
ments with Insurance Committees for institutional or domiciliary 
treatment of insured persons and their dependants suffering from 
Tuberculosis. 


The Board, therefore, deem it well to explain, for the informa- 
tion of the County Councils, how the matter at present stands 
between the Treasury, the Insurance Committees, and the County 
Councils in regard to the maintenance charges which may be 
imposed by the provision of treatment of persons suffering from 
Tuberculosis in each County. 

This is clearly set out in a letter from the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer to Mr. Hobhouse on the 31st of July last, in which 
the following paragraph occurs, which covers the case of Ireland — 
“ Under the Insurance Act an annual sum of about one 
million is provided for the treatment of insured persons. While 
the Bill was passing through Parliament provisions were 
inserted for extending Sanatorium benefit to dependants of 
insured, and in view of this the Government consented to bear 
one-half of any deficit in regard to Sanatorium benefit where 
Local Authorities undertook the other half. It is now urged 
that schemes for the treatment of Tuberculosis should relate to 
the whole community, and that generally they should be 
organised and carried out by the Councils of Counties and 
County Boroughs. This extension involves additional outlay, 
and m view of this the Government have decided to place a i 
the disposal of the Local Government Boards of the three 
kingdoms annually a- sum of money which will represent 
approximately half the total estimated cost of treating the non- 
insured persons as well as the dependants of insured persons. 
1 his money will be distributed by the Local Government 
Boards, m pursuance of regulations to be made by those Depart- 
ments, to Local Authorities which undertake schemes, to 
be approved by the Departments, for the general treatment of 
Tuberculosis in their areas: and provision will be made 

D^artments 01 ' “ th ® Estimates of the three 
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As regards the cost of treating insured persons, the sum 
already provided under the Insurance Act, which, as I have 
already stated, is about one million pounds, can only pass to 
local authorities in pursuance of agreements made between them 
and the Insurance Committees. But I have no doubt that 
Insurance Committees generally will be anxious to deal with 
the local authority of their area, and the Association may rest 
assured that the Government will do all in their power to secure 
this.” 

The annual sum of one million above referred to as being pro- 
vided for the treatment of insured persons represents the estimated 
produce of the contribution of 1a\ 3d. from insured persons under 
Section 16 (2) of the National Insurance Act. Ireland’s share 
of this sum will accordingly depend upon the number of insured 
persons in each county. 

The County Councils will also observe from the foregoing letter 
that not only does the guarantee of the Treasury extend to pay- 
ment of one-half of the net cost of the treatment of tuberculosis 
when undertaken by the County Councils by arrangement, with 
Insurance Committees on behalf of insured persons and their 
dependants, after deducting the amount contributed by the Insur- 
ance Committee, but, furthermore, where Irish County Councils 
have taken or take measures under Part II. of the Tuberculosis 
Prevention (Ireland) Act for the treatment of the disease among 
the inhabitants of the county generally, whether insured persons 
or otherwise, the whole of the net expenses chargeable upon the 
rates under the Act may be pooled, and one-half of the total sum 
incurred with the Board’s sanction may be defrayed from the 
Treasury Maintenance Grant. 

The County Councils will see at a glance that this is an 
enormous concession, and one which they should be quick to take 
advantage of bv pressing forward the completion of their schemes 
for Dispensaries and Sanatoria which have been before them for 
the last lew months, and also by making arrangements with the 
Insurance Committees for the treatment of insured persons and 
their dependants. 

The Councils will, of course, understand that this grant-in-aid 
is an annual subsidy, and quite apart from, and in addition to, 
the- .£145 ,000 provided under the Finance Act, 1911, for the estab- 
lishment of Sanatoria and Dispensaries now about to be distributed 
in accordance with the principles laid down in the Board’s Cir- 
cular of 27th August last. 

' Af the same time it will be noted that the two grants, though 
distinct, are connecting links' in the Government scheme, the 
.£145,000 being applicable to the capital cost, and the annual grant 
defraying one-half of the net cost in respect of the salaries of 
officers, establishment expenses and upkeep of*the institutions 
and the treatment of patients therein, for which the County 
Councils would otherwise be liable. 

In preparing their estimate of their probable liabilities the 
County Council would, no doubt, be able to obtain from the 
Annual "Reports of the Registrar-General some statistics of the 
number of cases of tuberculosis in each county which might 
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form a basis for their estimate of the year's expenditure. The 
Board also understand that at an early date the Insurance Com- 
missioners may be able to give them an estimate of the amount 
of the Insurance Fund which may be available in each county. 
The National Insurance Act requires that Insurance Committees 
should be primarily responsible for seeing that insured persons, 
and any ’class of the dependants of insured persons to whom they 
have extended sanatorium benefit, received the. appropriate 
treatment, and this responsibility necessarily . remains under the 
system now proposed. 

Subject, however, to this responsibility, it is competent for 
the Insurance Committees, with the consent of the Insurance 
Commissioners, to enter into arrangements with local authorities 
for providing treatment and to pay over the sums available under 
the. Act for the purposes of such treatment. The Council will 
observe that the Chancellor of the Exchequer, in his letter to 
Mr. Hobhouse, expressed the opinion that the Insurance Com- 
mittees would be anxious to deal with the local authority of 
their areas, and he undertook that- the Government would do all 
in their power to secure that this should be done. 

Having regard to all the foregoing considerations, and to the 
immeasurable benefits which may accrue to persons suffering 
from tuberculosis in Ireland by taking the fullest advantage of 
the Treasury Grant, the County Councils would, in the Board’s 
opinion, be well advised to levy a rate of Id. in the Pound for 
the coming year’s expenditure" under the Tuberculosis Act. — I 
am, Ac.. ,T. E. Devlin, Assistant Secretary.

III.— REPORTS OF MEDICAL INSPECTORS. 

( a ) Report of Dr. T. J. Browne, Medical Inspector, on the 
Public Health of th.e District under his charge. 

To the Local Government Board for Ireland. 

Gentlemen , — 1 have the honour to submit the following 
report dealing with the principal outbreaks of infectious disease 
which occurred in the district under my charge during the year 
1912-33. also as regards the sanitation and sanitary administra- 
tion. 

The district comprises practically the whole of the Province of 
Leinster, and includes the County Borough of Dublin, twenty- 
three Lrban and fifty-one Rural Districts, with a total population 
of 1,071,279. 

There has bepn a marked decline in the number of cases of 
infectious disease notified during the year as compared with the 
previous year. This is especially so in Dublin Countv Borough 
where the death-rate from the principal epidemic diseases has 
declined from 3-9 per thousand in 1911 to 2-4 in 3912 

There has been no serious outbreak of enteric fever during the 
year, the notifications from the entire district having declined by 
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close on 300. Scarlatina and diphtheria, although more or less 
generally prevalent during the year, were much less so than, in 
the previous year. 

There was also a marked decline in the number of cases of 
diarrhceal diseases, which was doubtless due to the more favour- 
able weather conditions during the past summer months. 

Small-pox. 

No case of small-pox was reported during the year, which is 
most fortunate, as owing to the large number of unvaccinated 
children, particularly in the City of Dublin and Wexford County, 
where the Boards of Guardians have refused to enforce the Vac- 
cination Acts, the infection, if once introduced, would be likely 
to spread with disastrous results. 

Gerebro-Spinal Fever. 

Three cases of this disease were reported in May last from the 
Durrow District of Abbeyleix Union, and one in January last 
from the Clane District of Naas Union. The probable sources 
of infection were not ascertained. The requisite precautionary 
measures were adopted, and there was no extension of the out- 
break. 


Poliomyelitis. 

Ten cases of this disease, resulting in two deaths, were reported 
from the Ferbane and Birr Districts of Birr Union in July and 
September last. 

The cause of the outbreak was not ascertained. Isolation of 
the affected and disinfection were carried out. 

No case of the disease was reported from any other part of 
my district. 


Enteric Fever. 

During the past year 249 cases of enteric fever were notified in 
Dublin County Borough, a decline of 276 as compared with the 
previous year. The cases were distributed fairlv evenly over 
the city, and, with few exceptions, could not be attributed to 
airy special cause. In some instances the house drainage was 
found to be defective. The milk supplies and other possible 
sourses of infection were carefully inquired into with negative 
results. 

Rat.limin es awl Rathf/ar Urban District .— Fifteen cases of 
enteric fever were notified in this district during the past year, 
as compared with thirty-one in the previous year. The cases 
were distributed over the district, and no definite cause could be 
assigned for their occurrence. 

Pembroke Urban District . — Thirteen cases of enteric fever 
were notified in this district during the year, as compared with 
five in the previous year. In a few of the cases the milk supply 
was suspected as the source of infection , and in others no definite 
cause could be assigned. 

i 4 
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Carlow Rural District.. — Eleven cases of enteric fever were 
notified in this district during the year chiefly from the town of 
Till low, where the disease has been more or less prevalent for 
some time past, and, in the opinion of the Medical Officer of 
Health, is due to defective drainage and contaminated water. 
Steps have nor as yet been taken by the Sanitary Authority to 
remedy these defects. 

Other Districts. — Cases of enteric fever were notified from 
other districts as follows : — Balrothery Rural District (Mala- 
hide), North Dublin Rural District, and Kingstown Urban 
District, six in each ; Bray Urban and Drogheda Urban Districts, 
five in each ; Kilkenny Urban and Edenderrv No. 1 Rural District 
(Rhode), four in each; South Dublin Rural District, Rathdruni 
Rural District, and Wexford Urban District, three cases in 
each ; and Trim, Mullingar, and Callao Rural Districts, two cases 
in each. In some instances the water supplies were suspected, 
and in others no definite cause could be assigned for the outbreak. 

Typhus Fever. 

During the past year twenty-six cases of typhus fever were 
notified in. Dublin County Borough, as compared with thirty-four 
during the preceding year. There, were four distinct outbreaks. 
The first occurred in July, at South King Street, and was attri- 
buted to the defective ventilation of the dwelling-house. There 
was only the one case in this outbreak. The second outbreak 
occurred in September at No. — Sir John Rogerson's Quay ; four 
persons were attacked. There was overcrowding in this house, 
and the drainage was defective. The. third outbreak occurred 
in November at. No. — Handkerchief Alloy. One case resulted, 
and was attributed to the filthy and insanitary condition of the 
house. This house had been condemned and closed up, but 
was re-occupied by the person who contracted the disease. The 
fourth outbreak occurred in February and March, resulting in 
twenty seizures. The first case in' this outbreak occurred at 

No. — Summer Hill in a family named P , all of whom (five 

m number) contracted the disease. The family occupied the 
front room in the basement of the house fa tenement one) ; 
altogether seven people lived in this one apartment, which was 
overcrowded, and was the probable cause of the outbreak. Mrs. 
p w as removed to the North Dublin Union . Workhouse, sup- 

posed to be suffering from influenza. A nurse who attended her 
there subsequently contracted typhus fever and died, and two 
patients in the ward occupied by her also developed tho disease 
Other cases occun-ed at No. — Summer Hill, Cumberland Arch 
No. — Grenville Street, No. — Buckingham Street, and No. — 
Buckingham Street , the persons attacked having been in contact ■ 
with the P family during their illness. The extension of this 
outbreak was due to the fact that the nature of the illness was 
not recognised m the earlier cases, and precautionary measures 
were not adopted until it became known, after the’ removal of 
some cases to hospital, that the disease was tvphus fever \ 
case of typhus fever was also notified from No. — Upper Rut- 
land Street, and another from No. — Lower Abbev Street and 
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the sources of infection in these latter cases were not traced. 
Both houses were clean, and in a sanitary state: there was no 
overcrowding or other cause in either of the houses to account 
for the occurrence of the disease. Disinfection of all of the 
premises in which cases occurred was immediately carried out 
on the receipt of the notifications. Contacts were removed to 
the Refuge, and kept under observation. The Dispensary 
Medical Officers were requested to be. on the look-out for suspi- 
cious cases, and the Sanitary Staff were directed to visit the 
houses in which the cases occurred daily, and make inquiries 
as to the health of the occupants. All of the patients were 
removed to hospital as soon as the nature of the illness was 
recognised. 

One case of typhus fever was notified from Pembroke Urban 
District ; the person affected had been in contact with one of the 
patients at No. — Sir John Rogerson’s Quay, Dublin. 

A case of typhus fever was reported from Dunsoughly in the 
North Dublin Rural District in February last. The house in 
which the case occurred was badly ventilated and generally 
insanitary. There was no history of contact with any of the 
cases which occurred in the city. ' The necessary precautionary 
measures were promptly adopted, and there was no extension of 
the outbreak. 

Kilkenny Urban District . — An outbreak of typhus fever 
occurred in Kilkenny Urban District in July last ; there were ten 
cases in all. The family first attacked resided in a very insani- 
tary house, filthy and overcrowded, which probably gave rise 
to the outbreak. Some relations of the family who visited at the 
house contracted the disease: three deaths resulted. The 
patients were removed to hospital, and the requisite preventive 
measures carried out. 

New Ross Urban District . — One case of typhus fever occurred 
in New Ross Urban District in November ‘last. The outbreak 
was attributed to the insanitary condition of the premises. 

The patient was removed to hospital, and the necessary pre- 
ventive measures adopted. There was no extension of the out- 
break. 


Diphtheria. 

During the year 881 cases of diphtheria were notified in Dublin 
County Borough, as compared with 536 in the preceding year 
There was a gradual increase in the number of notifications 
annually tor several rears past until the present year, when the 

*“ r 1 to “ h P le 0Ter the number notified in 
1J09 (360). In the earlier months of the year the notifications 
were more numerous. The cases occurred in all parts of the 
city, and could not be attributed to any special cause. Children 
of school-age were chiefly affected, and possibly may have con- 
tracted tile infection at school through contact with unrecognised 
cases. Removal- to hospital and preventive measures were 

earned out. 

Rabhmin.es and- Rath-gar Urban District.— Eighty-four eases of 
.diphtheria were notified in this district during the year. In the 
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previous year there were 106 notifications of the disease. The 
great majority of the cases occurred in children of the school-age. 
The Medical Superintendent Officer of Health is of opinion that 
the infection was spread through contact at school and elsewhere 
with unrecognised cases. No other cause could be assigned. 
Cases were reported from all parts of the district, but chiefly from 
Harold’s Cross and Banelagh. The patients were removed to the 
Isolation Hospital at Clonskeagh, and disinfection earned out. 

Pembroke Urban District . — In this district fifty-nine cases of 
diphtheria were, notified during the year. In the preceding year 
forty-four cases were notified. As regards the causation of the 
disease nothing definite beyond possible contact with persons 
suffering from the disease or unrecognised cases could be ascer- 
tained. Bern oval of the affected to the Isolation Hospital and 
disinfection were carried out. 

Black rock Urban District . — During the year forty-five cases of 
diphtheria were notified in this district : thirty-three of this 
number occurred in the last week of March ; the infection was 
traced to a dairy at Booterstown. All of the patients obtained 
their milk supply from this source. Two of the dairyman's 
children died fiom the disease. The outbreak was of an exten- 
sive character, nearly all of the attacks having occurred on the 
•23rd, 24th and 25th of March. The sale of milk from the 
suspected dairy was immediately stopped, and no further cases 
except two in families previously attacked have since been noti- 
fied. On examination of the dairy premises it was found that 
the drainage was defective. Samples of milk from each of the 
dairy cattle were examined bacteriologicallv with negative results. 
Swabs from the throats of the employees at the dairy were also 
examined with a similar result.

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The origin of these outbreaks was not definitely ascertained 
in the majority of instances. In others the infection was said 
tp have been imported from other districts, and spread by contact 
at schools and elsewhere. Isolation of the affected and disinfec- 
tion of infected houses, clothing, etc., was carried out, the out- 
breaks having thus been kept under control. 

Scarlatina. 

In Dublin County Borough 694 cases of scarlatina were notified 
during the year — a decrease of '210, as compared with the pre- 
ceding year. In the early months of the year the notifications 
were much more numerous than latterly. The incidence of the 
disease was general over the district. Contact with affected 
persons is assigned as the cause. In the majority of the cases 
the sources of infection were not definitely traced. The milk 
supply in each case was carefully inquired into with negative 
results. 

Rathmines and Rathgar Urban District. — As in the previous 
year scarlatina prevailed in this district although to a less extent, 
108 cases of the disease having been notified during the year, as 
compared with 136 in 1911-12. Outbreaks occurred in connec- 
tion with two of the schools in this district, but in the majority 
of instances the sources of infection were not definitely traced. 
The necessary preventive measures were adopted in all cases. 

Pembroke Urban District.— In the Pembroke Urban District 
eighty -nine cases of scarlatina were notified during the year, as 
compared with 65 in the preceding year. The cases occurred 
in all parts of the district, and were fairly evenly distributed 
through the year. The sources of infection were usually ascribed 
to contact with previous cases, or were not definitely ascertained. 
Bemoval of the affected to the Isolation Hospital ‘and disinfec- 
tion were carried out. 

Kingstown Urban District.— Seventy cases of scarlatina were 
notified in this district during the year, as compared with thirty- 
three in the previous year. The infection in several of the cases 
was supposed to have been introduced from outside the district, 
and in others was attributed to contact with previous cases. The 
necessary preventive measures were adopted in each case. 

Bray Urban District.— In this district sixty-two cases of scar- 
latina were notified during the year. An outbreak occurred in 
the Meath Industrial School in September last affecting several 
of the inmates. The sources infection in this outbreak, and 
in the other cases notified, were not definitely ascertained. The 
requisite preventive measures were adopted. * 

Blackcock Urban District. — Fifty-three cases of scarlatina were 
notified in this district during the year. The cases occurred in 
various parts of the district, and were distributed fairly evenly 
over the year. There was no special cause assigned for the 
occurrence of the outbreaks.

Diarrliceal Diseases. 

During the past year, owing to the more favourable climatic 
conditions, there was a. very marked decline in the number of 
cases of diarrhoea or enteritis as compared with the previous year. 
This was specially so in Dublin County Borough, in which the 
disease was very prevalent during the hot and dry summer and 
autumn of 1911.

The death-rate from all causes is below the average of the past 
five years in the four principal towns in the district. There is 
also a very considerable decrease in the death-rate in these towns 
from the principal epidemic diseases as compared with the year 
1911. 
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In Dublin Registration Area the number of deaths registered 
from all causes during the year 191*2 was 8,209, and from the 
principal epidemic diseases 861, viz. : —

The mortality from enteric fever, whooping-cough and typhus 
fever is below the average for the ten years, 1902-1911, but above 
the average in the case of measles, scarlet fever and diphtheria. 
The deaths caused by diarrhoea! diseases in children under 2 years 
of age numbered 235, which is considerably below the high 
mortality figure which obtained in the year 1911, when 663 
deaths were registered : of the 235 deaths, 210 appertained to the 
City of Dublin. 

In Kilkenny Urban District 2 deaths occurred from typhus 
tever, 2 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, and 1 from whooping- 
cough : and in Drogheda, 2 from whooping-cough. 

The number of deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease 
has steadily declined in the past ten years in the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area. The average for the ten years is 1,669 ; the deaths 
last year numbered 1,440. In the other districts there has also 
been a slight decline. 

Dairies, Cowsheds and Milkshops. 

The Dairies, Cowsheds and Milkshops Order is now in opera 
tion in all the districts in my charge. The officers appointed 
under the Order appear to be discharging their duties in a satis- 
factory manner. There is a steady improvement in the condition 
of the cowsheds, and much greater efforts are being made to 
secure a pure and wholesome milk supplv. 

Water Supplies. 

The water supplies are reported to be of good quality, and of 
sufficient quantity, with the exception of the following places 
Arklow, Ballyjamesduft' , Callan, Castlepollard, Bagenalstown, 
Edenderrv, Innistioge, Oldcastle, Tullow, Rathdnim and Rath- 
new. 

Sewerage. 

The sewerage is defective at the following places, viz. 
Mullingar, Mountrath, Mountmellick, Portarlington, Ballinakill, 
Rathdowney, Wexford, Ballyjamesduff, Oldcastle, Carlow Tul- 
low, Banagher, Baltinglass, C'arnew, Malahide, BalbriWan 
Celbndge, KeJIs, Kilkenny, Freshford, Innistioge, \rklow’ 
Edenderry, Rathangan, Callan, Mullinahone, Newtownmount- 
kennedy, G-orey, Stradbally, New Ross, Newfownbarry Dun- 
cannon and Ballyhack 
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Steps are being taken to provide efficient svstexns of sewerage 
at Mullingar, Carlow, Kilkenny, New Ross, and Ballinakill. 
Nothing is being done as regards remedying the defective sewer- 
age at the other places mentioned. — I have, &c . ,

Pulmonary Tuberculosis. 

(b) Report of Dr. T. J. Browne, Medical Inspector. 

(tentlexMkn .--During the past year the several Countv Coun- 
cils with one exception (County Wicklow), as also the' Countv 
Borough Council of Dublin, have taken steps to avail of the 
powers conferred on them under the Tuberculosis Prevention 
(Ireland) Act, 1908; and have prepared schemes providing for 
Dispensaries, Sanatoria and Hospitals for the treatment of per- 
sons suffering from tuberculosis. Tuberculosis Officers have been 
appointed for each County (except Wicklow) and will shortly 
enter on their duties. 

r ( The Dublin County Borough Council have taken over the 
Tuberculosis Dispensary at Charles Street, Dublin, with the Staff, 
equipment, etc., and it is now in full working order and being- 
very largely availed of. Sanatorium treatment for cases in the 
early stage of the disease is provided at Crooksling Sanatorium, 
and accommodation for advanced cases is available at the Isola- 
tion Hospital, Pigeon House Road, also at the Hospice for the 
Dying at Harold’s Cross, and at the Rest for the Dviug, Camden 
Row. Dublin. Arrangements have also been made" for the treat- 
ment of cases of surgical tuberculosis at the various Cit-v Hos- 
pitals. 

Patients from County Dublin are also sent to C’rooksliug Sana- 
torium for treatment. Most of the other Counties have made 
arrangements to send patients to the Peamount Sanatorium 
which is situate in the Celbridge Union, about ten miles distant 
from Dublin. This Sanatorium has been provided bv the 
"Women s National Health Association out of monies furnished 
from the Sanatorium Grant. There are close on ]40 beds avail- 
able and about 130 occupied at present. It is intended in the 
near future to provide increased accommodation for patients. 

Two Counties, Wicklow and Wexford, propose sending their 
patients to the Newcastle Sanatorium, which is situate in Countv 
Wicklow. 

It is proposed to establish a principal tuberculosis dispensarv 
in each County with branches in outlying populous centres, and 
to appoint a staff of nurses in each County to attend patients at 
the Dispensary and at their homes. Shelters are also to be pro- 
vided for the isolation and treatment of patients at their homes 
when considered desirable and necessary. 

Part 1 of the Tuberculosis Prevention (Ireland! Act, 1908, lias 
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been adopted by several of the District Councils, but so far the 
notifications have been comparatively few. The proper working 
of the Tuberculosis Prevention (Ireland) Act would be greatly 
facilitated by notification being compulsory. 

Preventive measures are now being very generally observed in 
the homes of patients suffering from the disease, and disinfection 
carried out. — I am, etc.,

(c) Report of Sir Acheson MacCTllauh, Medical Inspector, on 
the Public Health of the District under his charge. 

To the Local Government Board for Ireland. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honour to submit the following report 
dealing with the principal outbreaks of infectious disease, and the 
sanitation and sanitary administration of the district under my 
charge for the year ending 31st March, 1913: 

The constituted area of my district is comprised, as heretofore, 
of one corporate borough, nine urban and thirty-seven rural sani- 
tary districts. 

During the past year Scarlatina and Diphtheria have been 
prevalent throughout the district in comparison with previous 
years, but while a good many cases of infectious disease were 
reported from various parts, no serious outbreak of any kind 
occurred. 

Small-Pox. 

The district has been free from any cases of this disease for the 
past six years. I regret having to again refer to the laxity in en- 
forcing the Vaccination Acts on the part of some Boards of 
Guardians ; in some few instances I am afraid it is more than 
laxity, as there is evinced a certain amount of anti-vaccination 
feeling. Should the infection of small-pox be introduced into 
these unprotected areas, the results would probably be disastrous. 

Cerebrospinal Meningitis . 

There were no cases of this disease in the district during the 
past year. 

Enteric Fever. 

The number of cases of enteric fever reported during the past 
year, as well as in 1911, was less than in former years, and there 
was no serious outbreak throughout the District : the largest 
number of cases reported from any locality being eighteen from 
the Loughrea Rural District, and twenty-two from Oughterard 
Rural District. 

Limerick County Borough. — Only seven cases of Enteric Fever 
were reported during the year under review. 

Galway Urban District.— Ten cases of Enteric Fever were 
notified, five in the No. 1 and five in the No. 2 Dispensary Dis- 
trict : this shows an improvement on the last few years. " 
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Loughrea Rural District. — Eighteen cases of Kntejic Fever 
were notified during the year, thirteen from the Loughrea, two 
from the Bullaun, and three from the Atherny Dispensary Dis- 
tricts. The three latter cases were Constables in the Constabu- 
lary Barracks. The water supply and sewerage of Athenry are 
very defective as is also the sewerage of Loughrea, but as the 
District Council have accepted tenders for the provision of a water' 
supply and sewerage at Athenry, and are about to provide similar 
sanitary works at Loughrea, it is to be hoped that the number of 
cases of Enteric Fever occurring in these two localities will 
diminish. 

Oughterard Rural District. — Twenty-two cases of Enteric 
Fever were reported from this rural district ; the greater number 
being from the Letter more Dispensary District, ten occurring in 
the Rossmuck portion of it, where Enteric Fever seems to be 
more or less endemic. The water supply is bad, mainly from 
wells or rather holes in the field, liable to every kind of pollution. 
The housing conditions, too, are very bad, the houses and their 
surroundings being dirty and insanitary. I visited some of the 
affected persons with the Medical Officer of Health. The fever 
they suffered from was not of a very pronounced type as regards 
the characteristics of either Typhus or Enteric, it was more of the 
“Mongrel Type ” which we find so often on the Western sea- 
board. Specimens of the blood were sent to Professor M‘Wee- 
ney, and a positive reaction was obtained in each case. 

Westport Rural District. — Three cases of Enteric Fever were 
repoited from the Newport Dispensary District. 

Twenty-seven cases of Enteric Fever were, reported from the 
Ballinasloe Urban District ; twenty-three of these occurred in the 
Lunatic Asylum there. Two were, reported in Scariff Rural Dis- 
trict, and one each in Athlone and Ballina Urban Districts. 

Typhus Fever. 

Cases of Typhus Fever were notified from rather a large num- 
ber of places throughout my District during the past year, but 
the numbers from each locality were small , except in the Urbar 
and Rural Districts of Galway. No case of Typhus Fever wa • 
notified in the County Borough of Limerick. 

Galway Urban District. — Nineteen cases of Typhus Fever were 
notified in this District, three from the No. 1 and sixteen from 
the No. 2 Dispensary District: the majority of these cases 
occurred in the Claddagh or its immediate, neighbourhood ; many 
of the houses in this locality are very small and wretched and 
mostly overcrowded, and are built together in such a manner as 
makes it most difficult to prevent inter-communication between 
the different bouses. In all cases the patients were removed to 
hospital and everything possible in the way of disinfection, etc., 
was promptly carried out. The Claddagli is kept in a cleaner 
condition than used to prevail some short time ago, but a vast 
deal is still required in the way of cleansing, etc., etc. : the chan- 
nel' ways are bad, sewerage is indifferent, and the surface cf the 
streets is bad. 

The Urban Council have under their consideration a scheme 
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for there-modelling and re-building of the Claddagh, and are en- 
deavouring to obtain the co-operation and assistance of the. Con- 
gested Districts Board, basing their claim on the grounds that 
this is a purely fishing village, the inhabitants being practically 
all fishermen. Needless to say such a scheme would be most 
beneficial and worthy of all support, and in all probability would 
put an end to these constantly recurring outbreaks of Typhus 
Fever in the locality. 

Galway Rural District.—' Twenty-seven cases of Typhus Fever 
were reported from this Rural District, all being in the Spiddal 
Dispensary District. No. probable source of infection could be 
traced, and it had to be assumed that the outbreak arose de novo 
from the insanitary conditions existing in the locality, and that 
the infection was spread by the neighbours visiting the infected 
houses; most of those affected were relatives, and in a couple of 
instances the illness was concealed for some days, thus forming 
a centre of infection. 

Tuam Rural District. — Ten cases of Typhus Fever were re- 
ported from this District, five occurring in the Tuam No. 1 and 
five in the Headford Dispensary District. Eight cases of Typhus 
Fever in one family had occurred the previous year in the jEfead- 
ford District, but no connection could be traced between them 
and these latter cases. 

Newcastle West Rural District. — Four cases of Typhus Fever 
occurred in two adjoining houses at Newcastle West"; one of the 
patients died, the others were removed to hospital and no exten- 
sion of the disease took place, but I regret to say that the tem- 
porary Medical Officer also contracted the disease and, unfortu- 
nately, succumbed to it. 

Listowel Urban District. — Four cases of Typhus Fever were 
notified in this district, all from Convent Lane, the insanitary 
condition of which has been frequently brought under the notice 
of the Urban Council. A very serious outbreak of Typhus Fever 
occurred in Listowel during the early part of 1912," due to the 
very' dirty and insanitary condition of the town. I made a special 
report regarding this outbreak, and the Board several times ad- 
dressed the Urban Council on the condition of the town and 
urged them to take action : I also attended several of the Council 
meetings and pointed out to the Sanitary Authority the exti-eme 
urgency of the situation, but so far nothing practical has been 
done. The situation may be summed up in the words of the 
Medical Officer when reporting these four cases in Convent Lane, 
“ No steps whatever have been undertaken to improve the sani- 
tary condition of the Urban District.” 

Oughterard Rural District. — Nine cases of Typhus Fever were 
reported from the Lettermore Dispensarv District; four of these, 
occurring in one family, had been sent to the fever hospital at 
Oughterard as suffering from Enteric Fever but were diagnosed 
in hospital as cases of Typhus ; the correctness of this diagnosis 
was proved by the nurse in charge developing Typhus Fever, and 
X very much regret to say she died of the disease. The remaining 
patients were relatives of those previously infected, and, though 
living some distance apart, some of them visited the infected 
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house, and so contracted the disease. The houses in this locality 
and their surroundings are kept in a dirty and insanitary con- 
dition. On my recommendation the District Council directed a 
general cleansing and limewashing of the houses to be carried out. 

Five cases of Typhus Fever were reported from the Belmullet 
and Listowel Rural Districts ; three each from the Rural Dis- 
tricts of Loughrea, Mountbellew, Olaremorris and Castlerea; two 
each from Athlone No. 2 and Gort Rural Districts, and one each 
from the Rural Districts of Ballina, Ennis and Scariff, and the 
Urban District of Ballinasloe. It is difficult to account for these 
isolated cases of Typhus Fever occurring in several districts with- 
out any apparent cause. 


Diphtheria. 

As in last year more Diphtheria was reported than had been 
the case for some years previously, though nothing that could be 
called an outbreak occurred in any locality. In the County 
Borough of Limerick seven cases were reported, twelve in the 
Urban District of Galway,- six in the Urban District of Athlone, 
and one in each of the Urban Districts of Ballina, Westport and 
Ballinasloe. From several of the Rural Districts isolated cases 
were reported, the largest number from any one district being 
twelve from the Groom Rural District, seven of the patients being 
members of the one family, and ten from the Charlestown Dis- 
pensary District, Swineford Rural District. 

Scarlatina. 

As in 1912, a larger number of cases of Scarlatina were notified 
during the year under review than in previous vears, such cases 
being reported from the greater number of the various Urban 
and Rural Districts ; the disease was generally of a mild type 
comparatively few deaths occurring from it. Eighteen cases of 
the- disease, as compared with forty-six last year, were reported 
in the County Borough of Limerick : fortv-six cases were notified 
m the Urban District of Galway, the largest number for many 
years past. Sixteen cases were reported in the Ballinasloe, five 
in the Westport, four in the Athlone, two in the Ballina, and one 
in the Ennis Urban Districts. Twenty-one eases were reported 
from Eilrush Rural District ( sixteen ‘of them occurred m the 
Kilkee Dispensary District) ; ten cases were reported in Ballin- 
robe Rural District : cases were also reported from the Rural Dis- 
tricts of Mountbellew, Groom, Newcastle West and Belmullet. 

Measles. 

Since the latter end of October, 1912, Measles have been pre- 
valent in many localities through the District, large numbers of 
children and many adults being attacked. Measles not being a 
notifiable disease under the Infections Disease (Notification) Act 
of 1889, nothing approaching a correct estimate of the number 
of cases in many districts could be ascertained. In the County 
Borough of Limerick, at least one thousand two hundred (1,200) 
cases occurred, and one hundred and twenty-seven (127) deaths 
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were registered, as due to the disease. In the Ballinasloe Urban 
District there was also a large number of cases, some two hun- 
dred and ten deaths were registered as due to measles. In the 
Kilrush and Crooin Rural Districts, the disease was also preva- 
lent, but the mortality resulting therefrom, in these two districts, 
was small. 

Whooping Cow/h. 

-Very few cases of Whooping Cough were reported during the 
past year. In only three or four districts did this disease appear. 

General Remarks. 

The average total neath-rate for the past four years in the 
County Borough of Limerick was IS per thousand ; the rate for 
the year under review being -20-6. The principal epidemic dis- 
ease death-rate for the past three years was 1 per thousand, but 
this year it reached 41 5, due to the mortality from measles dur- 
ing the latter part of 1912. The number of deaths from Pulmo- 
nary Tuberculosis was 80, an increase of 5 over last year, and 
from other forms of tuberculosis 11, as compared with 14 last year. 
The infantile mortality was 14S. 

In the Urban District of Galway, the average total death-rate 
for the past four years was 17‘3 per thousand, and from the prin- 
cipal epidemic diseases was 1 per thousand, last year being only 
-5. but this year reaching 1-6 

A large proportion of my District is congested, and in this por- 
tion of it many of the houses are ill-ventilated, badly lighted, and 
have damp earthen floors. The houses and their surroundings 
are generally kept in a dirty state, and, under present conditions, 
it is difficult to get any improvement made, but strong representa- 
tions are being made to the Congested Districts Board, and it is 
to be hoped they will soon extend their beneficial operations to 
these parts. 

Many of the towns and villages throughout the various Rural 
Districts have been displaying an anxiety to improve their water 
supplies and sewerage arrangements, but the “ area of charge ” 
difficulty has so far prevented as much being done as one, would 
desire: the District Councillors from outlying portions of a dis- 
trict generally opposing a scheme, unless the area of charge be 
made a purely local one ; few, however, of the small towns are 
able to bear this expense. 

The District Council of Kilrush have entered into a contract 
for a new sewerage system for Kilkee, and the work has been 
commenced, so that an influx of visitors this summer mav be 
hoped for in this favourite seaside resort. As a result of an in- 
quiry held by me. last summer, the. Kilrush Urban Council have 
been held in default, in not giving a supply of Wholesome water 
to the town, and the Board have issued an Order directing them 
to proceed with this matter, but- so far they seem to have ignored 
the Board’s Order. 

Practically ail -the Sanitary Authorities in mv district have put 
the provisions of the Dairies, Cowsheds and Milkshops (Ireland) 
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Order of 1908 into operation. Many Councils, in addition to 
appointing Dairy Inspectors, have also appointed Veterinary In- 
spectors ( Veterinary Surgeons) and a steady, though somewhat 
slow, improvement is taking place in the conditions of the cow- 
sheds, the keeping of the milk vessels, etc., though more might 
be done if the Inspectors were as active as they should be, and 
more careful and systematic in their inspections. 

Unfortunately many of the District Councils are averse to tak- 
ing proceedings to enforce the provisions of the Order, and this 
leads to a certain amount of laxity on the part of the Inspectors. 
In some of the poorer portions of mv district, in which there is 
practically no sale of milk, the Sanitary Sub-Officers have been 
deputed to see that the main provisions of this Order are com- 
plied with. 

1 am pleased to be in a position to report that an undoubted 
improvement is gradually taking place in the sanitary conditions 
ot the district, it is slow and not, perhaps, very apparent to the 
ordinary observer, but to one who knows the district the change 
m the last few years is very marked. Manure heaps are still in 
many instances to be found close up to the doors and windows of 
the houses in the rural portions of the district, and accumulations 
are still allowed to remain in the back vards and lanes of many 
towns and villages. 

The Sanitary Authorities are reluctant to take proceedings to 
enforce compliance with their notices for the abatement of nuis- 
ances, and the manner in which they allow the constant recur- 
rence of nuisances is a bar to any great improvement in the 
sanitary conditions of the district. 

The Parish Grants Scheme of the Congested Districts Board 
and the building of Labourers’ Cottages, hare had a marked effect- 
in improving the housing conditions, and also act as educative 
■ factors. 

The practice of keeping pigs and cattle in dwelling-houses still 
exists m the western part of mv district, but it is oraduallv 
diminishing. ° 

The town of Listowel (County Kerry), as I have previously 
pointed out, is in a very insanitary condition, and so far the Urban 
Council have taken no practical steps to remedy it. 

The sanitary condition of the town of C.ort' (County C4alway) 
is a standing menace to the health of the inhabitants, but though 
repeatedly urged to take action in the matter the Sanitarv 
Authority have so far failed to do so.— I am, etc.,

PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS. 

( d ) Report of Sir Achesox MacCcllagh, the Local Govern- 
ment Board (Ireland) Medical Inspector. 

Gentlemen,— During the year under review the subject of the 
prevention of Tuberculosis has been kept constantly before the 
public by the distribution of leaflets and posters and the discus- 
sions at the various County Council Meetings as to the appoint- 

k 3 
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meats of Tuberculosis Officers ami the Sanatorium treatment of 
patients affected bv the disease. Limerick. Galway, and Sligo 
have appointed Tuberculosis County Officers and are considering 
the most suitable sites for establishing their chief Dispensary ; 
the. Counties of Mayo, Clare, and Roscommon, it is expected, will 
appoint their Tuberculosis Officer at their meetings next month. 
“The Countv Council of Limerick have requested the several Dis- 
trict Councils in the County to adopt Part 1 of the Tuberculosis 
Prevention Act, 1908, and most of them have done so. 

Athlone Nos. 1 and 2 Rural District Councils have adopted 
Part 1 of the Act: notification being essential to the efficient 
carrying out of preventive measures, it is much to be regretted 
that so few sanitary authorities have availed of the provisions of 
the Act. 

The Sanatorium treatment of patients is still under considera- 
tion by the County Councils, but the Insurance Committees have 
made provisional arrangements pending the adoption of a general 
scheme by the different County Councils, most of whom have 
passed a special rate in their estimate this year. 

In several districts arrangements have been made for the dis- 
infection of any house in which a case of tuberculosis lias arisen , 
should the occupants so desire. 

Instructional posters are prominently displayed in the Dispen- 
saries of the several Unions in my district. — I am, etc.,

ie) Report of Dr. Brendan MacCarthy, Medical Inspector, on 
the Public Health of the District under his charge. 

To the Local Government Board for Ireland. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honour to report that the principal 
outbreaks of infectious disease,, which occurred in my district 
during the year ended 31st March, 1913, were the following : — 

Small -Pox. 

Londonderry County Borough. — In November, 1912, a case of 
Small-Pox was reported from the County Borough of London- 
derry. The patient was a sailor and had been in' Seville, where 
small-pox was prevalent, three weeks before he was attacked. 
The case was a severe one of the confluent type. The patient 
had been primarily vaccinated but showed only one cicatrix. He 
recovered, and there was no spread of the disease. 

Enteric Fever. 

Ballyshannon Rural District. — During August, September, and 
October, 1912, four cases of enteric fever were reported. Two of 
these occurred in Bundoran, and the other two cases developed 
after a stay at this seaside resort. Some years ago an outbreak 
of enteric fever of an extensive character occurred in Bundoran. 
Both outbreaks were attributed by the Medical Officer of Health 
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to the use of infected milk, and, when making inquiries in con- 
nection with the previous outbreak, I learned that cases of enteric 
fever had occurred at several of the farms from which Bundoran 
draws its milk supply. This fact appears to indicate that the 
milk is subject to pollution by a “ carrier ” engaged in the milk- 
ing of the cows or handling of the milk. Every effort should be 
made to discover whence the contamination arises, and the pro- 
visions of the Dairies, Cowsheds, and Milksliops Order, 1908, 
should be rigidly enforced. It is of the utmost importance not 
only to the Public Health and prosperity of Bundoran, but for 
the protection of visitors and the Districts from which they come 
that the purity of the milk supply of Bundoran should be above 
suspicion. 

Corricli-o u-Sh (i ii no ii Rural District . — A case of enteric fever 
occurred in the Jamestown Dispensary District . in November, 
1912, and the Medical Officer of Health was unable to trace the 
source of infection. In the following January nine cases occurred 
m neighbouring townlands in the same Dispensary District. The 
Medical Officer of Health attributed the. outbreak ‘to the thinking 
of well water contaminated by the unusually heavy rainfall. In 
a further case the disease appears to have been contracted by the 
patient on her way back from America or immediatelv after her 
arrival. A case also occurred in Carrick-on-Shannon," the origin 
of which the Medical Officer of Health was unable to trace. 

Cavan Rural District . — Occasional cases of enteric fever were 
reported from Cavan Rural District during the closing months of 
1912 — chiefly in Ballyhaise Dispensary District. It seems 
likely that some of these cases which occurred in Julv were not 
enteric fever, but typhus fever, as a connection could be traced 
with a case of recognised typhus, which had occurred in the town 
of Cavan. In the other cases the acting Medical Officer of Health 
was unable to trace the source of infection. 

Granard Rural District.— In the latter half of 1912 a series of 
cases of enteric fever were reported from the Granard Dispensarv 
District of Granard Rural District, The Medical Officer of 
Health attributed these cases to the drinking of water from a con- 
taminated well in the village of Abbevlara, and drew attention to 
the defective sewerage of the village. The defects pointed out 
by the Medical Officer of Health have not up to the present been 
rectified by the Sanitary Authority. 

ManorhamMon Rural District . — I regret to have to report once 
more on the occurrence of cases of enteric fever in the Drnmahaire 
and Manorhamilton Dispensary Districts of this Rural District 
during the opening months of the present vear. Both these Dis- 
pensary Districts have for a great many years been subject to 
widespread epidemics of enteric fever, and cases of the disease, 
have seldom been entirely absent from one or other of these Dis- 
tricts. In a number of the cases now reported the disease had 
previously attacked some other member of the family or had been 
in the immediate neighbourhood in previous outbreaks. In for- 
mer reports to the Local Government Board, which were fnv- 
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warded to the Rural District Council, I detailed the measures 
which in my opinion were best calculated to stamp out the disease 
in the Rural District, and the Board communicated my sugges- 
tions to the Sanitary Authority, in due course. Had these sug- 
gestions been promptly and energetically acted on, I have little 
doubt that the Rural District would long ago have been freed from 
the disease. I am glad to say that in the Glenfarne District of 
Manorhamilton Dispensary District a Committee has now- been 
formed, as suggested many years ago by me, whose duty it will 
be to see that all available measures are taken to prevent the 
further spread of the disease. On account of the long continuance 
of the infection in this District and the number of houses and 
persons infected the labours of this Committee will necessarily 
be much more arduous and will have to be continued systematic- 
ally for a much longer time than would have been the case had 
my suggestion been acted on in the first instance. I hope the 
efforts of the Committee may meet with all success, and that the 
Rural District Council will delegate to them the fullest powers 
that they can in order to help them in their task. 

Omagh Rural District . — During the last six months of 1912 ten 
cases of enteric fever were reported from the Sixmilecross Dis- 
pensary District, two from the Omagh No. 1 Dispensary Dis- 
trict, and one from Omagh No. 2 Dispensary District. A further 
case was reported in January of the present year from Omagh 
No. 2 Dispensary District, and one in February from Omagh No. 
1 Dispensary District. The Medical Officers of Health were 
unable to trace the source of infection. 

Sligo Rural District . — During the early months of this year 
nine cases of enteric fever were notified from, the Cliffoney and 
Carney Dispensary Districts of Sligo Rural District. The 
Medical Officers of Health were unable to discover the probable 
source of infection. 

In the Aelare and Tobereimy Dispensary Districts of Tober- 
curry Rural District enteric fever was prevalent during the last 
half of 1912. In Aelare Dispensary District the Medical Officer 
of Health was unable to discover the probable source of infection. 
He reported thirteen cases from May to December. In the town 
of Tobercurry the outbreak was specially severe. Twenty-four 
cases were reported by the Medical Officer of Health from June to 
December, 1912. A bacteriological analysis of the water supply 
of Tobereimy showed that the majority of the public wells and 
pumps were polluted by sewerage matter, and as the water which 
supplies these passes through the Workhouse grounds it is most 
probable that it was specifically contaminated with Typhoid 
germs coming from the fever hospital, where a number of 
Typhoid patients had been treated. In 1910 a very extensive 
outbreak of enteric fever took place in the Tobercurry 'Dispensary 
District. At that time the town of Tobercurry was little affected. 
The present water supply of Tobercurry is very defective, and I 
doubt if it can be efficiently safeguarded. A new supply should 
be obtained, and the sewerage of the town improved. 
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Typhus Fever. 

Two cases of Typhus occurred in the town of Cavan in April 
iincl May of 1912. These were the last of a series of cases of this 
■ disease which occurred chiefly in Half Acre and Breffni Terrace. 
A considerable outbreak of Typhus Fever occurred in Half Acre 
some years ago, due, in the opinion of the Medical Officer of 
Health, to infection from second-hand clothing and rags which 
are bought by persons living in Half Acre and to the insanitary 
condition of the houses and yards. The houses in Breffni Ter- 
race were also reported to be in an insanitary state. As these are 
owned by the Town there is no excuse for their being allowed to 
get into this state. It would be best for the town of C'avan if the 
Half Acre houses were condemned and pulled down and sanitary 
cottages built in their place. 

Stranorlar Rural District . — A considerable outbreak of typhus 
fever occurred in the Stranorlar Dispensary District of Stranorlar 
Rural District. Dr. Brian O’Brien visited the District, as I was 
absent, and an account of the outbreak will be found in his annual 
report. Cases of typhus fever were reported from Dromore West 
Rural District in May, 1912, but the disease did not spread 
beyond the family affected. A case was notified from Carriek, 
Glenties Rural District, in January of this year, and a family 
were reported as suffering from this disease in the Carney Dis- 
pensary District, Sligo Rural District, in April of last year. 

Diphtheria. 

In November, 1912, twelve cases of Diphtheria were reported 
from the Castlederg Rural District, three families being affected. 

At the end of August, 1912, six or seven cases of Diphtheria 
occurred in the neighbourhood of Ramelton in the Milford Rural 
District of County Donegal. The disease was probably brought 
•over from Scotland. 


Scarlatina. 

Scarlatina was prevalent in Duugloe No. 2 Dispensary District 
of the Glenties Rural District in April and May of last year. In 
October, 1912, a number of cases of Scarlatina were reported in 
the Moville Dispensary District of Inishowen Rural District. 

Scarlatina was prevalent in the Sligo Rural District and several 
■cases were reported from August, 1912, to February of this year 
from Carney Dispensary District. In November some cases were 
reported from Ballymote and in August, 1912, and January of 
this year from Cliffoney and Riverstown Dispensary Districts 
In these epidemics a number of cases of a mild type were unrecog- 
nised, or the parents did not consider it necessary to have their 
•children medically attended. The number of cases reported to 
the Local Government Board are often not an exact indication of 
the extent of the disease. 
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CcrebroSpinal Meningitis. 

A case was reported from Brookeborough Dispensary District 
in Lisnaskea Rural District in November last, and another case 
was notified from Rosslea Dispensary District in Clones -No. 
Rural District during December, but the disease did not spread 
in my district. 

General Observations. 

There is a marked improvement in many districts in the housing 
of the poorer classes owing to the erection of well-planned 
labourers’ cottages, though the dwellings of many of the small 
farmers still exhibit the insanitary defects of small fixed windows 
placed on one side of the house only, floors which cannot be effec- 
tively washed, and other injurious conditions to which I have fre- 
quently called attention in my annual reports. The dwellings of 
the poorer classes in many towns in my district are very bad — 
Longford is especially remarkable in this respect. The Dairies, 
Cowsheds, and Milkshops Order, 1908, is now being generally ad- 
ministered by the Sanitary Authorities in my district, and 
efficient inspectors have been appointed in most Rural Districts. 

The water supplies of Ballintra, Belcoo, Blacklion, Carn- 
donagh, Derrygon nelly, Dungloe, Pettigci, Rosses' Point, Tempo, 
and Trillick still remain very defective. 

Pul monary Tuberculosis . 

The appointments, provisionally, of Tuberculosis officers have 
been sanctioned in Donegal, Fermanagh, Leitrim, Sligo, and 
Tyrone Counties. The Leitrim County scheme provides also for 
tlie pavment of nurses, and thirteen beds have been engaged from 
the Women’s National Health Association, which has also under- 
taken to provide ten beds for County Donegal. In Sligo negotia- 
tions are in progress for combining with Galway and Mayo for the 
provision of Sanatorium treatment. In the Counties of Cavan, 
Londonderry, and Longford no final action has yet been taken, 
nor has any practical scheme for the provision of the sanatorium 
benefit as yet been put in force in the County Borough of London- 
derry, where the need is most pressing. — I am, etc.,

(f) Report of Dr. C. ,T. MacCormack, Medical Inspector, on the 
Public Health of the District under his charge. 

To the Local Government Board for Ireland. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honour to submit the following report 
on the public health of the district under my charge during the 
year 1912-1913. The district includes the greater portion of the 
Province of Munster, and is comprised of the Counties of Cork, 
Waterford, Tipperary, Kerry (with the exception of Listowel 
Union), and portion of Limerick. 
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Small-Poa'. 

No case of Small-Pox occurred in niy district during the past 
year. The Vaccination Acts are efficiently administered, except 
in Fennoy, Tralee and Dingle Unions, where a very large num- 
ber of unvaccinated children are to be found, chiefly in the town 
districts from which the respective Unions derive their names. 

C ere b ro-S-pt nal Per er . 

Two cases of Cerebro-Bpinal Fever were notified during the 
year, one of which occurred in the Kilmalloek Dispensary Dis- 
trict and the other in the Woodstown Dispensary District of 
Waterford No. 1 Rural District. The patient from the Ivilmal- 
lock district was a little girl, aged 12 years, who lived with her 
father in a labourer's cottage situate in the country, and having, 
as stated by the Medical Officer, liberal cubic and floor space, as 
well as being cleanly and neatly kept. A specimen of the cerebro- 
spinal fluid in the case gave a negative result on bacteriological 
examination , and no evidence of exposure to infection could be as- 
certained. In the case that occurred at Passage East in the Woods- 
town Dispensary District, the only particulars obtainable as to 
the probable source of infection , were those stated by the Medical 
Officer of Health, namely, the insanitary surroundings of the in- 
fected premises and the want of personal cleanliness on the part 
of the patient and her family. 

Enteric Fever. 

The number of cases of Enteric Fever reported during the past 
year was not quite as large as in the two previous years, and, with 
the exception of about 22 cases in the Tralee Rural District and 
eleven that occurred in the Ivillorglin Dispensary District of Kil- 
larney Union, I am pleased to state that the District, as a whole, 
was remarkably free from any serious outbreak of the disease. 
The majority of the patients found to be affected in the Killorglin 
Dispensary District were removed to hospital and the cause of the 
outbreak was chiefly attributed to the use of polluted water, whilst 
in a few of the cases, the milk supply was considered to be the 
probable source of infection . 

Of the. twenty-two cases of Enteric Fever notified from Tralee 
Rural District, the majority of the persons affected resided in the 
Ardfert Dispensary District, where the spread of the infection 
was believed to be caused through the agency of the milk supplied 
to a local creamery from the infected households. I submitted a 
special report on this outbreak at the time of its occurrence in 
May last, and it is worthy of note that when the temperature. 
(165 Fah.) previously observed in the process of pasteurisation at 
the Creamery referred to, was raised to 190 F. an almost imme- 
•diate disappearance of the disease took place. 

In Cork County Borough seventeen cases of Enteric Fever were 
notified during the year, as compared with thirty-two in the pre- 
vious year, fifty-four in 1910, and seventy-four in 1909, and 
eighty-eight in 1908, showing a noticeable and steadv decline in 
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the number of persons attacked. It may be fairly assumed that 
this very satisfactory state of things is not unconnected with the 
efforts made in recent years by the Public Health Committee of 
the County Borough of Cork to improve the sewerage and water 
supply of their City. 

Six cases of Enteric Fever were notified from the Rural Dis- 
trict of Thurles, four of which occurred in the Littleton Dispen- 
sary District and two in the Moyne Dispensary District. The 
origin of the disease in these cases was assigned to contaminated 
water supplies, specimens of which were submitted for analysis 
and found to contain only a small number of micro-organisms. 

Eight cases of Enteric Fever occurred in the Caher Dispensary 
District of Caherciveen Union, in reference to which I submitted 
a recent report. 

Three cases of Enteric Fever were notified from the Toome- 
vara Dispensary District of Nenogh Union, and six cases of 
Typhoid Fever occurred in the Bandon Rural District, and five 
were notified from Watefford County Borough. Two cases of 
Enteric Fever occurred in the Douglas Dispensary District of 
Cork Rural District, the origin of the disease being assigned to 
contaminated well-water. Eleven cases of Enteric Fever 
occurred in the C'amck-on-Suir Nos. 1 and 3 Rural Districts, and 
were confined to the Dispensary Districts of Piltown and C'amck- 
on-Suir No. 2. The probable source of infection was not satis- 
factorily determined in any of the cases, though the Medical 
Officer of Health of Carrick-on-Suir No. 2 Dispensary District 
was, at first, inclined to believe that the disease was probably 
spread through the use of infected “ separated ” milk from a local 
Creamery. 


Typhus Fever. 

In Waterford County Borough three cases of Typhus Fever 
were notified during the year and were supposed to have origi- 
nated from the general insanitary conditions of the premises. 
In C'ork County Borough only one case of Typhus Fever was 
notified during the year, and the probable source of infection was 
not ascertained. One case of Typhus Fever was notified from 
the Newmarket Dispensary District in the Kanturk Rural Dis- 
trict, and one from the Union Hall Dispensary District of Skib- 
bereen Rural District during the year. Five cases of Typhus 
Fever were notified during the year from the Clonakiltv Urban 
District, four of the persons affected being members of ‘the one 
family, whose house and surroundings were densely overcrowded 
and insanitary. 

An outbreak of Typhus Fever occurred in Borrisokane town in 
the Borrisokane Rural District in the month of May of last vear, 
which was confined to the members of three families, who were 
related to each other. The majority of the cases included the 
children of these families, and the origin of the disease was attri- 
buted to the usual causes of overcrowding and general insanitary, 
conditions, and the infection was conveyed through contact. A 
special report was submitted by me at the time. 
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Scarlatina. 

In Cork County Borough ninety-four oases of Scarlatina were 
notified, as compared with thirty-nine cases in the previous year. 
The two most prolific agencies in the way of spreading the disease 
were the schoolroom and an infected milk supply. Scarlatina of 
a mild type prevailed over a large portion of my district between 
the months of September and January last. The disease was 
widely distributed in the Cork Rural District, notably in the 
Blarney and Queenstown Dispensary Districts. Outbreaks of 
the disease have been reported from Midleton Urban District and 
from the Rural Districts of Kilmacthonras, Lismore, Skibbereen, 
Kilmallock, Midleton, and Fermoy. 


Diphtheria. 

In Cork County Borough fifty-two cases of Diphtheria were 
notified during the. year, as compared with seventy cases in the 
previous year. In Waterford County Borough thirteen cases of 
Diphtheria occurred during the period under review. There has 
been no serious outbreak of this disease in any part of my district 
during the year and only odd cases of Diphtheria have been noti- 
fied from the Rural Districts of Fermoy, C'arrick-on-Snir, Dun- 
manway, and Bandon. 

' As in the case of Scarlatina, the spread of Diphtheria is mainly 
caused by school attendance and an infected milk supply, whilst 
defective drains and bad sanitary conditions are often found in 
the houses of persons affected with the disease. 

Measles. 

In Cork County Borough ninety-six cases of Measles were noti- 
fied during the year. The general type of the disease was of a 
mild character, and, except where pulmonary complications super- 
vened, the results did not end fatally.' Smaller epidemics 
occurred in Clonmel Urban and Rural Districts, Clogheen Rural 
District and in Skibbereen, Dunmanway, Macrooin, Bandon, 
and Mitchelstown Rural Districts and in Tralee Urban and Rural 
Districts. The great infectivity of Measles and the fact that it 
is most infectious in the very early stages of the disease make it 
•extremely difficult to prevent its assuming, in most instances, 
epidemic proportions. Besides, Measles is generally regarded by 
the public with an air of indifference, and it is only in the event 
of pulmonary or other complications arising that medical aid is 
sought for. 


Whooping-Cough. 

This disease prevailed in Tralee and Dingle Rural Districts and 
also in Clonmel Urban and Rural Districts, but not to any very 
serious extent. It is not possible to give an approximate idea 
of the number of cases, as whooping-cough is not included among 
the compulsorily notifiable diseases. 
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Diarrhccul Diseases. 

In Cork County Borough, where diarrhoea is scheduled as a 
notifiable disease from the 1st of June to the 1st of October, 
seventy-one cases were notified last year, as compared with three 
hundred and fifty-two in the previous year. Diarrhoea! diseases 
are usually very prevalent in the City of Cork during the late 
Summer and Autumn, especially in dry, hot weather as occurred 
in the months of August and September, 1911. The chief causes 
favouring the incidence of the disease are overcrowded- and in- 
sanitary houses, with filthy surroundings, contamination of food 
supplies and the neglect of personal cleanliness. 

No cases of epidemic diarrhoea were notified in Waterford. 
County Borough during the past year. ' 


General Observations on the Vital Statistics, Sanitation and' 
Sanitary Administration of the principal Towns and the 
District generally under my charge. 

Cork County Borough. — The general death-rate for 1912 is 19‘1 , 
which is less than 1911, namely 21'2. The zymotic death-rate 
for the same periods was in 1912, - 7, and in 1911, 1'8. 

The diseases which chiefly contributed to the zymotic death- 
rate were Typhoid Fever, which caused eleven deaths ; Diph- 
theria, seven deaths ; and diarrhoea! diseases, which caused eleven 
deaths. Pulmonary Tuberculosis caused 218 deaths, as compared 
with 252 in the previous year, and other forms of Tuberculosis 
were responsible for 74 deaths. Voluntary notification of pul- 
monary tuberculosis has been in operation for some years past, 
but its results have been anything but satisfactory, judging by the 
very small number of cases reported out of the several hundreds 
of cases that have occurred. I cannot account for the action of 
the Public Health Committee of the Cork County Borough in 
refusing to adopt Part 1 of the Tuberculosis Prevention (Ireland) 
Act, 1908, as a glance at the following figures will indicate the 
real and urgent necessity that exists for making all cases of 
Tuberculosis compulsorily notifiable : —

Waterford County Borough— In Waterford County Borough 
for the past four years, the general death-rate was as follows 
1909, 191; 1910, 20-2; 1911, 17'2 ; 1912, 18 0. The diseases 
notified during the past year are as follows Diphtheria, 13 
cases ; Enteric Fever, 5 cases ; Typhus Fever, 3 cases : Scarlatina, 

1 case; and Erysipelas, 3 cases. The death-rate was reasonably 
low, but the mortality from Tuberculosis was only verv slightly 1 
improved, as compared with the previous year. 
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Clonmel Urban District. — The general death-rate in this Dis- 
trict was in 1907, 17;9 ; 1908, 166 ; 1909, 13 2 : 1910, 21-2 ; 1911 , 
14'5 ; 1912, 16‘3, whilst the death-rate from the principal zymotic 
diseases for the same period was as follows : — 1907, '8 ; 1908, To ; 
1909, 3 ; 1910, *3 ; 1911, 1*4 ; 1912, 2 0. 

Trahc Urban District. — The general death-rate in the District 
was in 1907, I8;2 ; 1908, 23'8 : 1909, 19 0 ; 1910, 19 4 ; 1911, 16‘0 ; 
1912, 13’4; whilst the death-rate from the principal zymotic dis- 
eases for these vears was as follows: — In 1907, ‘8; 1908, 3'6; 
1909, 1-2; 1910, 'l-2: 1911, T3: 1912, 18. 

Queenstown Urban District. — The general death-rate in this 
District for the past six years was as follows: — In 1907, 14'9; 
1908, 15‘7: 1909, 16'4 : 1910, 18-5; 1911, 15 6 ; and 1912, 1T9. 
The death-rate for the same period from the principal zvmotic 
diseases was in 1907, 2*4 : 1908, -2 : 1909, 4 : 1910, 5 ; 1911, T4; 
and 1912, o. 


General Observations. 

I am pleased to state. that there are now very marked evidences 
of a general improvement in regard to sanitation throughout a 
large portion of my district, and matters relating to the Public 
Health are each year receiving more careful and practical atten- 
tion on the part of the Sanitary Authorities and their officers. 
But, where there is a question of providing a water supply or im- 
proving the sewerage, some few District Councils have assumed 
an apathetic attitude. Pure water is one of the essentials of 
healthy existence, and the law imposes on every local Sanitary 
Authority the obligation of providing their district, or any portion 
thereof, with an abundant and wholesome supply for the needs of 
the people they represent, and this is a duty they may not shirk 
with impunity. 

The guest ion of the “ area of charge ” is the one prevailing 
idea uppermost iii the minds of the large majority of the District 
Councillors, living outside the locality to be benefited by an im- 
proved water supply or system of sewerage, and, in trying to stave 
off expenditure, these members of the Council, very often un- 
wittingly, I admit, impose a much heavier burthen on the rate- 
payers if an outbreak of dangerous infectious disease occur in the 
localities within their district having no proper water supplies _oi’ 
sewerage. The cost of sinking a well, erecting a pump and main- 
taining same is borne by the local rates, but so, it must be 
remembered, is the care, nursing, etc., of patients in the Work- 
house Fever Hospital a general charge on the rates in like man- 
ner. I think it is now generally admitted that any expenditure 
which makes for the improvement of tire public health is in the 
end an economy, since it relieves the rates of the cost of main- 
tenance of the victims of disease and their dependants. 

The Dairies, Cowsheds and Milkshops (Ireland) Order of 1908 
is now in operation throughout the whole of my district and, in 
most instances, the Councils have appointed Veterinary Inspec- 
tors to carry out the provisions, in addition to the Sanitary Sub; 
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Officers, who are employed as Dairy Inspectors and who are em- 
powered, in the poorer and more remote districts, to call in the 
services of a qualified Veterinary Surgeon whenever occasion re- 
quires expert assistance. 

A very noticeable improvement is to be seen m the conditions 
affecting the public milk supply since the introduction of the 
Dairies Order, and, as it is now generally recognised that milk is 
so valuable as an article of food and such a fruitful carrier of dis- 
ease germs, the necessity for more careful and sustained action 
on the part of the Councils in carrying out the provisions of the 
Dailies, etc., Order in the Urban and Rural Districts cannot for 
a moment be doubted. — I am, etc.,

PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS. 

(r/) Report of Dr. C. J. MacCormack, Medical Inspector. 
To the Local Government Board for Ireland. 

Gentlemen , — I am pleased to be able to state that an increased 
interest continues to be shown in the prevention and cure of 
Tuberculosis by all the Public Bodies in my district. And, fur- 
ther, the Medical Officers, without exception, have informed me 
that the people, as a rule, are beginning to evince a keen desire 
to adopt all precautionary measures for the prevention of the 
spread of infection, and are quite ready to carry out the methods 
at present recommended for the treatment of those suffering from 
Pulmonary Tuberculosis. 

In this connection I may, perhaps, mention that in most of 
the. waiting rooms of the Dispensaries in both Urban and Rural 
Districts, the posters issued by the Local Government Etoard are 
displayed in the most conspicuous places, and contain instruc- 
tions, in form most simple and effectual, recommended for the 
use of Consumptives and those living with them. 

But it is on the scheme provided under the National Insurance 
and Finance Act, 1911-12, that our hopes must rest, if we are to 
succeed in completely eradicating from our midst this dreadful 
scourge of consumption. 

Provision is made under the Act enabling the Councils of the 
Counties and County Boroughs to make special arrangements for 
the treatment of patients suffering from Tuberculosis, and, with 
that object in view, the Local Government Board addressed a 
Circular Letter to all these bodies, pointing out the procedure to 
be adopted in order to secure their share of the Grant of £146,000 
for capital purposes. 

I am very glad to be in a position to state that the different 
Councils in the South-western District, comprising, as it does, 
the Counties of Waterford, Tipperary, Cork, and Kerry, have 
acted on the recommendations laid down by the Board, and have 
prepared then schemes accordingly. 
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Medical Specialists have been appointed for each County, whose 
whole time will be devoted to the duties of their office, and the 
services of specially trained Nurses have been engaged as well. 

Central and branch Tuberculosis Dispensaries are being set up 
in the principal towns and districts of each County, and I am 
sanguine enough to hope that, in a very short time, the whole 
system with its specially trained staff of doctors and nurses, will 
be in full and settled working order. And I believe, in time, the 
various measures contained in the schemes prepared by the 
County and Borough Councils for the prevention and cure of 
Tuberculosis will have the most beneficent and far-reaching re- 
sults. — I am, etc.,

Ui) REPORT OF DR. BRIAN O’BRIEN, MEDICAL IN- 
SPECTOR, ON THE PUBLIC HEALTH OF THE 
DISTRICT UNDER HIS CHARGE. 

To the Local Government Board for Ireland. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honour to submit to you the following 
report on the public health of the district under my charge for 
the year ending the 31st March, 1913. 

This district consists of the North-eastern portion of Ireland. 

Few serious outbreaks have taken place, but Scarlatina has 
been prevalent over a large portion of the district, especially in 
the industrial centres. 


Small-pox. 

No case of this disease has been notified during the year under 
report, nor, indeed, has there been a case in this district for some 
years past. 

Vaccination on the whole appears to be well carried out, 
although there are a large number of defaulters in the Carrick- 
macross Union, where the Guardians have refused to enforce 
the Vaccination Acts. 


Enteric Fever. 

The district has been particularly free from this disease during 
the past year, and no serious outbreak has taken place, although 
Enteric Fever has been unduly prevalent in the Newry Urban 
District, twenty-five cases having been reported. The great- 
majority of these cases have been notified from the same portion 
of the town as was affected by the outbreak which occurred in 
October, 1911, which was referred to in my last- annual report. 

The most careful inquiries were made by the Medical Officers 
of Health to endeavour to clear up the cause of the prevalence 
of enteric in this district, but no satisfactory solution was 
obtained. The water supply of the Urban District, which is 
derived from Cam lough Lake, was bacteriologically examined by 
Dr. W. J. Wilson, of Belfast University, and he has recom- 
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mended that it should be filtered. Further inquiries were also 
made as to the milk supply, which was under suspicion. The 
Newry Urban District Council, who appear most anxious to take 
every possible means to prevent the recurrence of this disease in 
their district, have recently employed Dr. W. J. Wilson to visit 
the district, and to report to them on the cause of the enteric 
fever, and to advise them on the steps necessary to be taken 
to improve the water supply of the town. 

An outbreak, limited to a few cases, occurred in the village of 
Annalong, in the Kilkeel Rural District, in January, 1913. 
Suspicion was directed to the water supply of the village, which, 
on being examined, was found unsatisfactory. The question of 
providing a new supply is under consideration by the Rural 
Council. 

A case of enteric fever was notified in the Newtownards Rural 
District in October, 1912; the patient •was believed to have con- 
tracted the disease at Annalong from eating oysters. 

Six cases of enteric fever were notified as having occurred in 
the village of Saintfield, in the Hillsborough Rural District. All 
the cases had obtained their milk supply from the same purveyor, 
and on visiting the dairy with the Medical Officer of Health, we 
ascertained that previous to the outbreak three children in the 
household had been suffering from an ill-defined feverish attack. 
The milk supply from the dairy referred to was prohibited for a 
time, and no further cases have since occurred. 

I am pleased to be able to report that the incidence of typhoid 
fever in the Belfast County Borough continues to decrease. The 
relative immunity of the city from typhoid fever is a most satis- 
factory and remarkable feature, especially having regard to the 
unenviable reputation Belfast once had as being a hotbed of this 
disease. During the past year sixty-nine cases were notified, of 
which thirteen proved fatal. Ten years ago (in 1902), 1,044 
cases of typhoid were notified, with 169 deaths, and even this 
serious mortality in 1902 showed a marked reduction on the 
records of previous years. That several factors have combined 
to bring about this reduction in the incidence of typhoid fever 
in the County Borough there is no doubt, but probably the chief 
factors, in my opinion, have been the improvement in the water 
supply, and the abolition of privy middens. 

Typhus Fever. 

An outbreak of typhus fever took place in the Cootehill Rural 
District during the early portion of the year. 

Two cases of suspected enteric fever and three cases of typhus 
fever, from the same neighbourhood, having been notified to the 
Board, I visited this district on the 23rd June last. As the 
result of my inquiries, I came to the conclusion that probably 
all these patients had typhus, and that, previous to the notifica- 
tion of these cases, other persons had suffered from the same 
disease, though thought to have been suffering from influenza of 
a Severe t’^pe, from which disease several deaths had been regis- 
tered ambng elderly persons. 
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The outbreak appears to have originated in the house of a 
woman named Mrs. L., who was admitted into the Cootehill 
Fever Hospital as a suspected case of enteric fever; on her blood 
being examined for Widal’s reaction the result was negative, 
and it was thought that she was suffering from influenza. The 
remaining members of her family developed typhus fever at a 
later date, and were admitted to' the Cootehilf Fever Hospital. 
Eight cases of typhus fever and two of enteric were notified to 
the Board ; but there is little doubt that other cases occurred, 
and were classified as suffering from influenza. As to the cause 
of the outbreak, there was a history of Mrs. L's. husband 
having returned from Glasgow early in January, and having 
brought with him some second-hand clothing. As is usual, the 
persons attacked were in straitened circumstances, and the 
sanitary condition of the houses was not very satisfactory, but, 
at the same time, I cannot say that they were in any worse 
condition than the average houses occupied by persons of the 
same rank in life. In every case after the first one, there was a 
history of the patient having been in close personal contact with 
a patient suffering, or who had suffered from the disease. 
When the character of the outbreak was recognised, energetic 
measures w r ere taken to stop the spread of infection, the houses 
being as thoroughly disinfected as possible, and the clothing and 
bedding being either boiled or destroyed. I visited the houses 
in which the disease had occurred with Dr. M'Quaid. Medical 
Officer of Health of the Cootehill Dispensary District, and satisfied 
myself that adequate measures had been taken. 

A sporadic case of typhus was notified from the Ivilm ore Dis- 
pensary District, in the Monaghan Rural District. Energetic 
measures were taken by Dr. Elliott, Medical Officer of Health 
of the District, and no extension of the disease took place. 

No case of typhus fever has been notified in the Belfast 
County Borugh during the year under review. This is very satis- 
factory, and is, I believe, the first occasion on which it has 
occurred. 


Scarlatina. 

This disease, which has been prevalent in the district for some 
years, is still rife. The cases have usually been of a very mild 
type, and it is probably due'to this fact that the measures taken 
to stop its spread have had such disappoining results. Patients 
have frequently been discovered going about among their 
neighbours in the desquamating stage, and the fact that they 
have had scarlatina is only found out when another member of 
the family is taken ill and a medical practitioner is called on. 

In the Belfast County Borough 1,053 cases were notified, as 
compared with 713 in the year ending 31st March, 1912. The 
disease was prevalent during the whole year, but during the 
Autumn of 1912 an excessive incidence of the disease took place, 
aqd the Corporation had to obtain beds at the Union Fever 
Hospital, as their, hospital at Purdysbum was unable to accom- 
modate the patients. 

l2 
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Lurgun Urban District. — Fifty-five eases have been notified 
from this district since August, 191*2, and the infection was 
probably brought into the town from the neighbouring rural 
district of Moira, in which scarlatina had been prevalent for 
some months previous. Almost all the cases were removed to 
the Lurgan Fever Hospital, and the houses and their contents 
thoroughly disinfected. 

Portadown Urban District. — From this district forty-five cases 
have been notified. During 1911-12 there was an extensive out- 
break of scarlet fever in this district, and cases have continued 
to occur during the present year. The majority of these were 
removed to hospital, and the houses were carefully disinfected. 

Monaghan Urban District. — An outbreak occurred in the town 
of Monaghan. The first case appears to have been a girl who 
came to the Convent School in September, 1912, from County 
Sligo, in the desquamating stage of the disease. 

A few cases occurred in the town during October and November, 
and a further case was notified as occurring in the Convent School 
in December, 191*2. 

. Towards the end of January the disease broke out in the 
Convent School, twenty-one cases being notified between 23rd 
January and the 25th February, 1913. 

Since the latter date no further cases have occurred. 

Moira Rural District. — In this district scarlatina has been 
very prevalent during the whole year. The disease made 
its appearance in December, 1911, and was probably an 
extension of the outbreak which occurred in the Banbridge Rural 
District last year, on which I reported to the Board- During 
the year under review* 113 cases of scarlatina have been notified 
to the Board, and by far the greater number of these cases have 
occurred in the "Waringstown Dispensary District. I visited 
this district in October, 1912, and as the result of my inquiries, 
I came to the conclusion that the disease had been spread through 
the agency of cases in which the character of the disease was 
not recognised by the parents, and in which no medical practi- 
tioner had been called in. The fact that the disease w 7 as of a 
very mild type, and that German measles was also prevalent in 
the district at the same time, complicated matters. The Schools 
were closed for a time, and the Rural District Council had notices 
posted throughout the district calling attention to the prevalence 
of the disease, and to the penal clauses of the Public Health 
Acts. The majority of the cases were removed to hospital, and 
in all cases the houses and clothing were disinfected. Additional 
outbreaks of the disease occurred in the Holywood Urban 
District (thirty-nine cases) ; Dromore Urban (twenty-six cases) ; 
Downpatrick Rural District (twenty-eight cases) ; Newry No. 2 
Rural District (fifty-five cases), and Newry Urban District 
(twelve cases). 


Diphtheria. 

This disease was not generally prevalent during the year under 
review, and chiefly occurred in those districts in which outbreaks 
had occurred during 1911, namely, the Larne Urban and Rural 
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Districts, from which sixtv-five cases and twenty-four cases re- 
spectively were notified. Cases also kept cropping up in the Dun- 
dalk Urban District, probably as the result of the outbreak of 
1910-11. When the disease under notice becomes prevalent in 
any locality it appears very difficult to eradicate it. 

Several isolated cases were notified from the Markethill 
Dispensary District in Armagh Rural District, and from the 
Rathfriland Dispensary District in Re wry No. 1 Rural District. 

In the Belfast County Borough two hundred and eighty-seven 
cases were notified, as compared with two hundred and ninety- 
two in 1911. 


Measles. 

Measles have been prevalent in Belfast County Borough for 
the past year, and from this cause three hundred and fifteen 
deaths were registered. In 1910, the last occasion on which an 
epidemic of this disease took place, four hundred and eighty- 
eight deaths were registered from this disease. 

It is greatly to be regretted that some efficient means cannot 
be devised for dealing with this disease, and I think this matter 
should receive the serious attention of the Corporation. 

Since the beginning of 1913 an epidemic of measles has taken 
place in Newry Urban District, and several deaths have been 
due to this cause. 

The Crossmaglen Rural District has also been affected by a 
somewhat serious outbreak. 


Epidemic Diarrhoea . 

Probably as the result of the wet and cold summer of 1912, the 
number of deaths from this disease was small. 

In the Belfast County Borough one hundred and eighty-six 
deaths were registered from this cause, as compared with" five 
hundred and forty-eight in 1911. 

In other districts the same diminution in the mortality from 
epidemic diarrhoea was apparent. 

Gerehro-spinal Meuinrjitis and Acute Poliomyelitis. 

Only two cases of cerebro-spinal meningitis were reported to 
the Board during the past year, one occurring in the Belfast 
County Borough and one in the Newtownards Urban District. 

Last year I drew the attention of the Board to the prevalence 
of acute poliomyelitis in this district, but I am pleased to say 
that during the present year no cases of an epidemic character 
have come under my notice. 

The succeeding Table shows the number of cases of infectious 
disease notified pursuant to the Infectious Disease (Notification)

Tuberculosis. 

Great interest has been taken in the subject of the prevention 
and cure of tuberculosis during the past year. This has been 
the result of the capital grant which was given under the Finance 
Act of 1911 , the financial aid which the National Insurance Act 
provides for the treatment of tuberculosis among insured persons, 
and the undertaking of the Treasury that they would pay half the 
net cost incurred by the County Councils in the treatment of 
tuberculosis in the remainder of the population. 

This financial assistance has encouraged the County Councils 
to avail themselves of the powers conferred on them by the 
Tuberculosis Prevention (Ireland) Act of 1908. The County 
Councils of Armagh, Down, Louth, and Monaghan have ap- 
pointed whole time Tuberculosis Medical Officers for the purpose 
of instituting tuberculosis dispensaries, etc., in the several 
counties. The Antrim County Council propose to take the same 
step at an early date. 

In County Down dispensaries have been already opened in the 
towns of Newtownards and Banbridge. 

In the remaining counties the dispensaries have not as yet been 
opened, as the Local Government Board required the Medical 
Officers appointed by the County Councils to’ undertake a special 
six months’ course of training. 

The several County Councils either have considered, or are con- 
sidering, the question of providing sanatoriums or of obtaining 
beds in an existing sanatorium. 

County Louth have entered into an agreement with the 
Women’s National Health Association to obtain beds at the 
Sanatorium at Peamount. County Monaghan are converting the 
Baronial Fever Hospital into a combined Sanatorium and dis- 
pensary. 

The Counties of Down and Armagh are considering the erection 
of local sanatoriums, and in the meantime, the patients requiring 
sanatorium treatment arp being sent to the National Sanatorium 
at Newcastle, County Wicklow. The Belfast County Borough 
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have an extensive scheme for the treatment of Tuberculosis in 
the City under consideration, and in the meantime the contract 
for beds with the Poster Green Sanatorium still holds good. 

The Abbey Sanatorium, maintained by the Belfast Board of 
Guardians, is constantly fully occupied. 

Up to the present, it is chiefly the tuberculous patients among 
the insured who have been treated, but when the various schemes 
get into working order, it is the intention of the Local Authori- 
ties to extend the benefits to all classes. 

I have no doubt but that a marked reduction in the mortality 
from Tuberculosis will be the result of this campaign. 

During the past year, the County Antrim County Council have 
followed the example of County Down, and appointed Dr. W. J. 
Wilson, of Belfast University, as Bacteriologist to the County, 
under the Tuberculosis (Prevention) Act of 1908. 

Among the medical men in these counties the appointment of 
a bacteriologist has been much appreciated , and they constantly 
avail themselves of his services.

As will be seen from the foregoing table the death-rate in 
Belfast County Borough from all causes was higher during the 
year 1912 than in 1911, but was somewhat lower than the average 
of the preceding five years. The death-rate from zymotic dis- 

l 4 
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eases remains almost the same as in 1911, and is about the average 
of recent years. The death-rate from diseases of the chest still 
remains high, and during 1912, 802 deaths were registered from 
Phthisis. Measles, which had been absent from the City for two 
years, again made its appearance, and was, in part at least, a 
factor in causing a higher death-rate to be recorded. The in- 
fantile mortality rate for 1912 was 129, as compared with 128 in 
1911. This rate of mortality among infants, while it should be 
capable of improvement , is better than has been recorded in past 


years. 

The vital statistics of the remaining Urban Districts do not 
call for much comment, though it is pleasing to see recorded an 
improvement in the death-rate from all causes in Newdownards 
Urban District, and a very marked decrease in the death-rate 
from zymotic diseases. It w r ould appear as if the sanitary im- 
provements carried out by the Urban Council have already had 
the desired effect. 

The deaih-rate in the Dundalk Urban District shows, I regret 
to say, a marked increase over recent years. 

In regard to the Belfast County Borough, improvements in the 
sanitary condition of the district continue to be made. 

A scheme for the abolition of certain insanitary areas in the city 
is being carried out, and at the present time the several areas 
have been cleared and the Corporation are about to erect on these 
areas, houses suitable for the poorer classes. This improvement 
scheme should prove a great benefit to the health of the localities 
affected, and will make a start in doing away with the undesirable 
system of double tenancies which prevails in certain districts of 
Belfast. 


The new abattoir has been completed, and will be opened 
almost immediately. 

The extension of the Municipal Fever Hospital by the addition 
of two pavilions has almost been completed. 

The Belfast, Holy wood and C'astlereagh Joint Board have con- 
tinued to deal in a fairly effective manner with the nuisance 
caused by the deposit of the seaweed on the eastern shore of 
Belfast Lough, and the nuisance caused by the decomposition of 
this weed has been very considerably abated. 


A Bill promoted by the Belfast Corporation for the purpose of 
enabling them to reclaim the slobland on which the weed grows, is 
now before Parliament, and if this reclamation is carried out,’ it 
will have the effect of reducing this nuisance to a minimum! 

The several Local Authorities continue to enforce the Dairies 
Cowsheds and Milkshops Order of 1908, and considerable im! 
provement is being made in the conditions under which milk is 
produced in the majority of the milk supplying districts. 

During the year, the Board ordered an inquiry to be held on 
the application of the Belfast Corporation, that t-hev should be 
given, under Election 19 of the Tuberculosis (Prevention) (Ireland) 
Act 1908, powers of inspection over those dairies supplying milk 
to Belfast. This application of the Belfast Corporation was 
vigorously opposed by the sanitary authorities on the grounds 
that they were enforcing the Dairies, Cowsheds and Milkshops 
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Older, and that dual inspection would lead to friction. The 
Board came to the decision that it would be desirable that facili- 
ties for this inspection should, if possible, be afforded to the 
officers of the Belfast Corporation , voluntarily by the Bui'al 
Councils concerned, and with this object, the Board addressed 
the various sanitary authorities. These authorities almost un- 
animously expressed themselves willing to grant this power of 
inspection, provided that it was carried out by the Medical Super- 
intendent Officer of Health or by a veterinary surgeon, and in 
conjunction with their own officials. 

The water supplies of my district have been generally satis- 
factory during the past year. The several Urban Districts under 
my charge have almost all a satisfactory supply, by means of 
gravitation, the only exceptions being Ballyclare Urban District 
in County Antrim, Tanderagee Urban District in County Armagh, 
and Cootehill Urban District in County C'avan. 

The Warrenpoint Urban Council have just completed their new 
scheme for obtaining a supply from the Mourne Mountains. The 
Newry No. 1 Rural Council is providing a supply by gravitation 
for the town of Rathfriland from the Mourne Mountains, and 
this supply will be of the greatest benefit to the town. The ques- 
tion of improving the water supply for the Tanderagee Urban and 
Rural Districts has been under consideration during the year, but 
no effective steps have been taken. Improvements in the sewer- 
age systems of the Portadown, Larne, Monaghan, and Ballyclare 
Urban Districts are urgently required. 

During the year, after inquiry held by order of the Local 
Government Board , a Port Sanitary Authority was established for 
the Port of Newry, the jurisdiction of this authority being bounded 
by Cranfield Point in County Down and Cooley Point in County 
Louth. 

The Belfast Port Sanitary Authority have completed their new 
intercepting hospital, and it is now in a position to receive patients 
if required. — I am, etc.,

(i) REPORT OF DR. BRIAN O'BRIEN ON AN OUT- 
BREAK OF TYPHUS FEVER IN THE STRANOR- 
LAR RURAL DISTRICT. 

To the Local Government Board for Ireland. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honour to report to you on an out- 
break of Typhus Fever which took place in the Strauorlar Rural 
District, County Donegal. 

Some cases of fever having been notified to the Board by Dr. 
Johnston, the Medical Officer of Health of the Stranorlar Dis- 
pensary District, I received instructions, in the absence of the 
Board’s Medical Inspector, Dr. Brendan McCarthy, to proceed 
to this district for the purpose of making inquiries as to the cause 
of the outbreak, and to confer with the Medical Officer of Health 
as to the steps to be taken to limit its spread. 
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I visited the district on the 12th February, 1913, and accom- 
panied by Dr. Johnston, visited the Fever Hospital and subse- 
quently the houses in which cases of fever had occurred. 

The epidemic broke out at Drumkeen, between Letterkenny 
and Stranorlar, and at a distance of about four miles from the 
latter town. The houses in which cases occurred were occupied 
by persons of the small farming class, and their sanitary con- 
dition and cleanliness left much to be desired, although I cannot 
say that they were exceptionally bad. The house in which the 
disease originated, and also two of the houses which were subse- 
quently attacked, were overci’owded. . 

At the time of my visit there had been *25 cases, of which 4 had 
proved fatal. 

The outbreak had first manifested itself in a house occupied by 
a family named T, and was limited to this family, their relatives, 
and to persons who came into close personal contact with them. 
At the commencement of the outbreak, some doubt existed as to 
the exact nature of the illness, and the diagnosis between typhus 
fever and typhoid fever was rendered difficult by the fact that 
some of the earlier patients presented marked abdominal symp- 
toms, such as distension of the abdomen and diarrhoea, while in 
many of the patients, the typical typhus rash and characteristic 
bloated appearance of the face, with injected conjunctivas, -were 
apparently absent; but on the other hand, the sudden onset of 
the symptoms, and the manner in which the disease was propa- 
gated’, was very suggestive of Typhus. When the patients had 
been removed to hospital, and it was possible to keep them under 
close observation, the disease was soon recognised as typhus fever, 
but of an atypical character. That this diagnosis was correct was 
borne out by the subsequent progress of the different cases, and 
the manner in which the fever terminated, a crisis taking place in 
every instance on the 13th or 14th day, and, moreover, some of 
the later cases presented the characteristic symptoms of Typhus. 

The majority of the patients were children , in whom the clas- 
sical symptoms are frequently absent. 

The blood of several of the patients was submitted by Dr. 
■Wilson of the Queen’s University, Belfast, to examination for 
Widal’s reaction, and, in every case, gave a negative result. 

As regards the history of this outbreak, it appears that just 
before Christmas the mother of J.T of Drumkeen, an old woman 
of 85, who had been in frail health for some time, became ill, and 
after being confined to her bed for a week, died on the 27th 
December, 1912. Mrs. T. was not medically attended, and her 
death was attributed to old age, but, in this connection, I may 
remark that I was informed by the Clergyman who attended her 
in her last illness, that he particularly noticed the sordes on her 
bps, and the blackness and dryness of her tongue. After Mrs. 
T’s death, as is customary in this part of the country, a wake 
was held on the nights of the 27th and 28th December, and as the 
house was small, the children of J.T. were sent to stav at the 
homes of his sisters, Mrs. B and Mrs. McN; 

J.T, the son of the old woman, was taken ill on the 10th 
January, 1913, and was seen by Dr. Johnston’s locum tenens on 
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the 16th, and was thought to be suffering from influenza and in- 
somnia, but subsequently, after being seen by Dr. Johnston, was 
removed to the Fever Hospital, and died on the 24th January. 
Dr. Johnston when called to attend J.T. ascertained that two of 
his children had recently been ill, but they were at the time of 
his visit convalescent. There is every probability that they had 
suffered from a mild attack of the same disease. 

Following J.T’s removal to hospital, five more of his children 
developed Typhus, and were removed to the fever hospital. 

In the B.’s house, to which some of the children of J.T. had 
been sent on the nights on which the wake was held, the first 
person to contract the disease was a girl, M.B., who took ill on 
the 13th January, and at a later date her mother, sister and father 
all contracted the disease. While M.B. was ill, a child named 
F. visited the house and on the 29th January developed Tvphus 
and subsequently was removed to hospital. 

From McN’s house, which was about B miles distant from 
J.T.’s residence, and to which some of J.T.’s children had also 
been sent, the father and seven children were admitted to hospital 
suffering from Typhus. From this family a child who lived near 
them and who accompanied the McN. children to school, probably 
contracted the disease. 

In addition to the above mentioned persons, two brothers of 
J.T., and two men who lived in houses adjoining J.T’s contracted 
Typhus. These persons were at the wake, and mav possibly have 
become infected there, but against this view, I must state that 
one of the men does not appear to have taken ill until the 27th 
January, and the other until the 30th Januarv, and thev, quite 
possibly, may have become infected at a later date. Subsequent 
to my first visit to the district, a sister of Mr. B’s developed 
typhus as well as an infant child of J.T. 

In addition to these cases I have to report that the charge nurse 
at the Fever Hospital became infected, but I am pleased to sav 
that after a severe attack she made a good recovery. 

In all, 27 persons are known to have had Typhus, and in ad- 
dition^ it is very probable that old Mrs. T. and the two children 
of J.T. who were convalescent at the time Dr. Johnston visited 
the house had also suffered from the same disease. 

Of the 27 known Typhus patients, 17 were children who all 
made a good recovery; 10 were adults, of whom 3 were women 
who also recovered, but of the 7 adult men, no less than 6 died’ 
While Typhus is usually more fatal in adults, and particularlv in 
males, m this outbreak the disastrous mortality among the male 
adults is very striking. 

With regard to the measures taken to prevent the spread of the 
disease, from the first onset the majority of the cases were re- 
moved to hospital, but in some instances it was found impossible 
to obtain the consent of the relatives, and the patients were iso- 
lated at their own homes. , On my visiting the district Dr 
Johnston and I were, however, able to persuade the relatives of 
the cases being nursed at home, to agree to their removal to hos 
pital, and this was immediately done. The infected houses had 
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been fumigated with carbolic vapour, and the infected clothes and 
bedding had been either boiled or destroyed. On my recommen- 
dation each of the houses was subjected to a further disinfection 
by means of sulphur fumes, and the houses were limewashed. 
These measures appear to have been attended with success. 

As regards the treatment of the patients in hospital, the 
Stranorlar Board of Guardians, on the recommendation of Dr. 
Johnston, obtained the services of additional nurses, and showed 
themselves willing to take the necessary steps as recommended by 
their Medical Officer. 

I made careful inquiries to endeavour to elicit the source of the 
outbreak. No case of Typhus has been known to have occurred 
in this district for many years, nor could I obtain any information 
which would lead me to suspect the existence of unrecognised 
cases, the only disease which has recently been prevalent in the 
district being scarlatina, from which many of the children who 
contracted tvphus on this occasion had suffered in the Spring of 
1912. 

I could obtain no evidence that would lead me to think that the 
disease had been brought into the district through the agency of 
tiamps, and indeed the isolated position of the T’s house would 
make it very unlikely that it would be visited by persons of this 
class. 

Knowing the frequent association between outbreaks of Typhus 
and secondhand clothing, I made inquiries on this subject, and I 
was informed by Mrs. T., in whose house the disease originated, 
that on the 15th November, her husband had been at the rabble 
fail in Letterkenny, and that he had bought there some flannel 
for his mother and a small coat for his son. Mrs. T. believed the 
flannel to have been new, but states that the coat was second- 
hand, and was purchased from the stall of an itinerant clothes- 
dealer, and it is I think to infection, brought into the T’s house 
by means of these clothes, that possibly the outbreak of the dis- 
ease was due. 

Against the probability of the infection having been got from 
this source, is the fact that the clothes were bought on the 15th 
November, and uo illness seems tq have made its appearance in 
the T.’s house until old Mrs. T. took ill, just before Christmas. 
This incubation period is much longer than has been considered 
probable by the majority of authorities on Typhus Fever, although 
on the subject of the length of the incubation period there has 
been much difference of opinion. 

Some very interesting and valuable investigations on the sub- 
ject of the etiology and the transmission of Typhus have recently 
been made, notably by Nicolle in Tunis and by "Wilder and 
Ricketts in Mexico. These authorities have almost conclusively 
proved from- experiments on monkeys that the infection of 
Typhus is conveyed through the agency of lice. They also state 
that they have reason to believe that the vims of Typhus proli- 
ferates in the body of the louse and attains a maximum virulence 
some days after feeding on a typhus patient, but the' limit of time 
during which lice appear to remain capable of transmitting the 
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infection is about 7 days. Further than this, Wilder thinks that 
there is reason to believe that the virus may be transmitted to 
the second generation of lice. 

The result of these investigations would appear to me to ex- 
plain the origin of many obscure outbreaks, and if Wilder’s sug- 
gestion that the virus is transmissible to a second generation of 
lice be correct, it may explain the present outbreak, and may also 
account for the divergent opinions that have been expressed as 
.regards the length of the incubation period. 

It is of course unknown where the clothing bought in Letter- 
kenny fair came from, but if worn by a person suffering from 
Typhus Fever, it is quite possible that the eggs of lice were con- 
cealed in the clothing. 

Lice themselves are very delicate, and die rapidly if food is 
withheld from them, but it is otherwise with regard to the eggs. 
These eggs take from one to five weeks to mature, according to 
the. temperature they are kept in. 

Now it Wilder’s contention be correct, it would seem that the 
period between the purchase of the clothing and the outbreak of 
the fever is what one would be led to expect if the disease was 
. transmitted through lice of the second generation. I may say, 
■in this connection, that I was informed that lice were much in 
evidence on the persons admitted to the fever hospital during the 
. outbreak. 

While I am quite aware that this solution of the cause of this 
outbreak is very problematic, there can be little doubt that 
Typhus is conveyed by lice and probably through lice alone. 

To deal effectively, therefore, with outbreaks of this disease it 
. is essential that all possible steps should be taken to exterminate 
the lice. 

Fumigation by means of sulphur has been found most effective 
in Tunis, where this disease was endemic, and was carried out in 
the houses infected during the present outbreak. 

It must also be remembered that disinfection of the infected 
clothing and houses is not all that is necessary, as not only are 
lice to be found on the clothing, but also on the person of the in- 
. fected individual and on contacts, and, therefore, it would be most 
desirable that these persons should be subjected to a thorough 
bathing when possible. This precaution, however, is not always 
practicable in backward parts. — I am, etc.,

THE LABOURERS (IRELAND) AMENDING ORDER, 
1912. 

In pursuance of the powers vested in Us by the Labourers (Ire- 
land) Acts, 1883 to 1911, and of all other powers enabling Us in 
this behalf, We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, after 
consultation with the.

45. (1) The Clerk of the Council shall, subject to the Board’s 
approval, be paid by the Council for his services in 
connection with the making and execution of an im- 
provement scheme in accordance with the following 
scale : — 

(a) .Cl 5s. for each cottage with allotted plot if any 
provided under the scheme up to and including 
150 ; 

Cl for each such cottage above 150 and up to and 
including 300 ; 

15s. for each such cottage above 300. 

(b) 10s. for each plot provided under the scheme other 
than a plot allotted to a cottage. 

(c) 5s. for each plot included in the scheme but not 
authorised to be acquired. 

(2) The amount of remuneration so payable to the 
Clerk may be paid in such instalments as the Board 
may, from time to time, approve, having regard to the 
extent of the work performed by him in relation to 
the scheme at the date of each such approval.
